250сс class. On Saturday night, Peder- 
son beat Travis Hodges (Kaw) and Cliff 
Palmer in the 125cc. class, while 
Antunez was able to hold off Brad 
Woolsey (Kaw) and Pederson to win the 
250сс class. Demuth, meanwhile, man- 
aged only a fifth and seventh in the two 
finals on Saturday. After eight of 28 
rounds, Pederson leads Antunez in the 
series point standings, 244-235. Palmer 
is third with 232 points. 


Former 125cc World Motocross Champi- 
on Sebastien Tortelli (Kaw) won the 
250cc Pro class at the ninth annual GFI 
$10,000 Invitational Supercross, held at 
Perris Raceway irt Perris, California, on 
January 3. The Frenchman held off the 
advances of Jeff Emig (Kaw) and early 
race leader"Mike Brown (Hon) to take 
the win. Mike Craig (Hon) and Damon 
Huffman (Kaw) finished fourth and 
fifth, respectively. In 125cc Pro action, 
Ricky Carmichael (Kaw) took the win 
over Robbie Reynard (Suz), with Greg 
Schnell (Suz), Mike Brandes (Suz) and 
Brock Sellards rounding out the top 
five. 


Denny Stephenson (Hon) and Chad 
Pederson (Kaw) were the big winners at 
rounds three and four of the K Promo- 
tions Arenacross Series held in Kearney, 
Nebraska, December 12-13. Pederson 
won Friday's 125cc main ahead of 
Stephenson and Brian Stone (Kaw), 
with Stephenson coming back to win the 
250cc class in front of Pederson and 
Stone. On Saturday, Pederson again 
topped Stephenson in the 125cc class, 
followed by Tracy Bachman in third. 
Stephenson then won the 250cc class 
over Pederson and Stone.

Edwards II have finally signed their one-year contracts with Honda. Kocinski 
will ride a MoviStar Pons Honda NSR500 in the 500cc World Championship, while 
Edwards takes over Kocinski's ride in the Castrol Honda World Superbike team. 

"It's all signed," Kocinski said after returning home from a snow-skiing trip in 
Nevada. "I've signed two contracts - one with Honda and one with Sito (Pons)." 
Kocinski tested the team's NSR500 December 19-20 at Jerez in Spain, though most of 


the test was interrupted by wet conditions. 


"It was raining all the time," Kocinski said, "so we didn't get a lot of time on the 
bike because it took so long to dry out. We never had a completely dry track. I rode a 
'97 bike and it all went okay. Well, I fell down on the last day. I lost the front in the first 
turn, but it was my fault - I just pushed a bit too hard too soon. As a racer, it's hard to 
just cruise. Other than that, everything went good. The team's very organized and it 


should be okay for the year." 


Kocinski will be teamed with Spaniard Carlos Checa on the MoviStar team, effec- 
tively replacing Spaniard Alberto Puig, who recently announced his retirement from 


the sport. 


In addition to signing his contract with HRC, Kocinski, now the nondefending 
World Superbike Champion, has also switched helmet brands for the coming season 
and will wear an Arai, ending his long association with Bell Helmets. 

After testing the bike for the first time recently at the Suzuka Circuit in Japan, 
Edwards also signed a one-year contract with Castrol Honda to ride the team's Honda 
RC45 in the 1998 World Superbike Championship.

$1.25 million, an increase of 25 percent over last year’s purse. 
Highlighting the 1998 purse structure will be a 10-percent increase per event, bring- 
ing the purses at the 15 PACE-promoted events to a record $55,000 per event. The

° Coliseum, will feature a one-race purse of $71,500. In addition to the higher purses,

Additional prize-money improvements include an increased 1-900-PRO-RACE 
holeshot award that goes to $24,000 for '98, and an increased purse for the 125cc

“The demographic speaks for itself,” said Don Cecconi, national merchandising 
manager of Toyota Motor Sales USA Inc. "The pickup truck is certainly an important 
element in the lifestyle of off-road motorcycle riders and fans. We join Gary Becker and 
PACE's enthusiasm for this series and look forward to a lengthy relationship with the 
supercross fans." 

In addition, PACE has also announced that the city of Las Vegas, Nevada, has been 
named as the "Official Destination of Supercross." 

"The overwhelming success of Las Vegas' Sam Boyd Stadium as the final stop on 
the AMA Supercross Series tour was highlighted last year when the Las Vegas Con- 
vention & Visitor's Authority reported that one-third of the fans at the sold-out event 
came from outside the state of Nevada," a PACE-issued press release said. “So, along 
with a spectacular race and subsequent smashing awards banquet, it was a given that 
PACE Motor Sports and Las Vegas got together on a sponsorship deal that makes

The decision by the Supreme Court not 
to hear the case brings an end to a four- 
year legal battle that began when the 
AMA filed suit on behalf of three AMA 
members who live in Canyon Lake, 
located 75 miles southeast of Los Ange- 
les, California. The suit was brought 
after negotiations between the AMA 
and the Canyon Lake Property Owners 
Association failed to reverse the policy 
that prevented residents from riding 
street-legal motorcycles to their homes. 
Residents who violate the bike ban are 
subject to substantial fines and can be 
excluded from using the community’s 
common areas.

he eerie, unsettling feeling that 
the exclamation "FORE!" cre- 
ates on the golf course is the 
same feeling you two-stroke die- 
hards are going to experience the first 
time Yamaha's YZ400F comes booming 
by you at your local motocross track or 
riding area. Yamaha has pulled it off 
with this phenomenal four-stroke racer; 
nearly hit a hole in one, if you will; cre- 
ated the Big Bertha of motocross that 
putts, drives, slices (in a good way, of 
course) and flies in a tidy package. 

Enough is enough. You probably get 
the picture with the golf metaphor, but, 
nonetheless, Yamaha's production ver- 
sion of the works YZM400 used in "97 
by European Grand Prix teams and 
Doug Henry, the 1998 У7400Е, is a first- 
class machine that combines two-stroke 
and four-stroke attributes to create one 
of the most exhilarating production race 
bikes on the planet. We know, because 
we've been riding it for weeks now. 
Jealous yet? 

Yamaha's main reason for building 
the bike was its anticipation of immi- 
nent emissions regulations that are 
beginning to sweep the United States - 
especially in California, where two- 
strokes are no longer eligible for use on 
public lands. Invariably, they also had 
to take notice of Husqvarna's and Hus- 
aberg's success in the 500cc World 
Championship Motocross Series, where 
four-strokes have won the last three out 
of five 500cc World Championships. 
Couple this last fact with the fact that 
Yamaha wasn't currently producing an 
Open-class motocrosser, and you've got 
an idea of the motivational factors 
behind the birth of the YZ400F. 

The brainchild behind the bike in 
Japan was Yamaha engineer Yoshiharu 
Nakayama, who realized the potential 
of the motor package after testing a sin- 
gle-cylinder design based on a Super- 
bike engine. The bike was tested 
throughout '97 in works form quite suc- 
cessfully by Andrea Bartolini and Peter 
Johansson in Europe, winning a few 
500cc Grand Prix, and Henry in the 
United States, where it snagged 
holeshot after holeshot and won the one 
and only supercross in which it was 
entered, the Las Vegas finale. Yamaha 
testing guru Ed Scheidler, Doug Dubach 
and company and a team of testers from 






















Europe (YMENV) spent the last half of 
‘97 getting the production bike up to 
speed, with.great success. We should 
have known it was good by Dubach’s 
devious little grin when we first saw the 
preproduction bike in mid-June. 

One of Yamaha's main goals was to 
produce a four-stroke that was capable 
of competing with 250cc two-stroke 
motocrossers. They wanted it to be as 
light, as thin, as agile, as well-suspend- 
ed, as comfortable, as quick and as fast 
as their own YZ250. They wanted 
instant throttle response that could pro- 
pel the bike over supercross obstacles 
located immediately after corners. Most 
importantly, they wanted to keep the 
weight as close to a 250cc two-stroke as 
possible. The target was set very high. 

Surely it’s no secret that the main 
hurdle in keeping. а four-stroke light is 
the motor itself, so Yamaha designed a 
motor that is substantially smaller and 
lighter than their own TT250 motor, but 
still slightly larger than the YZ250 
motor. 

We now know that the 399cc liquid- 
cooled four-stroke single has a bore and 
stroke of 92mm x 60.1mm, uses a dual- 
overhead cam, a five-valve head (three 
intake, two exhaust) with a manual 
decompression lever, and has a com- 
pression ratio of 12.5:1. Don’t worry - 
the bike runs fine on 92-octane fuel, 
since that’s the only fuel Yamaha used 
for testing. The tiny cylinder is ceramic- 
composite-plated and is incredibly light, 
and the lubrication system is a dry- 
sump design that utilizes the frame to 
hold most of the engine oil - just over a 
quart and a half. A forged-aluminum, 
short-skirt piston (42mm) with a small- 
diameter piston pin (18mm) was used in 
the pursuit of lightness, while a single- 
shaft vibration balancer resides in the 
front of the engine cases to keep the 
shakes down. 

Everything that could be hollowed 
and/or drilled for lightness has been, 
including the forged-steel cams, trans- 
mission gears and other heavy engine 
components. The valve cover, left crank- 
case cover and outer clutch cover are all 
made of magnesium to further decrease 
the weight. 

The five-speed transmission uses an 
involute-spline design that reduces the 
gear-to-axle spline sliding resistance for 
smooth shifting, and the three shift forks 
and guide bars are one piece to reduce 
shifting force. When shifting, the shift- 
fork/guide-bar unit slides in and out of 
the case bore rather than the fork sliding 
on a bar. Surprisingly, the У7400Е uses 
the exact internal gear ratios as the 
YZ250, but the final drive ratio is one 
tooth taller in the rear, at 14/49 (YZ250 - 
14/50). 

The fuel is fed by a road race-bred 
39mm Keihin FCR, rolling flat-slide car- 
buretor that features a throttle-position 
sensor and an accelerator pump. The 
accelerator pump was used to enhance 
throttle response by spraying fuel 
directly into the intake as the throttle is 
turned. The throttle-position sensor is 
tied directly to the three-dimensional 
(map) digital capacitor discharge igni- 


tion and supplies precise timing based : 


on information fed to it from the magne- 
to (rpm) and throttle-position sensor 
(throttle opening). Basically, the system 
advances the timing at lower rpm and 
smaller throttle openings and retards 
the timing at larger throttle openings 
and higher rpm for optimum perfor- 
mance. The system is also equipped 
with an indicator that signals when the 
bike is in neutral, and alters the ignition 
timing so that the rpm can be held at 
4500 rpm for sound checks. 





Also unique to the YZ400F is a 
warm-start air-valve knob located on 
the frame rail next to the carburetor. The 
knob opens an air valve that is connect- 
ed to two hoses that run to the intake 
manifold and the air-box boot. The 
valve enables cool air to rush in at both 
ends of the carb to aid in starting a 
warm or freshly crashed motorcycle. 

The next hurdle which Yamaha had 
to clear materialized when it came time 
to decide on what chassis and suspen- 
sion components to use. Yamaha knew 
they had a fine-handling machine when 
it came to the YZ250, so they decided to 
use the same basic frame and suspen- 
sion components. Incredibly, the 
YZAOOF motor sits in a chassis that has 
the same overall dimensions as a YZ250 
frame and, therefore, the same 
ergonomics and riding position were 
achieved. The rake and trail did change, 
however, and the YZAOOF has a rake and 
trail of 27.8 degrees/115.3mm compared 
to 27.2 degrees/118mm on the YZ250. 
The wheelbase on the 400 is actually 
shorter than the 250's - 58.3 inches com- 
pared to 58.6 inches - and the seat 
heights are nearly identical at 38.5/38.6 
inches. 

Keeping with the trend, Yamaha then 
utilized the YZ250 triple clamps, forks, 
swingarm, linkage, rear shock and 
brakes to complete the package. The 
46mm Kayaba forks, complete with the 
elastomer bottoming system, utilize 
.45kg/mm springs, and the rear shock 





uses a 5.3kg/mm spring instead of the 
43/4.8 kg/mm combo found on the '98 
YZ250. The valving has also been modi- 
fied for the four-stroke application. The 
brakes are indeed the same, but the 400 
uses. a 20mm-smaller disc brake in the 
rear to clear the aluminum canister muf- 
fler. 

The radiators bolted up to the bike 
are 20 percent larger than those on the 
YZ250 in order to facilitate the higher 
temperatures produced by the four- 
stroke mill. The wheels, hubs axles, 
front and rear fenders and number plate 
are interchangeable with the YZ250, but 
the superslim 2.1-gallon tank, radiator 
shrouds and seat are all new. The bike is 
actually slimmer than any 250 or 125 on 
the market. 

And now the big question: How 
much does it weigh? Early numbers 
from Yamaha had the target weight at 
around 233 pounds dry, and they 
weren't too far off when all was said 
and done and bikes were rolling off the 
assembly line. So here it is, the number 
you've been waiting to see: 244 pounds. 

For reference, the claimed weight of 
the average 250cc MXer is approximate- 
ly 215 pounds; a 500cc two-stroke MXer 


|. weighs about 222; a Husaberg FC400 


weighs 239.8; a KTM 400SX weighs 
252.4; a Honda XR400 weighs 256.8; а 
Kawasaki KLX300R weighs 232; a Suzu- 
ki DR350 weighs 249; and a Husqvarna 
610TC weighs 247. Remember, these are 
all claimed dry weights.

Almost every engine part was 
trimmed, hollowed or drilled of excess 
weight, and the motor produces a good, 
usable spread of power. The motor and frame 
hold just over 1.5 quarts of oil that are 
circulated by a dry-sump lubrication system.

Now, this may be heavier than we 
were all dreaming it would be, but don't 
get discouraged and go out and get your 
deposit back on your Ү2400Е, because it 
doesn't matter - much. Straight away, 
Im going to say that this is the 
motocrosser and off-roader to buy this 
year. It is the most fun and exhilarating 
dirt bike currently produced. You may 
even need to get a helmet with wider 
cheek pads to deal with all the smiling 
you'll be doing in there. 

Throwing a leg over the 400 reveals 
an ultraslim riding position that feels 
identical to the YZ250, and that's a good 
thing. As for starting the bike once 
you're there, it's not too difficult a 
process but, yes, you are still sitting on a 
four-stroke (no matter what your senses 
are screaming at you), so a starting pro- 
cedure is in order. If the bike is cold, 
you pull the choke out (not the warm- 
start knob), give the throttle two full 
turns (which pumps gas into the head 
via the accelerator pump), kick through 
until you find the hard spot (top dead 
center), pull in the compression release, 
move the kickstarter just past the hard 
spot, return thé kickstarter to the top of 
the stroke, and then give it a hard, full 


stab at the lever while not even thinking - 


about applying the throttle. Usually, the 
bike will start on the first kick. 

The warm-start (or freshly crashed) 
starting procedure is not much different, 
although you don't want to give the 





throttle any turns at all; au contraire: 
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Jus 
follow the same procedure as before. 
When the bike is really hot, a small 
application of the throttle is needed after 
the bike starts to fire. Then just remem- 
ber to push in the warm-start knob and 
you're ready to go. Oh, yeah - make 
sure your buddies don’t come up and 
give your throttle a few turns while 
bench-racing with you in the pits, 
because it may flood your bike. 

After a few fun-filled laps on the 
bike, you begin to realize that what 
makes this bike different as a four- 
stroke is exactly what makes it competi- 
tive with two-strokes. It’s like no four- 
stroke you've ever ridden, that's for 
sure. The bike has a mellow and smooth 
power delivery off the bottom that 
comes alive as it hits in the middle of 
the powerband and keeps on pulling 
strongly toward the 11,200-rpm redline. 
The bike revs extremely fast and 
explodes out of corners, if that’s what 
you want to do. If you want to torque 
around the corner and short-shift it, 
well, then, that’s okay, too. It doesn’t 
matter. Whatever the case, every rider 
who got off of the bike loved it, especial- 
ly the motor. 

Much like a Husaberg 400 or even 
the 501, the YZ400F doesn’t have a 
whole lot down low compared to what 
happens when you get to the middle 
and upper revs, making its power deliv- 
ery very much like a that of a 250cc two- 
stroke. The throttle response is stunning 
- no doubt due in part to the accelerator 
pump - and the carburetion is excellent. 
Most four-strokes can’t escape the 
dreaded cough-and-stall syndrome that 
happens occasionally when quickly clos- 
ing and then opening the throttle in cor- 
ners, but the YZ400F has defied the 
curse, It will pop at higher revs occa- 
sionally, but it never pops when you 
don’t want it to. 

Yamaha's newest recruit, Jeremy 
McGrath, recently rode one in the Carls- 
bad Christmas Grand Prix and got off of 
it all smiles, mentioning that it turned 
better than his YZ250. All of our testers 
also unanimously agreed that it is one of 
the easiest-turning bikes around, even 
for beginner riders, due to the smooth 
nature of the power delivery. Yes, it 
builds revs very quickly, but it’s still 
smooth and easy to control, because - 
well, because it’s a four-stroke, and you 
simply don’t experience the violent rpm 
increase and wheelspin that two-strokes 
exhibit. The YZ400 excels in flat, slick, 
off-camber corners because of this rea- 
son. 

We also found that rough straight- 
aways after corners were best attacked 
by entering the corners in third gear and 
railing out without even having to shift 
before the next corner. Its broad power 
is sweet and the transmission and clutch 
never miss a beat, shifting smoothly and 
consistently even though you really 
only use second through fourth gears on 
most tracks. If you're abusing the clutch 
on this bike, you're riding it wrong 
(although it's still a blast to hear the 
motor sing, destroying berms this way). 

The 400 proved to be very flickable 
for a four-stroke, even though it weighs 
30 pounds more than a 250cc two-stroke 
soaking wet. Like any four-stroke, the 
gas must be left on off of jump faces to 
keep the front end from dropping into 
the endo zone, but, other than perhaps 





- braking a little later and not as much 


into corners, you really don't have to 
alter your riding style that much to go 
fast on it. 

The suspension action on the YZ400 
is - different. Like most four-strokes, the 
suspension seems to be moving around 


t pull out the warm-start knob and

you get the routine down. 


a lot under you and really soaks up 
most everything in its way. It is very 
plush and controlled and will usually 
pull away from a two-stroke as it hooks 
up and absorbs acceleration bumps and 
cobblestone-like terrain with aplomb. 
Headshake is never a problem. On big 
hits and jump landings, the suspension 
moves through its travel rather quickly 
like a four-stroke, but it doesn't bottom 
as violently - not even close. 

You do, however, feel the extra 
weight in big-hit situations, which 
forces the bike down into the ground a 
little more severely than a 250cc two- 
stroke. Test riders also felt the extra 
girth while attacking large whoop sec- 
tions, where it seemed hard to keep the 
big thumper skimming across the top of 
the peaks. These are the only times any 
of our test riders really complained 
about the weight. 

The only other complaints we heard 
about the bike centered around the seat, 
which most riders felt was too hard and 
skinny. It looks like Yamaha wanted 
make sure nobody complained about 
the seat being too soft or wide for MX 
purposes, but they overdid it. 

Braking performance is very good, 
although some testers did complain 
about the overall power of the front 
brake. 

So, do we think the YZ400F is as 
good as the 250cc two-stroke motocross- 
er it was aimed at? Yes we do, and 
here's why: Each bike has its strengths 
and weaknesses. The 400 is heavier, but 
it tracks better. The 2505 accelerate a lit- 
tle quicker, but the 400 is faster down 
longer straights. The 250s take quick- 
pivot, cut-and-thrust corners better, but 
the 400 is better in almost every other 
type of corner. The 250s take the big hits 
and deep whoops better, but the 400 
takes acceleration and braking bumps 
better. In high-traction, loamy situa- 
tions, things are pretty equal as far as 
power is concerned, but on any track 





that is hard-packed, slick or muddy - 
like the Las Vegas SX and the Dallas SX 
in '97, or any Hangtown National MX - 
the 400 will have a distinct advantage. 

It all seems to weigh out that you 
won't be disadvantaged by owning this 
bike and racing it against 250cc. two- 
strokes - especially at the amateur level, 
where racing always comes down to 
skill, determination, physical condition- 
ing, desire and luck. You have every- 
thing you need right here, and if you 
want to make it lighter, call up White 
Brothers, who will be making light- 
weight accessories for the Yamaha Parts 
and Accessory Division (YPAD), and 
start ordering up the featherweight 
goodies. 

Don't think I forgot about you off- 
road guys, because this thing is a blast to 
ride out on the trails and in the desert. It 
needs a little more flywheel and a wider- 
ratio gearbox to be perfect out there, but 
that should be taken care of when the off- 
road-based WR400F is released in early 
April. The WR400F will be replacing the 
venerable WR250 and will have a wider- 
ratio gearbox, a 3.2-gallon fuel tank, an 
odometer, a lighting coil, a headlight, a 
taillight, an 18-inch rear wheel and a 
USFS-approved spark arrestor. It should 
be a potent off-road weapon, and if the 
rumors are true that Ty Davis will ride 
privateer Yamahas in ‘98, look out if he 
jumps on one of the 400s in the desert or 
forest. Things will get very interesting. 

So, when can you take delivery of 
your YZ400F? The bikes should be at 
dealers by the second week of January 
and, interestingly, Yamaha is actually 
making slightly more 400s than YZ250s 
this year. 

My opening paragraphs didn't mean 
that the YZ400F is the ultimate machine 
for motocross and that you'll automati- 
cally become the next Doug Henry by 
owning one. As stated earlier, that's 
never the case, because racing always 
comes down to things like stamina, skill 









and luck - but you certainly won't be 
disadvantaged on this bike. It's all a big 
trade-off - and when it comes down to 
the fun factor, no other bike can even 
come close right now. 

The reason we think this bike is so 
good is that we still think of it as the 
four-stroke that it is and not the two- 
stroke that it is trying to match. For a 
four-stroke production motocrosser, it is 
the best that has ever been made, and 
that makes it a damn good motorcycle 
(no matter how many strokes it has), 
even though some people are still going 
to bag on it for being heavy. It's like a 
refined Husaberg that costs much less. 
We applaud Yamaha for getting ahead 
of the four-stroke game and instantly 
raising the stakes with the YZ400F. 

So, as the song says, keep on keepin' 
on - because we may all be riding four- 
strokes soon enough. Now lets see if the 
competition can keep on keepin’ up. €N

hen the gate drops on Satur- 
day evening, January 10, 
1998, within the concrete con- 
fines of the Los Angeles Memo- 
rial Coliseum, the AMA Supercross 
Series will celebrate its 25th year of exis- 
tence. And in conjunction with this 
remarkable milestone, along with a num- 
ber of other impressive developments, 
the flashy and glamorous sport of stadi- 
um motocross will head into the 1998 
season with a huge and powerful swell 
of momentum behind it. 

By all accounts, 1997 was the greatest 
and most prominent season the sport has 
enjoyed since it was first conceived on a 
gin-soaked cocktail napkin in a Los 






Angeles nightclub. From its humble first 


few years, which saw the series perform 
before modest - and, at times, sparse - 
crowds at the Los Angeles Coliseum, the 
Houston Astrodome and Daytona Inter- 
national Speedway, the sport has now 
evolved into one of the most promising 
and prolific motor-sports properties in 
the world. 

During the hugely successful 1997 
season, more than 695,000 spectators 
came out to watch the 15-event series, 
ultimately generating an average crowd 
of more than 46,000 spectators, including 
four sell-out evenings - in Phoenix, Min- 
neapolis, Pontiac and Las Vegas. Further- 
more, playing before an ESPN 2 televi- 
sion audience, typically on a one-week 
tape delay, the sport drew very 
respectable TV ratings numbers, averag- 
ing a .83 Nielsen TV rating. When this 
rating number is applied to ESPN 2's 
universe of 50 million households, super- 
cross drew a national TV viewing audi- 
ence of roughly 355,000 households per 
broadcast - quite impressive when you 
consider that supercross broadcast num- 
bers actually equaled or outperformed 
those of the network's ЕТА Formula One, 
NHRA and Professional SportsCar 
broadcasts. 

Then there was the competition. In 
1997, a record seven racers - namely Greg 
Albertyn, Jeff Emig, Doug Henry, 
Damon Huffman, Jeremy McGrath, Ezra 
Lusk and Kevin Windham - all won 
races, making it the most competitive 
season in series history. And if that 
wasn't enough, there was the massive 
soap-opera factor. On the eve of the 1997 
season, Jeremy McGrath left Team 
Honda, the outfit that had so diligently 
supported him through four consecutive 
championships, due to strained relations 
during contract talks. Choosing to jump 
ship to his own factory Suzuki-backed 
satellite team mere weeks before the sea- 
son opener in Los Angeles, the curious 
eyes of the supercross world were on 
McGrath and his very formidable chal- 
lenge. 

Meanwhile, over at Honda, the team - 
which had been caught back on its heels - 
was left reeling. While Steve Lamson 


stepped in valiantly, the Big Red. 


Machine would struggle all season, fail- 
ing to win a single event. What all this 
logistical turbulence led to was a year in 
which the AMA 250c Supercross title was 





m 
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thrown up for grabs - much like throw- 
ing a big hunk of steak to a pack of rav- 
enous dogs. Now free from McGrath's 
stifling reign of terror, the floodgates 
were open, and all four major factory 
teams vied for supremacy. When the 
dust finally settled, Team Kawasaki's 
seasoned veteran, Jeff Emig, ended up on 
top, claiming his first supercross title. 

So it is that now, as we head into the 
1998 campaign with all the pieces in 
place, the sport of supercross stands on 
the brink of a new era saturated with 
prestige, professionalism, intense compe- 
tition, corporate support and mainstream 
success, 

"The sport's at a real high because of 
the momentum built up over the past 
two years," said Roy Janson, vice presi- 
dent of operations for PACE Motor 
Sports, from his corporate office in sub- 
urban Chicago, Illinois. "We hope to 
build on that momentum. Last year, if we 
would have been talking about Ezra 
Lusk winning races, or Doug Henry win- 
ning a race aboard a four-stroke, we 
would have all laughed. However, this 
year, those two guys, along with a num- 
ber of others, will win races and compete 
for the championship. The momentum 
and the competition is fantastic. Also, 
visually, we've made lots of enhance- 
ments to the tracks. There will be a new 
finish-line area, a new announcer's 
tower, and the trackside Вау bales' will 
now be upholstered foam blocks, called 
Tuff Blox." 

In addition to Janson, Todd Jendro 
has been cast as the new director of 
supercross for PACE, in order to improve 
the shininess of the show and bolster the 
overall program. 

“1 want to utilize some of my new 
ideas and talents and the things I've 
learned from Roy," said the personable 
Jendro, "and combine them, and help 
take the sport to a new level." 

Also, in a well-intentioned show of 
solidarity regarding their commitment to

and appreciation of one of - if not the - 
world's most prestigious motorcycle-rac- 
ing series, PACE is putting its money 
where its mouth is, increasing the 1998 
overall series payout by 25 percent. 

^We've added 10 percent to each 
event purse, and another $100,000 to the 
point fund," declared Janson. "We've 
also added a number of substantial 
bonuses, and the series championship 
point fund will pay out $217,500 in 1998, 
with the series champion walking away 
with $100,000. Furthermore, the privateer 
bonus-awards program that we started 
for true privateers has been increased 25 
percent and will pay out a total of 
$75,000 in bonus money. Finally, we will 
add $5000 more to the 125cc East/West 
shootout in Las Vegas, paying out a total 
purse of $25,000."

Encouragingly, it appears that the 
final piece of the puzzle for which the 
promoter group has been so desperately 
searching for the past few years has been 
found during the off-season months. In 
1998, Toyota and their popular truck line 
has signed on to become the title sponsor 
of the AMA Supercross Series. Moreover, 
the Las Vegas Convention & Visitor's 
Authority has hitched their name to the 
Supercross Series wagon. PACE and the 
city of Las Vegas have conspired to cre- 
ate a season-long sponsorship deal to be 
known as the "Official Destination of 
Supercross." Pleased with the promo- 
tional value they received from being the 
series sponsor in 1997, Thor/Parts 
Unlimited will again return as a series 
title sponsor iri 1998. For the record, and 
in the event that anyone may want to 






etch it in marble, the official badge 
of the 1998 campaign will go as fol- 
lows: “Toyota Trucks presents the 
1998 Thor/Parts Unlimited AMA 
Supercross Series, brought to you 
by Las Vegas.” Got all that? 

Also, 1998 will see two new 
additions to the revamped series 
schedule. Added to the circuit trav- 
el itinerary will be the New Orleans 
Supercross, which will revisit the 
Superdome after an 18-year absence 
(Mike Bell and Mark Barnett each 
won a night there in May of 1980), 
while Tampa Bay, Florida, after 
being absent since 1996, is back on 
the schedule. With an enthusiastic 
reception, San Diego will again return to 
the schedule in '98, while Orlando, after 
being a series stop since 1991, will be 
dropped in 1998. The Gainesville Nation- 
al, so long known as the National that 
“rudely” interrupted the stadium circuit 
every first week in March since 1984, has 
been thrown to the dogs. On a more posi-

tive note, the AMA Supercross Series will 
now run uninterrupted for the first time 
in the modern era. Said Roy Janson, “For 
years, all of the major teams wanted to 
see the supercross and motocross seasons 
separated, and it proved hard to do, but 
we pulled that off." 

“We are sad to see the passing of the 
Gainesville National," added PACE 
Motor Sports CEO Gary Becker (through 
a pleasantly worded press release). "The 
race has played an integral role in the 
history of the AMA Pro Motocross Series. 
However, I am confident that the separa- 
tion of the supercross and motocross pro- 
grams will be a welcomed change to the 
sport." Interestingly, as far as the U.S. 
motocross and supercross fan base is 
concerned, the jury is still out on this 
decision. 

The 1998 AMA Supercross Series 
will "premiere" on January 10 in 
Los Angeles, California. Tapped as 
the series' opening venue for the 
second consecutive year, the Colise- 
um - so rich in supercross heritage 
and tradition - will again send the 
circuit on its five-month, 16-stop 
odyssey. 

“I believe that folks became com- 
fortable with the Coliseum again in 
1997,” said Janson. “A lot of fans 
came back for the second night last 
year because they felt comfortable 
with the venue. Those two events

answered the question that it’s a great 
stadium with a lot of supercross history.” 
Following the Coliseum event, the 18- 
wheel trucks, box vans, pickup trucks, 
ESPN production vehicles, AMA trailers 
and publicity mobiles that make up the 
AMA Supercross circus will jump on the 
San Bernardino I-10 freeway and high- 
tail it for round number two in the 
Houston Astrodome. The next 
weekend, the series will run in Sun 
Devil Stadium in Tempe, Arizona, 
which blew everyone’s mind in 
1997 with an announced crowd of 
63,565. The caravan will then climb 
up the West Coast to set up shop in 
the Seattle Kingdome. Upon finish- 
ing up in the Pacific Northwest, the 
teams will execute a hard-180 
degree turn and drive back in the 
other direction to Qualcomm Stadi- 
um in San Diego. Sadly missed in 
1997, grooving back into San Diego 
will be like seeing an old friend. 
Upon packing up and leaving 
the nation’s far southwestern cor- 
ner, the series will head east and visit the 
midwestern section of the country for the 
first time in 1998, where it will run before 
the world’s most famous racing city: 
Indianapolis, Indiana. From there, it’s a 
jaunt down to the southeastern section of 
America, where the tour will roll into 
Atlanta’s Georgia Dome and, the next 
weekend, Houlihan's Stadium in Tampa. 
From there, it's up the Atlantic Coast to 
Bill France's World Center of Speed: 
Daytona International Speedway. The 
AMA Supercross Series will be staged on 
Gary Bailey's evil, sandy, whooped-out 
circuit, which will be etched within the 
grassy tri-oval section between Day- 
tona's 31-degree high banks. With the 
god-awful sound of overrevved Harley- 
Davidson motorcycles still ringing in

their ears, the circus will hotfoot it out of 
Daytona and head to New Orleans. Long 
recognized as a center of fun and games, 
the “Big Easy" will be a welcomed addi- 
tion to the series. Minneapolis, which 
should be thawing out by the time its 
March 21 date comes up, will be stop 
number 11, followed by the Trans World 
Dome in St. Louis, Missouri. The Pontiac 
Silverdome, which has been a series 
venue since 1976 (Marty Smith won the 
inaugural event), will be the last stop 





before, finally, after 13 consecutive week- 
ends, the caffeine-addled truck drivers 
and road-weary throng of riders, 
mechanics, team managers, industry 
hacks and various other hangers-on gets 
a breather. After the break, it's off to Bru- 
ton Smith's Charlotte Motor Speedway - 
the 170,000-seat crown jewel of the far- 
flung NASCAR Winston Cup empire - 
for round number 14.

race in 1997. The neon-lit, “ching, ching, 
ching” slot-machine, island-in-the- 


' stream-of-reality surroundings of the 


sun-baked town provide the perfect 
backdrop for the series finale. And if the 
event is anything like it was in '97 - 
where Doug Henry won on a four-stroke, 
Jeff Emig clinched his first crown, and 
Kevin Windham and Ricky Carmichael 
waged war in the 125cc East/West 
shootout - no one will leave "Sin City" 
disappointed (although some may leave 
with a big headache). 

Now, on to the teams: The conclusion 
of the 1997 season immediately initiated 
a musical-chairs game of mythic propor- 
tions, as a dazzling number of riders 
were sent scrambling in order to have 
their names penciled-in on the rosters of 
the major American race teams. 

When the music stopped and every- 
one lunged for a chair (i.e., an open seat 
on a race team), the most agile and quick- 
thinking participant was the 1997 AMA 
250cc Supercross Champion, Jeff Emig of 
Team Kawasaki. After riding around in 
the formidable shadow of Jeremy 
McGrath in recent years, Emig stepped 
out into his own bright-white spotlight in 
1997. Strong, confident and consistent, 
Emig capitalized on the adversity 
McGrath had to deal with upon switch- 
ing to his Team Suzuki-supported satel- 
lite outfit. Expect the same from "The 
Champ" as he returns with the exact 
same program in 1998. Emig will be 
armed to the teeth and backed by his 
longtime, championship-proven mechan- 
ic, Jeremy Albrecht. 

Moreover, the competition is keenly 
aware that Kawasaki race team manager 
Bruce Stjernstrom has put together a 
strong cast of characters in order to sup- 
port Emig in his quest for title number 
two. Damon Huffman, the winner at 
Atlanta's Georgia Dome in 1997, heads 
into the new campaign with his first 
major 250cc title: FIM World Supercross 
Champion. Strong and consistent during 
the off-season Trans-Atlantic internation- 
al series, the prestigious title should pro- 
vide Huffman with a taste of what it 
takes to string together a championship. 
Ryan Hughes, the proud father of a new 
son, is back in 1998, and will be a perfect 
tail-gunner for the Irvine, California- 
based race team. If Hughes can stay free 
from injury, he will be a threat to win a 
number of events while on the cross- 
country tour. 

While Emig heads toward the open- 
ing round in Los Angeles with a very 
familiar, stress-tested program, his long- 
time adversary Jeremy McGrath, on the 














other hand, will show up in the paved 
Los Angeles pits with, for the second 
consecutive year, an entirely new race 
team. After a frustrating year with Suzu- 
ki in 1997, McGrath had the supercross 
crown deftly plucked from atop his head 
by the confident Emig. However, it 
should be noted that it was a very 
respectable season for the four-time 
AMA 250cc Supercross Champion, and if 
not for a nightmare outing in the 
deep brown slop in Dallas, 
McGrath could very well have 
clinched his fifth consecutive title 
in 1997. 

However, the relationship must 
not have been right between the 
two camps because, shortly after 
the Las Vegas Supercross final, 
McGrath began making plans for a 
new endeavor for 1998. It all cul- 
minated in September, when 
Supér Mac came to terms with 
Chaparral (a Southern California- 
based retail, mail-order and after- 
market giant) and Yamaha in a 

unique one-year arrangement. 
Through the collaborative effort, 
McGrath will operate the private team in 
cooperation with Chaparral chief Dave 
Damron, who in turn was able to procure 
significant technical assistance from the 
Yamaha factory. 

As part of the "New Deal," McGrath 
will retain his loyal sponsors Fox, 1-800- 
COLLECT, Alpinestars and Spy, not to 
mention a hefty, purpose-built, Yamaha- 
subsidized bonus program. Supporting 
and encouraging Jeremy in the stadiums 
of America will be his new mechanic, 
Randy Lawrence, who returns to the pre- 
mix-burning world of supercross after a 
stint in the peddle-pushing mountain- 
bike scene. Longtime buddy and new 
teammate Jimmy Button will run inter- 
ference for McGrath during the 16-stop 
tour. Larry Brooks, through his role as 
team manager, will call the shots within 
the massive transporter. 

Meanwhile, back at the factory, Keith 
McCarty has been burning the midnight 
oil in preparing the official Yamaha fac- 
tory effort for battle. McCarty will send 
out class rookie Kevin Windham, winner 
of the Charlotte round in 1997, and veter- 
an Doug Henry in the 250cc class, while 
John Dowd and David Vuillemin will 
line up in the 125cc East and West Region 
Supercross divisions, respectively. Wind- 
ham will go to war aboard a factory-mas- 
saged YZ250, while Henry will play com- 
pany man and do the on-track 
marketing / public-relations work for the 
company while riding the exotic (and 
booming!) Hot Rod Lincoln four-stroke 
during the entire 1998 season. Can he 
repeat the monumental feat he pulled off 
in Las Vegas? 

The team with the most to prove in 
1998 is Honda. After experiencing 
arguably their worst season in American 
supercross history last year, in which 
they didn't win a single race, the Ameri-

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can Honda race shop in Torrance, 
California, has been humming big- 
time in preparation for 1998. 
Whether it be Indy Car racing or 
supercross, Honda takes racing 
deadly serious, and you can bet 
the farm that in Los Angeles they 
will come out swinging like Oscar 
de la Hoya. 

As a testament to the "Honda Way" 
and their burning desire to win, the Big 
Red Avenging Steamroller, with new 
team rider Ezra Lusk at the controls, 
arrived at the Tokyo Supercross in 
November and promptly smashed the 
competition in a hugely impressive two- 
moto romp. And as if that weren't 
enough already, the team showed up at 
the Osaka Supercross the very next Sat- 
urday night and did it again. With team 
manager Wess McCoy and new mechan- 
ic Mike Gosselaar at his side, Lusk will 
lead the team in 1998. Covering his flank 
will be Honda veteran Steve Lamson. 
However, Lamson recently broke his col- 
larbone in a midweek testing crash and

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will be out of action indefinitely. That 
being said, Lusk will go it alone in 1998 
until his teammate can jump off the 
injured list. 

While it can certainly be argued that 
Suzuki received a big, honking public- 
relations black eye from the McGrath 
affair in 1997, no one can deny that the 
once woeful and beleaguered race opera- 
tion has returned to form through the 
hard work and tenacity of five-time 500cc 
World Motocross Champion and current 
team manager Roger DeCoster. 

DeCoster has put together a very 
formidable team for the 1998 sea- 
son, and Suzuki will attack the cir- 
cuit with a power trio fronted by 
1997 race winner and three-time 
FIM World Champion Greg Alber- 
{уп of South Africa. Joining “Dr. 
Albee" in the yellow 18-wheel 
transporter will be international 
supercross star Larry Ward, back 
on a factory team after some clever 
political maneuvering by DeCoster, 
and a healthy Mickael Pichon. All 
three riders have the speed and 
ability to win races, and if the team 
can come out strong from the ring 
of the bell, they will certainly be 
contenders for the 1998 champi- 
onship. 

More so than any other year in 
the 25-year history of supercross, 
1998 will see a massive influx of 
supercross factory support/satellite 
teams. In fact, with the exception of 
Team Yamaha, virtually all of the 
Big Four factory teams have farmed 
out their 125cc stadium programs to 
privately owned operations. 

. Leading the charge is Mitch Pay- 
ton's incredibly successful Team 
SplitFire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki 
outfit, the team that can be credited 
for starting the overall paradigm 
shift in American supercross team 
structure. Responsible for launch-

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ing the careers of Jeremy McGrath, Steve 
Lamson, Mickael Pichon, Ryan Hughes, 
and this year's model, Ricky Carmichael, 
the Corona, California-based syndicate is 
always, without fail, a force to be reck- 
oned with in American 125cc racing. 
Heading the pack in 1998 will be Atlanta, 
Orlando and Charlotte winner Ricky 
Carmichael. R.C. will suit up in the East 
Region with class rookie and Pro-Am 
prodigy Nick Wey of Michigan, while in 
the West, the talented and determined 
Casey Johnson will ride in tandem with 
Suzuki expatriate Nathan Ramsey, who 
comes off an injury-addled 1997 cam- 
paign. 

Another satellite-team powerhouse, 
Team Honda of Troy, will roll into 
Los Angeles looking to beat on the 
big and intimidating cash-flashing 
factory squads. Team owner Phil 
Alderton has penciled Mike Craig 
and Mike Brown into the 250сс line- 
up, while Stephane Roncada, a two- 
time winner in 1997, and Casey 
Lytle will take to the field in the 
125cc West and East Regions, 
respectively. Flashy and supremely 
talented, Craig has everything it 
takes to win races, but struggles at 
times to keep his head in the game. 
If he can show up with his race face 
on in 1998, Craig can inflict some 
damage to factory ego. Further- 
more, Brown, after a frustrating 
year as a member of Michele Rinaldi's 
Team Chesterfield / Yamaha 250cc Grand 
Prix outfit, is thrilled to be returning to 
America, and with a little bit of luck he 
may be able to reward his team manager, 
Erik Kehoe, with a win. 

Joining the AMA circuit for the first 
time in 1998 will be Team FMF/Honda. 
Managed by former American-born 
World Champions Bob Moore and 
Danny LaPorte, the team was granted 
official 125сс support status by American 


Mike LaRocco will 
be piloting a Factory 
Connection/ 

Jack in the Box- 
backed Honda in '98. 
A new team, a new 
motorcycle and a 
new attitude could 
be just what is 
needed to fire up the 
former 250 and 
500cc National MX 
Champion again. 
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Honda during the off-season and will 
enjoy the fruits of the worldwide motor 
giant's resources and technical knowl- 
edge. Honda's Mike Hooker will work in 
cooperation with Moore and LaPorte to 
get Honda factory team veteran Scott 
Sheak and Ohio's Brock Sellards, the 
AMA Rookie of the Year, up to speed in 
the East Region. Vancouver, Washing- 
ton's Jason McCormick and California's 
David Pingree will represent FMF in the 
West. 

Not to be left out, Team Suzuki has 
parceled out its factory 125cc program to 
the Kirk Clovis- and Bill Cervera-man- 
aged, Answer-backed Primal 
Impulse/Bill's Pipes/Suzuki Racing 
Team. The new organization will work 


out of a fleet of yellow box vans and 
will prepare bikes for Robbie Rey- 
nard in the East Region and Ryan 
Huffman and Jiri Dostal in the 
West. For the record, Buddy 
Antunez and Charlie Bogard, both. 
of whom will compete in the barn- 
storming PJ1 Arenacross Series, will 
also see duty in selected AMA 
Supercross events. 

In addition to the aforementioned 
Team Chaparral and Honda of Troy 
efforts, two additional 250cc-based pri- 
vate teams have been conceived for the 
1998 season. Team Factory Connection, 
thrilled to have a sponsorship deal with 
the San Diego-based fast-food conglom- 
erate Jack in the Box in its back pocket, 
will send former Team Suzuki rider Mike 
LaRocco out on the road with new facto- 
ry-backed Hondas. Furthermore, Team 
Noleen/K2 Bicycles/Thor has tapped 
1997 AMA 125cc East Region Champion 
Tim Ferry to compete aboard its modi- 
fied Yamahas. 

Somewhat surprisingly, it was recent- 
ly announced that Damon Bradshaw was 
retiring from the sport, thus leaving the 
independent Manchester Honda team 
without a rider. Due to the unexpected 
announcement - and very late notice - the 
team has been unable to obtain a desired 
rider and is currently exploring various 
options for the year.

If you're a major supercross enthusi- 
ast (and if you've read through this 
entire diatribe, you probably are), it's a 
great time to be alive. As the finishing 
touches are being put on the new bikes, 
race clothing and 18-wheel semi trucks of 
the AMA Supercross circuit, and the 
bulldozers and dump trucks begin to 
congregate around the Los Angeles Coli- 
seum, ready to go to work, a feel of gen- 
uine excitement is beginning to set in 
throughout the racing world. 

Savvy race enthusiasts are quite cog- 
nizant that, perhaps more so than in any 
other year in recent memory, a genuine 

free-for-all rumble is about to take 
place for the 1998 AMA Supercross 
Championship. Seven different rac- 
ers won individual events in 1997, 
many of them for the first time, and 
when they roll out onto the Colise- 
um floor within the next few days, 
every one of them now believes that 
they have the "right stuff" it takes 
to win. And through a number of 
significant off-season develop- 
ments, there are a number of burn- 
ing questions being posed: 

Can the exiled Jeremy McGrath 
regain his throne and win back his 
following? Will Jeff Emig make it 
two in a row? Can rookie Kevin 
Windham and his four-stroke- 

mounted teammate Doug Henry roll 
their Yamahas into the winner's circle? 
Can Suzuki find its way back onto the 
podium again? Is Honda back on form 
and ready to win again? Will one of the 
support teams pull off a 250cc main- 
event win? 

On Saturday evening, January 10, as 
the spectators begin filling up the Colise- 
um, the ESPN 2 cameras start rolling tape, 
the AMA guy turns the one-minute card 
sideways, the starting gate hits the south 
central Los Angeles dirt, and the pack 
charges pell-mell into the first turn, we'll 
all be on board for a wild, 16-event, five- 
month-long joy ride that will provide 
answers to the questions we've been 
thinking about for eight long months. €N 


Many people are

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very year, we like to have a little 
fun and make our individual pre- 
dictions for the supercross title. 
This year, it seemed as though we strug- 
gled harder than in any other, but some- 
how we managed to crank out our top- 
five picks for the 250cc class, as well as 
make our predictions for the winners of 
the 125cc East and West Coast divisions. 
Even though many of our choices for 
the 250cc title ended up being the same, 
it wasn't as easy as it looks. For one, 
how can you not seriously consider Mr. 
Supercross - Jeremy McGrath? After all, 
he is a four-time champ and, despite 
having a rough '97 season, McGrath still 
finished a close second in the series. 
True, his winter supercross performance 
in Europe was - for him - below par, but 
past history shows that the European 
supercross circuit is not necessarily a 
good indicator of things to come in the 
following year's AMA Supercross 
Series. 
However, it’s hard 
not to be impressed 
by new Honda team 
member Ezra Lusk at 
the two supercross 
rounds in Japan. He 
simply smoked them 
all. Lusk also proved 
late in the supercross 
season last year that 
he did, in fact, have 
the speed to win - 
something he did 


Henry’s two-stroke teammate Kevin 
Windham will also be in the hunt, for 
sure. Last year, he became the first rider 
to win both a 125 and 250cc main in the 
same season. After winning back-to- 
back 125сс championships, Windham 
has to be taken seriously in his first full- 
time attempt in the 250cc class in '98. 

All three of Team Kawasaki's riders 
are title contenders. There's two-time 
125сс Supercross Champion Damon 
Huffman to think about, as well as Ryan 
Hughes, who will begin the '98 season 
in the last year of his factory contract at 
Kawasaki. Hughes knows that his career 
is perhaps on the line and that a super- 
cross title would go a long way when 
contract-negotiation time comes up at 
the end of the year. 

And, of course, you can't forget 
about Kawasaki's defending supercross 
champ - Jeff Emig.

here slotted him in the top five. Perhaps 
it’s because supercross has never been 
this two-time 125сс National MX Cham- 
pion’s forte, but when Lamson wasn’t at 
home healing last year, he did show 
newfound speed on the supercross 
track. A healthy Lamson could be a fac- 
tor, but unfortunately he'll be starting 
the ‘97 series fresh off the mend from а 
broken collarbone. He might even miss 
the first couple of races. We'll see. 

And then there’s Doug Henry. Many 
feel he would have won the title last 
year had he not gotten hurt (a couple of 
times). But the big question is, How will 
he and his Yamaha four-stroke mesh on 
the entire supercross circuit? No one has 
ever made a serious bid for the super- 
cross title aboard a four-stroke-powered 
motorcycle. But Henry has a lot in his 
favor going into the ‘98 season: He now 
has a lot of four-stroke time under his 
belt; he won't be bouncing back and 
forth between a two-stroke and a four- 
stroke, as he did last year; and he knows 
that the four-stroke is capable of win- 
ning a supercross race, something he 
proved last year at the final race of the 
series in Las Vegas.

rates we've had in the past. But, then 
again, we had a lot of that in September. 
So we eliminated a lot of that then. For 
sure, there wasn’t as many high temper- 
atures as there normally is. That might 
just be something as simple as the guys 
just doing a few laps because it’s too 
cold.” 

“If it was going to (be a problem), 
you'd have trouble with it in the morn- 
ing when the track was really cold - but 
midafternoon, after lunch, it's fine,” 
Kawasaki's Doug Chandler said. "I 
think, if anything, it would have helped 
everyone - the tires stay cooler, stay on 
longer; the bikes run better; air's fresh, 
crisper. It sucks initially, getting out 
there - you're trying to get up to speed 
and get some warmth in you. Once you 
do two or three laps and get your body 
moving around, getting some heat in 
you, you're fine." 

What seemed apparent from track- 
side was that the riders weren't abusing 
the tires as much as they had in the past. 
Instead of violent, smoky slides out of 
turn one, most riders concentrated on 
traction - Chandler being the most 
notable exception. He was the only one 
who seemed to consistently abuse the 
tires out of one, and he was also the 
most consistent rider on the track. 

Vance & Hines Ducati's Anthony 
Gobert earned bragging rights with the 
fastest one-off lap, a 1:49.90 on a qualify- 
ing tire late on the final day. But it was 
Chandler who was able to string the 
most fast laps together. Ego got the bet- 
ter of him when he high-sided on a qual-

lop Daytona tire test, the bulk of 
the AMA factory superbike riders woke 
up to bone-chilling, very un-Floridian 
32-degree weather. They took their time 
getting to the track and they took their 
time getting on the track. It was late 
morning before anyone went out, and 
the times they were running weren't 
record pace - and for good reason: It was 
hard enough to get heat in their tires, let 
alone themselves. By the end, though, 
the weather improved enough that the 
test was productive, especially for the 
new riders on new teams, though maybe 
not quite as productive as it might have 
been. 

Even though the weather was unsea- 
sonably cold, it was still better than what 
the other tire brands got. Michelin, 
which immediately followed Dunlop's 
session, got one good afternoon out of a 
three-day test, and Pirelli/Metzeler was 
completely rained out. 

“We were bitching with the weather 
when we were there, but in retrospect 
we got the best three days, by the looks 
of things,” Dunlop’s Jim Allen said. 
What they didn’t get was a true measure 
of the tires. 

“There wasn’t nearly the number of 
problems,” Allen said. “I think a lot of 
that was reflected in the fact that it was 
so cold. There wasn’t the kind of failure 
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Шуше tire while trying to earn top-dog 
honors on the second day of the three- 
day test, but it didn’t detract from. what 
he'd already done. His best was a hand- 
timed 1:50.2, and that was done in.a 
string of seven laps all in the 1:50s - more 
than quick enough to win the Daytona 
200. 

“We got the thing as fast as it's ever 
been in a short period of time, so I'm 
happy with that," Chandler said while 
standing on crutches, watching the final 
day of the test. He sprained his left ankle 
and did minor tendon damage; but was 
expected to be able to ride at the team's 
next test in January. 

"The other guys were doing 52s the 
first day, so I thought the track was 
going to be plenty quick," Chandler said. 
“I didn't want to waste no time. Earlier 
on, we were thinking it was going to be 
raining today, so we were trying to get 
as much done as we could. And basical- 
ly that was our last tire yesterday and 
we were going to be done. АП the ones 
(tires) that they had me scheduled to try 
- I tried them. In the way of the 
endurance, they tend to not drop off as 
much, but the initial grip I don't think is 
as good. The tires we had last year, the 
first three laps you could pin it - I mean 
you could really do good lap times, and 
then they'd get hot and really drop off; 
where these other ones, they don't 
maybe have quite the initial grip, but the 
drop isn't nothing near what the old one 
was. It's a lot better for the race." 

Gobert was concerned about the race, 
but more concerned about setting the 
fast time. 

"I wanted to be quickest," Gobert 
said of his initial outing on the Vance & 
Hines Ducati. “If not, I wanted to be in 
the 49s." 

His best time was a 1:49.78 on the 
Ducati's computer, not best by: much, 
but enough to claim honors. Having not 
ridden a race bike since getting fired by 
the Lucky Strike Suzuki team in August, 
Gobert said he was gradually building 
up speed and getting acquainted with a 
number of things - the Ducati, which 
he'd never ridden; the Dunlops, which 
he'd used when he rode the Muzzy 
Kawasaki in World Superbike competi- 
tion in 1995 and '96; and the track. 

Riding the Ducati around Daytona is 
"quite a bit different," Gobert said. "I 
was pushing the front end a lot harder. 
The tires are definitely a bit better. 
They're about two steps better." 

Honda's Ben Bostrom didn't have 
that much experience to draw on, but he 
was nearly as quick as Gobert - 1:49.99 - 
and his time was on a race tire. He was 
also the fastest of the 600cc Supersport 
riders. 

"The bike worked really well and the 
tires were good,” Bostrom said. “The 
weird thing is, when I try harder, I go 
slower. I slow down arid go faster." 

What slowed Bostrom more than the 
weather was a flu that had him bed-rid- 
den early in the week. 

“I couldn't watch TV, I couldn't 
drive," he said. "A couple of times I got 
up and fell down and cracked my head 
on the floor. I kept going to the hospital. 
I was really bummed." 

It was only in the final 20 minutes of 
the first day that he was able to ride the 
superbike RC45. On the final day, he 
said he was only off the track twice, 
"compared to 20 times yesterday and 20 
times the day before. It was nothing like 
a head cold. It messes up your equilibri- 
um.” 

Like Chandler, Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Mat Mladin wasn’t able to notch a single 
flier of a lap, but was able to string a 
bunch together. His best string of seven

two teams, the pairing of Aaron Yates and Mat Mladin, back after 
а one-year absence, on the new fuel-injected Suzuki GSXR750 four- 
cylinder, and Larry Pegram and Steve Crevier on the still-developing 
TL1000R twin. All but Mladin will race the 600cc Supersport class. 

A year away from Yoshimura has brought Mladin a Suzuki with 
better power delivery and better peak power, and that's on the carbu- 
reted bike. 

"It's still not the best, but we're looking forward to working with the 
injection because we think that's going to help out а lot,” Mladin.said. 
"It's definitely going to help once we get it sorted out; the injector runs 
smoother and has a better powerband, and it'll probably make it come 
on probably a couple of thousand rpm earlier. It'll make it in between 
what we've got and like a twin-cylinder motorcycle - that's what it's 
going to do to it. That's going to help with tire life. Despite what any- 
body says, this bike wasn't the best bike out there last year. It was still 
pretty quick, but they couldn't sustain it; it was only good for half a 
race because of tire life and the way the bike works. In general, it's just 
an overall better-developed bike now." Э 

What drew him back to Suzuki were а number of things, among 
them broken promises. 

“The reason I left here (Suzuki) is because I wanted to go World 
Championship racing and I felt Ducati was my best avenue in there,” 
he said. “After the Laguna Seca World Superbike race, when I was 
promised a lot of stuff that never eventuated, | realized that I have no 
desire to go World Superbike racing now. I’m happy in the States. I’m 
happy with these guys. They think that if they give me a motorcycle, 
we can do the job - that's 
good on me. ; 

“I suppose an easier way 
to say it is, Why did I leave 
Ferracci? I wasn't happy with 
the schedule of how the year 
was run. I wasn't happy that 
we didn't do any testing. We 
did nothing. I personally 
don't believe they put in the 





onship. When you look back 
at the year, in general, we led 
most of the laps, I'm sure. 
And we were the fastest at 
most race tracks, compared to 
everyone else, but I think due 
to a lack of time on the race 
track and a lack of time in 
testing, little bugs came out 
in the bike. We obviously had 
problems with tires on the 
oval tracks. And really, it was 
no fault of Michelin's that the 
tires did that. It was because 
Michelin didn't know what to 
give us there. They had tires 
that Larry (Pegram) raced 
with last year... and I did six 
laps with them and they were 
screwed - and that's because 
of the way I ride. Michelin 
would've flown in some more 
stuff if they knew that we 
needed it. I will never say that 
Michelin was the cause of our 
championship loss, because it 
wasn't. It was because Miche- 
lin didn't know what we 
needed. And Ferracci knows. 
Гуе told that to him. I will not 
let him accuse anybody other 
than himself for us losing the 
championship. 1 tried my ass off and we lost two or three races 
because we weren't prepared.” 

Aaron Yates was a hot commodity during the off-season, but he 
opted to stay put. 

"It's a comfortable place for me," he said. "I like the bike a lot. I 
feel like some new things for next year are going to make the bike 
capable of winning." 

In addition to his enthusiasm for the fuel injection, Yates also 
said there was an improvement in transmission parts, internal gear- 
ing, and new Kayaba suspension pieces. 

“I look at it,” Yates said. “I stay here, or I can always go some- 
where else. As long as things are going good I'll stay here." 

Yates was just a tick behind Mladin during the Daytona test, with 
both riders in the 50s. Mladin, however, was a bit more consistent. 

This was Larry Pegram’s third time on the twin, after having rid-" 
den at Willow Springs and Phoenix International Raceway. There 
will be at least two more tests before the season begins, and there's 
plenty of work to be done. 

"It's not too bad," Pegram said. "It's got good top end here; it 
just doesn't have good acceleration yet, but they're working on that. 
For a brand-new bike, I think it's pretty good. If we get the power 
there, we'll really be smoking. The top end's not bad; the accelera- 








tion's not there yet. I think it's capable of handling real good; it's just 
that right now we don't have а base setting. It’s so new that we're just 
trying to figure out where everything should be. We've had a lot of 
instability problems on the banking. About halfway through yesterday, 
we got it figured out pretty good. It's a lot like the Ducati - the power- 
band's the same. It's like the Ducati now, just not quite as much power. 
They get the power up on it and we'll be right there at every race.” 
Steve Crevier returns to the Yoshimura team after a nearly seven- 


year absence. He last rode for the team in 1990, but was fired after three . 


races. This time around should go smoother, and Crevier understands 
what's ahead. 

"It's a new bike and it's an experiment, and we're not going into it 
with a great advantage right away, but sometimes it's kind of fun to be 
sort of the underdog,” the former Smokin’ Joe's Honda rider said. "I 
don't believe that Suzuki's going to get into it riding a twin that's going 
to lose. I think that they're pretty focused and, looking at all the help 
and assistance we're getting, they're motivated to getting the thing up 
front and try to win some races. It seems like a big bike, but I think it's 
just deceiving because the tail section is so huge. But it's a real small, 
narrow, easy-to-ride, easy-to-turn bike. We got a new rotary Kayaba 
rear shock and 1 seem to be focusing a lot of attention on that right now 
= just sort of set up the back end a little bit better to get the bike to slide 
more. Twins aren't really supposed to slide, but when you ride Dun- 
lops, that's one of the good characteristics of the tires - it’s their pre- 
dictability of the slide. I think we'd be smart to try to set them up for 
sliding. I'm very, very, very happy with my help right now. 

"The biggest problem I had over the last couple of years was health, 
from that silly watercraft incident. I really struggled with that and with 
stomach problems and intestinal problems, and 1 broke my shoulder 
last November doing an off-road race." 

When the season ended, he had his left shoulder operated on, and 
it's better than it's been for some time. ^I couldn't even pick up my kid 
before, or steer a car, because my shoulder was so sore. So the main 
thing is to try to remain healthy."

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was all in the 50s and low 51s, the best 
being a 1:50.49. 

"We were consistently as close as 
anybody else," said Mladin, who was 
working through new suspension pieces. 
"]n the last session, we tested a different 
link and it worked the fastest straight 
away. We were struggling with the ini- 
tial grip when it was leaned over. With 
the same tire, we knocked off a half a 
second a lap." 

Mladin's Suzuki teammate, Aaron 
Yates, was nearly his equal, and Honda's 
Miguel DuHamel was in the same ball- 
park - as was Yamaha's Rich Oliver. 
Jamie Hacking, Oliver's teammate, was 
mostly in the high 51s in his first outing 
on the Yamaha Superbike; he was 
thrilled to death with the power. 

In his debut on the Harley-Davidson 
VR1000, Pascal Picotte lapped Daytona 
in the low 51s, about two seconds faster 
than the Harley had ever gone around 
the track. Thomas Wilson, who stays 
with the team for another year, ended 
the test in the hospital after crashing at 
the end of the third day. He was briefly 
knocked out and suffered a broken right 
collarbone, the same one he broke in the 
spring. But before crashing, he'd turned 
a 1:51.9 - the fastest that he's ever been 
around Daytona by a considerable mar- 
gin. 
Behind the cluster of Japanese four 
cylinders came the very undeveloped 
Suzuki TL1000 twins of Yoshimura's 
Larry Pegram and Steve Crevier. 

“It’s a new bike, and it's an experi- 
ment, and we're not going into it with a 
great advantage right away, but some- 
times it's kind of fun to be sort of the 
underdog,” Crevier said. “I don't believe 
that Suzuki's going to get into it riding a 
twin that’s going to lose.” 

One advantage that Crevier sees is 
that the twin should be easier on tires. It 
was hard to tell from this test, because 
the times the twins were turning were a 
few seconds off the front-runners, and 
their data wasn’t what it might have 
been. 

“The tire temperatures were not as 
high as you’d expect to see, but they 
were reasonable enough,” Dunlop’s 
Allen said, “I think there’s enough heat 
generated in the tire at Daytona, just 
running, regardless of the ambient and

almost regardless of the track, to make 
the tire work reasonably well. But the 
important thing at Daytona is, when you 
start to get into really high temperatures, 
how does the tire work? We weren't get- 
ting really high temperatures there." 
They also didn't complete a planned 
endurance test. Oliver was a third of the 
way into a simulated 200-mile run, in 
which he would use three different tires, 
when he crashed exiting the infield, 
breaking all the toes in his right foot. 
Dunlop had gotten an endurance test 
in during a September Daytona test. For 
the past few years, they've tested in Sep- 
tember with only a few of the top riders. 
This time it was Chandler, DuHamel 
and Bostrom, who surprised everyone 
by turning in the quickest lap in his first 
time on the high banks on a superbike. 
“We did do an endurance test in Sep- 
tember," Allen said. ^I think Chandler 
did 100 miles, and we have indoor wheel 
testing, which is not a direct correlation, 
but it gives you an idea of where you're 
going. I think we're reasonably confident 
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that we have enough left in performance 
from both an integrity standpoint and a 
grip standpoint.” 

The purpose of the earlier test was, as 
Allen said, “to separate the wheat from 
the chaff.” Some of the ideas were elimi- 
nated and the best were brought back for 
the much broader December test in 
which, instead of three riders, there were 
16 - all of the Japanese factory teams, 
plus Vance & Hines Ducati, and Erion 
Racing’s Eric Bostrom and Earl Small 
Harley-Davidson’s Chris Carr. 

Given the conflicting demands of the 
circuit - traction on the right side 
through the infield, durability on the left 
side for the high G-forces of the banking 
- Dunlop builds a dual-compound tire 
which is unique to Daytona. The break- 
through came over two years ago, when 
Dunlop’s Dave Watkins, working in 
England, came up with a process for 
bonding the two disparate compounds 
together. The process was patented, 
though there are ways around it, Allen 
believes. At this point, Allen says, there 
are only minor differences in the tires 
they develop from year to year. 

“We've had two compounds we've 
used at Daytona for two years, and those 
we will have again," Allen said. "They 
both came to the front as being good 
again. We had a number of compounds 
in September. Out of those we selected 
one more new one, so we're likely to 
have three choices in March: two for 
front, and three for rear. In Supersport, 
there are two choices of front, two choic- 
es of rear." 

In all, there will be about 4000 tires 
built in England for Daytona, though 
many of them will be stored for the fall 
races. сх 


Michelin's Daytona tire test 


Rainy days

lame it on El Nifio. 
m A severe weather front which 

stalled over central Florida washed 
out all but the first afternoon of the 
planned three-day Michelin Daytona tire 
test, sending the teams packing with less 
information for development than 
planned. Not only was tire testing trun- 
cated, but the newest members of the 
Fast by Ferracci team, Mike Hale and 
Tom Kipp, didn't get to run as many 
laps on the Ducatis as they would have 
liked, though they had taken part in the 
fall NASB/CCS races at the Speedway. 
Yamaha World Superbike's Scott Rus- 
sell, who switched to Michelin from 
Dunlop for 1998, didn't take part in the 
November races - but, then again, he 
already knows a thing or two about 
Daytona. 

The last time that Russell rode on 
Michelins at Daytona was in 1996, the 
year he rode the Lucky Strike Suzuki 
GSXR750 to the closest second-place fin- 
ish in the history of the race. He was 
never able to get the front end of the bike 
to turn, partly because they hadn’t 
developed a front-tire profile which 
allowed him to turn into corners. 

“The bike did not work like I normal- 
ly had the Kawasakis working through 
the infield, front-endwise,” Russell said. 
"That's one of the main reasons I'm here 
now, to make sure that we don't get put 
in that position again. For March, I don't 
want to show up and them not have a 
good front tire. The rear tire I’m not wor- 
ried about." 





The four-time Daytona winner's best 
time was a hand-held 1:51.06, well off 
his pole-setting time of 1:48.99 from the 
1997 Daytona 200 - though he wasn't 
overly concerned. 

“Му whole race revolves around tak- 
ing care of the tires," Russell said. 

Though he only completed 35 laps, 
Hale was able to turn a fast lap of 1:50.9 - 
about a second off the top times put in 
by the best of the Dunlop riders, but 
very respectable considering that it was 
done on a race tire in the limited time he 
had on a track which was never com- 
pletely dry. 

“Michelin stepped up," Hale said 
after testing only a handful of the tires 
that Michelin had brought. The plan was 
to test 10 rears and five fronts, but the 
weather didn't allow it. "We got to try

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several different rears and a new front," 
Hale said. "I'm really pleased with the 
front tire we have - no problems. And 
the rears, I think we've got a couple that 
are pretty good. The tires I rode in Octo- 
ber (during the NASB races) - it felt like I 
was running like a bowling ball in the 
back. It didn't hook up. And these 
seemed to get a little bit of grip. In Octo- 
ber, I was just leaving black slides com- 
ing out of the right-handers as well, but 
this time they seemed to be real consis- 
tent." 

Hale's new Fast by Ferracci team- 
mate, Tom Kipp, came away with the 
same view. 

"The latest Michelin seems to be 
working really good," said Kipp, who 
has ridden a Dunlop-shod Yamaha for 
the past three years, "and I think a lot of 
the stability we gained is from the tires." 

As to what he thinks of the Michelins, 
all he knows is what he's learned at Day- 


` tona, and "it's kind of a false impression. 


Any impression I have on the tires prob- 
ably doesn't mean a whole lot because 
Daytona is a whole different ball of wax. 
But today I’m pretty impressed with it. 














No more Joe, plenty of 
Miguel 


e cartoon camel known as Smokin’ Joe has coughed and hacked his way to that great 
tobacco graveyard in the sky, replaced as a sponsor and paint scheme by the corporate 
red and black of Honda. The bikes will look different, and Ben Bostrom moves up to fac- 

tory-rider status, but the heart of the team is still former AMA Superbike and five-time reign- 
ing 600сс Supersport Champion Miguel DuHamel. 

The veteran French Canadian’s name was linked to a number of other teams for the 1998 
campaign, and all of the pieces in the superbike-team puzzle couldn't fall into place until he 
made his move. The Honda team aggressively courted Doug Chandler, and that would have 
left an opening at Kawasaki that might have been filled by Pascal Picotte. Eraldo Ferracci also 





talked to DuHamel, and Terry Vance thought about signing him. Ditto for Harley-Davidson, 


who may have come the closest to signing him. In the end, he stayed home to try to get anoth- 
er year's service out of the second-oldest of the Japanese 750s, the RC45. The CBR600 is also 
getting long in the tooth, which makes DuHamel's season less than enviable. 

Balanced against that is DuHamel himself. While other riders may paint the word "Aggres- 
sion" on their helmets, he puts it on the track. This is a man who doesn't like to lose, whether 
it's racing, golf, or gambling in Las Vegas. Sometimes the gambles don't pay off, and when 
that happens, it can be spectacular. But when he's on form, he's usually the one to put your 
money on. . 

DuHamel had what many would consider a successful 1997 campaign. He retained his 
600cc title, added four superbike race wins, and took second in the final Superbike Series 
standings. There were three crucial impediments to his regaining the Superbike title: a slow 
start, a silly crash in Loudon, and the always 
consistent Doug Chandler. If DuHamel takes 
care of the first two this year, he won't have 
to worry about the third. . 

After Phoenix, the season started to 
crumble for DuHamel. In Daytona, he had a 
flat front tire; then the replacement was 
installed backward and it chunked after 
seven laps. After that, he chunked the rear. 

“For anybody keeping count, that's four; 
that’s three already, plus the two I had to do 
because they were done so quickly, I 
couldn’t even save a pit stop,” DuHamel 
said. “That was one of the reasons we were 
so far back and got lapped.” 

Following a third-place finish at Laguna 
Seca, the team found out that the setup had 
been all wrong. 

“If you watch me ride that race, I'm not 
able to do nothing," DuHamel said. “I really 
felt tied down. That was a bad-setup thing. 

"And then the next race that comes to my 
mind was Elkhart Lake, where we had pole, 
we felt like we had the bike to win, and then we have a bum tire that just 
completely came apart on us," he continued. "Those are the three races. 
Obviously, the nail in the coffin, if you will, would be Loudon, where I 
crashed. There again, I felt I had a really strong bike to win the race. And I 
was a bit far back, but I felt I could put another charge on and go and get 
these guys, and that's exactly what I was doing, and I lost the front. We 
came to find out that the front tire we had on Loudon was the same prob- 
lem we had in Colorado. That front, it works great for other teams, but for 
me it doesn't work as good on eur bikes. That tire's never going to be back 
on our bike." 

The Loudon nonfinish was the final straw and it emphasized, yet again, 
how important it is to score points in every race, given the AMA's points 
Structure. That's changed a bit for 1998 and DuHamel could well benefit. 
With 14 points-paying races, one mistake won't likely end his title chances. 

“Tt seems to work out real good for me when I just go for wins and get 
them," DuHamel said. ^I think we've got more races, so that forgives more 
if you have a problem. The point system is probably going to be changed. 
Usually, 1 like to give myself a race or two to feel everybody out. Last year 
I said three races; unfortunately those three races were on top of bad luck. 
This year I'm just going to shoot for two races, then maybe go strong after 
that." 

Ben Bostrom comes to the team after a disappointing season in both 
the 600cc and superbike classes. He only rode a handful of superbike races 
and didn't come close to fulfilling the promise Honda had seen when they 
signed him to a two-year deal prior to the '96 season. There were prob- 
lems, he says, but he won't elaborate. That's in the past, and the future is too bright to dwell 
on it. What makes his outlook so positive is the upgrade in both team and equipment, but 
especially the team. Bostrom will be working with Merlyn Plumlee, one of the most respected 
tuners in racing and one whose ability to extract the most from young talent is well-docu- 
mented - and that's especially critical, because Bostrom admits that he's "not good enough to 
help them with what the problem is." The RC45, which Plumlee and the rest of the Honda 
crew will go to Japan to build over the winter, is light-years from the mongrel he rode in 
1997. 

"I'm real excited," an enthusiastic Bostrom said during the Daytona tests, where he was the 
fastest 600 and second-fastest superbike rider. "It's really cool. I jump on the bike and easily 
turn fast times. It feels like the horsepower's there and everything. I have one of the best teams 
on the circuit, so I'm pretty happy." 

And as for the difference between last year's bike and this year's? 

“It’s not even comparable,” he said. "It makes the one last year feel like a 600 compared to a 
superbike. The one last year was a parts bike, an older bike." 

Being his first superbike, he thought it was better than it turned out to be. He qualified on 
the front row in his first race at Laguna Seca riding mostly on adrenaline. 

"And then my results went downhill," he said. 

As the other teams developed their machinery, Bostrom's stagnated, and that affected his 
riding. voler 

He won't admit to quitting, but, in so many words, that's what he did. Instead of crashing, 
he backed off. The drive was gone. And it affected his performances on the 600 as well. He 
found himself consistently getting beaten by his younger brother Eric, something he realizes 
just shouldn't happen. 

“I need more seat time on the superbike,” he said. “I don't push the front end enough. It's 
the little steps. I still have a'lot to learn. 

“Starting this year, I think I’m going to show everybody the Ben Bostrom that started road 
racing two years ago on a Harley - that was progressing and this year is going to even take me 
further," he said, and his performance at Daytona is the first evidence.

Prime time 


A fter a partial season on less-than-top-flight 


gear, the Vance & Hines Ducati team returns 

for an all-out assault on the AMA Superbike 
title armed with the direct-from-the-factory bikes 
and with riders capable of getting the most out of 
them. 

The most notable addition has beeh Australian 
Anthony Gobert, who joins the team after a very 
short season in 500cc GP racing, where he was 
fired by the Lucky Strike Suzuki team for allegedly 
failing a drug test. Gobert had a number of World 
Superbike offers, but chose to race in the United 
States because he's always wanted to live here. He 
opted for the Vance & Hines team over Eraldo Fer- 
racci's Ducati squad because, among other things, 
he'd rather live in Los Angeles than Philadelphia. 

He's also happy to be back on Dunlop tires after a 
year on Michelins. 

Back with the team for another year is Thomas 
Stevens. Very late in the off-season, Stevens was 
considering not racing. His contract negotiations 
weren't going smoothly and he didn't want to race 
for less than what he thought he was worth. The 
closer the test got, the more anxious he was to race, 
and he's back, this time for a full season. 

Gobert came to Daytona with much advance notice and didn't disappoint. Initially, he wasn't 
blindingly fast. From trackside, he appeared tentative and methodical. After all, this was his first 
time on a race bike since being sacked at the beginning of September. And, though the Ducati is 
thought to be easy to ride, learning it at Daytona on dual-compound tires that are unique to the 
Speedway wouldn’t be your first choice. 

“Та go into one corner and I could brake harder, and the next lap I'd do that in another cor- 
ner,” Gobert said of the way he broke down the race track. “It’s just time on the bike. Hopefully, I 
can come back here in March and go a lot faster.” 

For a baseline setup, the team used the settings Troy Corser used in 1996. The only modifica- 
tion they made was to take some oil out of the front end to soften it up. 

“То get adjusted to the bike, I’ve got a long way to go,” Gobert said. 

His times were right among the top up until the end of the test, when he put on a qualifying 
tire and knocked off the fastest time of any of the factory riders. 

“Tve been getting quicker and quicker on the bike every time that I go out,” Gobert said. “I 
was hoping to do a 49.6." Unfortunately, Yamaha's Rich Oliver had crashed in front of him on his 
fast lap and he had to settle for the higher 49. 

Stevens’ best time was а 1:52.3 from the first day, and he was using the same engine he'd used 
at the final AMA race in Las Vegas. . 

For the 1998 season, he won't be on a kitted bike but rather on full factory tackle. The bike 
hadn't shown up in time for the test, which is why he was forced to ride last year's machine. 








The front tire - there's no problems with 
that at all, and I've tested three new tires 
that I hadn't tried in October and they all 
felt really good." 

Still, the difference between the Dun- 
lops and Michelins was evident. 

“It’s pretty much the way it's always 
been: Dunlop has typically been more 
forgiving, more predictable, but the 
Michelin always seemed to have maybe 
a little bit better grip, but they let go 
more abruptly," Kipp said. "It still seems 
to be the case in my opinion, but to me 
the tire seems to be more forgiving. 
Today, I felt that the tire was pretty for- 
giving, and I'm still learning it." 

Since about the middle of last season, 
David Hohman has been Michelin's 
point man on the U.S. road racing scene. 
Prior to his two-wheel venture, Hohman 
spent 15 years in car racing - mostly on 
the world sports car tour, but also in off- 
road. Though he was in Daytona for the 
NASB/CCS races, this was his first Day- 
tona test, so he knew what to expect, 
except for the weather. 

"[t would've been a whole lot better 
to get in a whole day yesterday and a 
whole day today," he said at the end of 
the test. 

On the final day, Russell went out for 
a few laps, but he couldn't use the chi- 
cane because it was too wet. 

^We accomplished a lot more than 
we thought with the time we had," 
Hohman said. "That's my opinion and 
that's (Jean) Herisse's opinion." 

Herisse has had, and continues to 
have, a number of responsibilities at 
Michelin, but these days the bulk of his 
time is spent running the World Super- 
bike program. This year he'll be working 





“We put 250 miles on it the first day, so the second day it was dead,” Stevens said. 

Then Stevens high-sided in the International Horseshoe. "We tried а new link and the thing 
doesn’t work very good. I bent the shift linkage and we're done,” he said. 

"Still, we were pretty happy with the way things went," Stevens had said after being second- 
fastest to Mat Mladin after the first day. It was the other Australian who will have a greater 
impact on Stevens this year - his new teammate Gobert, 

“It doesn't bother me a bit,” Stevens said. "I've 
been doing this stuff too long to let any teammate 
bother me. Гуе had fast teammates before. I got along 
with Anthony fine from the first time I met him. He'll 
do his thing and ГИ do mine. It's good for the sport, 
definitely." 

Stevens rode the best he had all year at the final 
race in Las Vegas, and more than a few people credit- 
ed that to Christer Lindholm, the Swede on whom 
Terry Vance was very high and whom he imported 
for that race. The thinking was that Stevens raised his 
game in the face of the threat from Lindholm. Not so. 

"That's a misconception,” Stevens said. “The thing 
we did before that race that we didn't do all year is 
we went and tested. We had some miscommunication 
between us and the factory as far as ride heights. We 
were fighting going in one direction. As soon as we 
started the test, it made the bike like night and day. I 
finally got an engine and parts that did work and we 
got some horsepower. When the thing's not working, 
I don't want to throw the thing away. At Sears Point, 1 
slowed down. At the last race, going into it, we knew 
right from the beginning it worked." 

Which is how he'll start 1998.

once again with Russell, and having him 
at Daytona was a blessing, especially 
given the weather. 

“You win four times here, you know 
your way around,” Herisse said. 

What he worries about first and fore- 
most is safety. 

“We are concerned about the casing. 
If the rubber goes away, the casing must 
stay together.” 

What most concerns the riders is lap 
times, and those might have come down 
faster and farther if they’d had more 
time. As it was, Hale tried four different 
rears and wasn’t able to put any to a true 
endurance test. 

“Naturally, I would like to have got- 
ten some more time in testing and been 
able to try them in more strenuous con- 
ditions," Hale said. "There toward the 
end, Eraldo was adjusting the bikes 
more. I need to just do laps on the bike 
so I get comfortable with it again. We 
were knocking time off in big steps. I’m 
comfortable with where we are. I think 
50.9 was the best I got on my computer." 

And he did it in less-than-perfect con- 
ditions. 

^We were dodging water puddles 
exiting the infield," Hale explained. 
"There was still water in the chicane." 

There was also water on the banking, 
which spooked Hale but didn't seem to 
faze Russell. 

“I mean the main thing for me is just 
to get comfortable on the bike so we can 
get a good tire to run there in March," 
Hale said. 

To that end, they were able to agree 
that a few of the tires wouldn't work in 
March and quickly eliminated them, 
concentrating instead on the remaining 
good ones. It's been two years since Hale 
last raced a Michelin-shod Ducati in the 
200, and he doesn't remember the last 
race fondly. 

“I think we were struggling so much 
with the chassis and the suspension that 
it was hard to even concentrate on the 
tires then," he said of the Promotor 
Power Horse Ducati. ^We were moving 
so bad on the banking that we were hav- 
ing to shut off." 

This year that wasn't a problem. They 
had a head start from the November 
races, and Hale realized early on that 
working with Eraldo Ferracci would be a 
joy after his past two seasons. 

"Eraldo's really good to work with," 
Hale said. "He seemed to make steps in 
the right direction. The stuff went a lot 
better than it's been the last two years 
for me." 

Kipp, long the Yamaha standard- 
bearer, also took part in both the fall 
races and the test. The fall races were a 
struggle; the test went better. 

"In October I was having a heck of a 
time," Kipp said. "It's nice to get down 
here with an open track and all the time 
in the world to spend on that learning 
curve - new tires, a new bike, a new 
team and all that. It's a lot to get dialed 
in. I think I put in 60 laps the whole time 
we were here (in March). I got into the 
58s today, which I know isn't blistering, 
but I at least wanted to be there by 
today, so we kind of met that goal. I 
wasn't really concentrating so much on 
going as trying to learn what the bike is 
telling me. I know a month ago I had no 
feel for it. I had no feel for the front end

ү: has the distinction of having the oldest bike and the oldest 





rider in the superbike class. What should be a recipe for retire- 

ment is instead a great leap into the future; because the oldest 
rider is four-time AMA 250cc Grand Prix champion Rich Oliver, the 
team gains a measure of experience that they've never had before. For 
most of his career, Oliver has been a jack of all trades - team owner, 
team manager, team secretary, technical advisor, and any number of 
other jobs. If it needed to get done, he did it professionally and with 
increasingly impressive results. 

He leaves the 250cc class with a string of 20 consecutive wins, a 
record that will surely stand for all time. His departure breathes imme- 
diate life into the class he once owned, and picking a champion means 
looking closely at the aspirants - the most likely being Chuck Sorensen, 
Oliver's former protégé. Even after he's left, Oliver's legacy continues. 
He is also served by youth on the Yamaha team. 

Joining him is Jamie Hacking, the South Carolinian who raced a 
Kinko's Kawasaki to ninth overall in the 600cc Supersport class, three 


spots below Oliver. For 1998, Hacking gets his first full 
season on a superbike. It will be Oliver's first full 
superbike season since 1984. 

Since Oliver moved up to the Superbike class, he's 
done something he's never done before - crashed three 
times in a row. He crashed while running second to 
Mat Mladin in Vegas, then again in testing before the 
Daytona test, and finally while exiting the infield at 
Daytona. That left him with five broken toes on his 
right foot and time to think about the differences 
between the corner speed of a 250 and that of a super- 
bike. 

The crash came late on the final day when he was 
over a third of the way through a simulated 200-mile 
race, and to that point he'd been faultless. He wasn't 
the fastest rider, but his times were consistent and 
good enough to win the 200. Though he'd raced a 
YZR500 in F-USA competition in 1991, Oliver said this 
was the fastest he'd ever gone on a motorcycle - and 
he's ridden a lot of very fast motorcycles. 

At Daytona, he felt almost like he was starting 
over, and, in a way, he was. Everything about the 
superbike is different than the 250, and that makes 
every track a new experience. Yes, he knows which 
way the corners go, but the lines are different, the braking points are 
different, the turn-in points are different, and, most importantly, the 
competition is much different. There will be a few tests before Daytona, 
as well as the first AMA Superbike race in Phoenix. So by the time he 
gets here, he'll have a better idea of what to expect. 

But when he gets here, he knows the history that comes with the 
ride. 

"Daytona is a big part of that Yamaha tradition," Oliver said of the 
















brand which has won the 200 16 times. "Yamaha had quite an impact at 
Daytona - Kenny Roberts, Scott Russell, Eddie Lawson, Colin Edwards. 
I wouldn't mind joining that list. I wouldn't mind learning from Scott 
Russell, but he's on another brand of tire." 

"The problem we have is a novice rider," Oliver said during the 
frigid Daytona test. "We know the bike is capable of winning the race. It 
makes massive amounts of power. I’m leery to ride it - this much power 
in cold conditions." 

More of a struggle than adjusting to the motorcycle is adjusting to 
the team structure. 

"Probably for me, the biggest thing is being patient,” Oliver said. 
"I'm so used to... if I need or want something, I go out and do it. I can't 
just stomp my foot and go out and do it now. I can't burn up someone 
else's money on hare-brained ideas. It's a little more refined than that. I 
just have to learn how to work within the parameters and communi- 
cate. I need to refine my ability to communicate my thoughts clearly so 
others can carry them out. And believe me, they'll do it." 

The aging YZF750 will get only a few improvements, many of them 
based on Oliver's preferences, he said. A new 750 arrives in 1999. Until 
then, he'll rely on Steve Rounds, who helped him to three of his 250cc 
titles, to get the most out of the machine. 4 

"It's basically an all-new team," Oliver said. "We're getting a lot of 
cooperation from the managers at Yamaha America and Japan. Right 
now we're just trying to get more feed- 
back, more sensitivity. We have some 
different equipment on the machine to 
exploit good areas. And we've got more 
tricks up our sleeves. I don't even know 
all the things we have planned."

Jamie Hacking's been to Daytona 
before, but never on a superbike. In fact, 
this was the first time he'd ridden a 
superbike, and you didn't have to ask 
what he thought. His face said it all. 

"It's a blast," he said of his first out- 
ing. "It's like having a couple of bottles 
of nitrous up your butt, something I 
haven't experienced. It's something that 
you've got to control real well, be smooth 
with it. I’m just getting to learn it. I rode 
an F-USA bike, but it doesn't compare to 
this one. I haven't rode on slicks, since, 
God, it's been a long time. I was coming 
back yesterday and they said you got 
plenty of meat left on those tires. I said, 
‘Well, yeah, I’m still getting used to it.’ I 
don't want to peel the thing over yet. I'm 
hanging in there. I guess once you get 
used to going fast, the top speed’s not ай 
that big a difference. It’s acceleration 
coming off the corners, being able to 
manage it well. Sometimes you've got 
too much horsepower and you've got to 
know how to use it right." 

No doubt Hacking will be more of a 
threat in the 600cc Supersport class, 
where he was at, or near, the front at 
many races last year, only to find that 
he'd worn out his tires early in the race. 

"Hacking's got like so much corner 
speed, 1 can't believe it," class rival Ben 

- Bostrom said at Daytona. ^I don't know 
how he carries the corner speed." 

"It's а whole different ball game; different bikes do different things,” 
Hacking said of the differences between the Yamaha and the Kawaski 
he rode last year. "You've got to learn how to ride them. It just takes 
time on both bikes to get used to them to find out what they do and 
what they won't do. It's a 600, and after riding that superbike, that 
thing's going to be slow. It corners real well and stops real well; other 
than that, it’s a 600." s

an he do it? Can Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler do what no 

other rider has done: win a fourth AMA Superbike title? Judging 

by his tire-smoking performance during the Daytona Dunlop tire 
tests, he's right on track. 

Chandler was not the fastest rider, but he was the most consistent, 
and that’s been the hallmark of his career. He only won one race in 
1997, but he rode smart in the rest and the result was his third crown. 
For 1998, the points system has changed, and a greater premium will be 
put on race wins. Chandler knows that. He also knows that this is the 
deepest field of talented riders he's ever had to race against in America. 
Just being consistent may not be enough. 

The Kawasaki team enters 1998 with a revised motorcycle - not a 
brand-new one like Suzuki - and 
Chandler was working his way 
through some revisions on the 
recently delivered machine when he 
crashed in the International Horse- 
shoe at the end of the second of 
three days. Being consistent wasn't 
good enough; he wanted to be the

fastest. It was his second lap on the qualifying tire when he crashed, 
spraining his left ankle and doing minor tendon damage. 

"There were a few things I would have liked to try today, but unfor- 
tunately we didn't get to do that," Chandler said, standing on crutches 
on the third day of the test. “We got the thing as fast as it’s ever been in 
a short period of time, so I’m happy with that. Hopefully, the stuff we 
do have will be a slight improvement." 

Had Chandler not jumped off, he would likely have been the fastest 
rider, even on a race tire. It was on the final day that he was eclipsed. 

“The other guys were doing 525 the first day, so 1 thought the track 
was going to be plenty quick," he said. “1 didn't want to waste no time. 
Earlier on, we were thinking it was going to be raining today, so we 
were trying to get as much done as we could. And basically that was 
our last tire yesterday and we were going to be done. We were just 
going to think about what we were going to start off with today; it just 
ended too soon." 

Much of Chandler's first day was spent on the Kawasaki ZX6, his 
weapon in the 600cc Supersport class, which he's entering for the first 
time this year. The only revision to the new ZX6 was a Muzzy exhaust 
system, yet Chandler was still able to run very competitive times. With 
just a new exhaust, the 600 made 105 horsepower, which would make it 
illegal in the NASB and F-USA 600cc/102-horsepower classes. 

“It’s a pretty successful 600 
for the first time out, and our 
superbike's good," Chandler 
said. 

Tommy Hayden is back for 
the second year of his contract, 
racing both the superbike and 
600. He knows that this is the 
time for him to step up, and he's 
ready. 

“Т know I have to do that,” 
Hayden said. “I’m trying not to 
really look at it like that. I’m con- 
centrating on doing my best. If I 
do my best, and ride hard, ГП 
prove myself. My focus is to be 
consistent all year and get results. 
Our equipment is very good this 
year. I don't know a whole lot 
about the 600. They've made 
some improvements. Doug proved for two years that the superbike is а 
very good bike." 

What Hayden thinks will be his greatest asset this year is the experi- 
ence he can draw on from last year. 

^| learned a whole lot about the bike, setup, what to and what not to 
do," he said. “I didn't know how to adjust it. That's where Doug helps а 
lot. He knows what the bike’s doing and what he wants it to do. I think 
that helps me learn quicker." 

The biggest obstacle last year was "getting everything to work 
together. It was nothing in particular. Some races it felt real good. At 
Brainerd, the superbike felt the best it felt all year. The 600 was the best 
here at Daytona." 





and not such a good feel for the rear. 
Today I put in a good number of laps 
and started to feel pretty comfortable 
with it." 

Kipp came to the Ducati with a num- 
ber of preconceived notions, some from 
chasing them and others from word of 
mouth. What he found out didn't neces- 
sarily jibe with what he knew. 

"Everybody had said it gives the 
impression that the bike is super-easy to 
ride and easy to go fast on, and that may 
be the case - to go relatively quick on it 
right away," he said, "but when you 
start really trying to go quick, start look- 
ing at that last half a second or whatever, 
it's a whole different ball game. The bike 
at times becomes very difficult to ride. I 
don't think it's a matter of it being pre- 
dictable to ride as the bike has to be 
right. I think a few years ago the bike 
didn't necessarily have to be set up per- 
fectly - it made so much power and so 
much low-end torque, it was easy to 
ride. But now, if the bike isn't right, 
you're floundering, and it's important to 
get the bike so you can feel more com- 
fortable on it and do your thing. And 
that was my whole problem down here 
in October. It wasn't really set up for me 
and my style, and I had to screw with it 
a little bit. I had a real bad stability prob- 
lem here in October, which was proba- 
bly the biggest thing. It was killing my 
top-end speed. It was just scrubbing 
speed off real bad. Most of that has gone 
away. It’s still a small problem up on the 
banking, but it's something I can deal 
with. It's nothing like it was in October." 

After riding Japanese four-cylinder 
machinery for most of his career, Kipp's 
learning to adapt to the Italian V-twin. 
After only two outings, he can see the 
benefits. 

"The main difference in the way the 
bike puts down power is that the Ducati 
has instant weight transfer to the rear 
wheel," he began. "You can even see it 
on the computer: instant transfer, which 
is really good for traction. It doesn't do 
so much for steering because the bike 
wants to go straight at that point, but it 
really puts power down to the track 
well. But that type of power, that low, 
torquey, user-friendly power is awfully 
good for traction. It's easier on the tires." 

There were some who thought that 
Kipp's corner-entry style - coasting into 
the corners while downshifting, then 
releasing the clutch - would be a prob- 
lem, given the moving mass of the V- 
twin, but it wasn't so. 

“Everybody says that, but what 
you've got to remember is, I have total 
control of how much engine brake goes 
to the rear wheel, because I’ve got the 
clutch in my hand,” Kipp said. “So if it 
starts spinning, or if the rear wheel starts 
to slide or hop or anything like that, all 
I’ve got to do is pull the clutch in a little 
more. I can get maximum rear engine 
brake. And I use a lot of rear brake as 
well, just at different stages going into- 
the corner. It hasn't been a problem at 
all. I was a little concerned that the dry 
clutch seemed to be a little grabby, but it 
hasn't been a problem." 

The Ferracci team's biggest problem 
last year was a lack of testing, according 
to Mat Mladin, who gave it as the main 
reason for his departure. While the Dun- 
lop teams tested at a number of tracks, 
and built special tires, Ferracci and 
Michelin only tested once - and that was 
at a track which doesn't host an AMA 
race. They ran into problems at the inau- 
gural Pikes Peak race and again at Las 
Vegas. Though Mladin won the Vegas 
race, and three others, he did it without 
about a one-foot chunk of his rear tire. 
The team already has tests scheduled for 
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Willow Springs and Las Vegas, and may 
have others. 

“We need to go to some road courses 
and do laps, and that's what we're going 
to do," Hale said. "I want to get on the 
bike and ride it at some more technical 
tracks. Daytona's not that technical, so 
I'm ready to get on it and see what the 
bike does. I think Eraldo and Larry (Fer- 
racci) - they probably heard what Mat 
(Mladin) said, and we're not going to 
make that mistake." 

Hohman agrees: "We didn't get 
enough testing time in. It's not Ferracci's 
fault. In fairness to Ferracci, he's running 
а business. We both agree that we need 
fo do more testing." 

"The championship is what we're 
looking at, and some race wins," Kipp 
said, "and right now I'm looking to be 
dialed in for Phoenix. I knew that Day- 
tona isn't the optimum place to get on a 
new bike, but so far so good. We're chip- 
ping away at it. Right now I'm pretty 
| happy about it. I’m finally starting to feel 
| ike I’ve got some say-so rather than the 
| bike telling me what's going to happen.

wish I could go back to Eraldo. I 
wish I could stay with Suzuki if 
it was a better organization. I 
have a good relationship with 
the people there. I can't say any- 
thing bad about them. It would 
be hard to go back and start with 
a new bike, a new mechanic. I 
didn't shut the door. I could go 
back in а heartbeat. Right now, 
the VR has more potential." 

Picotte found that out when 
he came up on the Suzuki 
TL1000 twin of Larry Pegram. “I 
went by Larry and he missed the 
chicane," Picotte said. 

Daytona hasn't been kind to 
Picotte's new teammate, Wilson, 
and this trip was no exception. 
Wilson sat out the 1997 Daytona 
200 after crashing on someone 
else's oil during practice for the 
previous weekend's Formula 
USA race.

ing the second horseshoe," Wilson said after returning to his 
home in Ohio. "The rear end slid, tried to come around on the 
exit side and then, when it hooked, it tried to toss me up, 
throw me off the high side, and 1 just tried to hang on and I 
hung on too long. I thought I was actually going to pull it off, 
but I didn't. That's all there really was to it. We were working 
on something with the shock and we were trying to get that 
ironed out and we were unsuccessful. We know what was 
wrong with it." 

Except for the crash, which happened at the very end of the 
three-day test, "the test went pretty well," Wilson claimed. "1 
went faster at Daytona than І ever have - considerably faster 
than what I did in the spring, but I never really had tíme to 
spend on the bike in the spring. Top-speedwise, I went more 
mph than I ever have there. Everything was looking pretty 
good, actually. 

"It wasn't so much that the bike was different, it was the fact 
that in the spring I got hurt early on. I never really got to ride 
the bike to its potential vs. the previous season. When I say 
more mph, it was just because if you exited the infield or the 
chicane faster, you're going to get more mph. The bike, horse- 
powerwise - there's really not any significant change from the 
spring last year vs. now." 

Wilson said there have been a number of small changes to 
the bike, some of them to make it easier to work on and some to 
address the electrical problems they've had. 

As for whether he feels he has a Daytona jinx, Wilson, 
laughed and said, “Actually, those are the only two times Гуе 
ever fallen down there. I’m not a big fan of Daytona. I’m a rider 
who's not afraid to voice my opinion. It's not the most danger- 
ous track, but it's far from one of the safest. I don't get a big kick 
out of riding the speedways. I’m glad that all the tracks aren't 
like that. I like places like Road America, Mid-Ohio.”

Suzuki team, you might want to turn the 
page. Gobert hasn't addressed the failed 
drug test to this point and won't anytime 
soon. He says he can't talk because of 
pending legal action, but when told of 
Gobert's claim, Lucky Strike Suzuki 
team manager Garry Taylor said, "It 
would be the factory who would 
be involved in it or receiving 
it, but I'm not aware of any 
(legal action)." 

What Gobert does 
here is illuminate the 
problems within the 
team that led to its 
becoming the laugh- 
ingstock of the pad- 
dock, partly at his 
expense, but also by 
his actions. 

This is what we 
know: We know that the 
team issued a statement on September 8, 
between the Czech and Catalunyan GPs, 
saying that Gobert's contract had been 
terminated due to his failing a banned- 
substances test. The team never said what 
the substance was, though it is believed to 
have been marijuana. As for the veracity 
of the tests, Taylor said he gave the 
sport's governing body the results of the 
test "because of an existing agreement 
between us (Lucky Strike Suzuki) and the 

At its October Congress in Athens, the 
FIM passed a resolution stipulating that 
Gobert will be tested at every FIM event. 

"If he wishes to take part in the World 
Superbike event at Laguna Seca, for 
example," FIM press officer Marc Petrier 
said. 

Gobert's job is not to explain himself, 
but to win races, which is why Terry 
Vance hired him. His former employer, 
Rob Muzzy, says he has "the most talent 
of any rider I’ve ever seen." And Muzzy 
has seen them all. 

When he's on, he's brilliant. At the 
Phillip Island rounds of the World Super- 
bike Championship, his riding was 
inspired and breathtaking. But he hasn't 
been able to maintain that level through- 
out a season. 

In his first year with Muzzy, he fin- 
ished fourth in the World Superbike 
Championship, becoming, at 19, the 
youngest-ever winner of a World Super- 
bike race. The next year was less success- 
ful: eighth overall amid much acrimony. 
Though he remains on good terms with 
the Muzzy team, he's quick to blame 
them for a number of problems. The same 
scenario unfolds with Lucky Strike, 
though the honeymoon was shorter. He 
was kept off the bike until the Italian 
Grand Prix at Mugello by a number of 
preseason crashes that ruined his chances 
of starting the season healthy. Fitness was 
the reason that he hadn't ridden, he said 











in Italy, though many believed he was 
being disciplined. 

He believes the team never gave him 
the machinery or support he needed. A 
former racer was assigned to be his pro- 
fessional baby sitter, which he resented, 
and he was drug-tested a number of 
times - mostly by the team, but also by 
the FIM. The fragile union came apart 
when Gobert returned home to Australia 
after the Brazilian Grand Prix in Rio de 
Janeiro. Before he left, he was told he 
would be tested at the following GP in 
Britain. He was dismissed in early Sep- 
tember after the results from the drug 
test, which had been administered at 


Donington Park in mid-August, turned’ 


up positive. Officially, he was 15th in the 
500сс class. 

He comes to America to start over. 
The scrutiny won't be as great as it was 
on the world level, and it gives him a 
chance to erase the mistakes of the past 
three years. At Daytona he was methodi- 
cal, approaching the Ducati with caution 
before buckling down and turning consis- 
tently fast laps. His physical-conditioning 
program was enhanced, ironically, by his 
being fired. He had nothing to do but 
work out, and it shows. He certainly 
appears to be stronger than ever, but at 
Suzuki the team never felt he was race-fit. 

The bigger question is whether he can 
control his off-track impulses. Case in 
point: When the Daytona test ended, he 
went for a beer run in his rental car and 
returned to the track. Less than four 












hours later, the Alamo rental car - which 
was rented to Anthony Golbert (sic) - was 
surrounded by seven Daytona Beach 
police cars, including beach and canine 
units, in the parking lot of the Hampton 
Inn, where he was staying. An officer was 
tossing the inside of the Mitsubishi 
Galant, which looked like a recycling cen- 
ter, with 12 empty long-necked Budweis- 
ers, some empty Naya water bottles, and 
a 99-cent box of Walgreen panty liners 
(which many riders use in their helmets 
to contain sweat). In fairness to Gobert, he 
was generous in handing out beer to his 
fellow riders, and he was traveling with a 
mate who may have created an empty or 
two himself. Gobert was nowhere to be 
seen. 

What apparently happened, according 
to various people familiar with the story, 
was that he was flogging the rental car in 
the Volusia Mall, directly across from the 
Hampton Inn, when he attracted the 
notice of mall security, who in turn called 
the police. They responded in force, but 
apparently arrived after he’d parked the 
car. No charges were filed, and everyone 
except the team has since forgotten the 


“matter. я 
Terry Vance is in a very delicate posi- 


tion. He has the most talented rider and, 
arguably, the best machinery i in AMA 
Superbike racing. This is his best chance 
in years to win the title, as well as the 
hearts and minds of the Ducati factory, 
which also has allegiances to Eraldo Fer- 
racci.

ert be himself and give him all the sup- 
port he needs, regardless of what it takes; 
on the other, he has worked too hard 
building up his company and his image 
to have it sullied by someone who, to this 
point, hasn't shown much of an aptitude 
for responsibility.

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ing and moving and running me wide. 
There just always seemed to be problems 
that you needed to address one by one 
through testing, trying to solve those 
problems. 

I was really up against it because I 
started the testing program with a broken 
collarbone and then I continually crashed. 
One crash, the first crash, was my own. 
And then after that the bike seized on me 
two or three times and spat me off. It was 
just sort of one time after another, and it 
just got to the point where I ended up not 
riding the thing any longer. 

When you stopped riding for the team, 
how much progress did you feel you'd 
made? Or was it one weekend to the 
next, you just didn’t know? 

They sort of felt we were making 
progress, but I didn’t really feel we were 
making any progress. I felt in a lot of 
ways we sort of went backwards. When 
we went to Brembo brakes - the AP only 
had a problem, where once they got hot, 
the lever came out and they didn’t have 
an adjuster on the left-hand side so you 
could adjust the way you rode. So we 
went to Brembo because they had an 
adjuster, but we had the problem with 
the Brembos fading all the time. I was try- 
ing to adjust the brake from corner to cor- 
ner. And even at the last GP I did, at 
Brno, I did the warmup lap, came around 
to grid up, and as I come around to grid 
up, I’ve got the lever and it's just come 
straight into the handlebar. I started the 
race after winding it out to the normal 
position on the line - then as I got into 
turn one, the thing's that far out. Then, 
the next corner, it's in again. It's just all 
over the place and I can't ride like that. 

I'm a big-framed person; I brake late 
and that's where I make my passing 
maneuvers. And I couldn't ride the thing 
because the front brake was just such a 
problem. 

It seemed to be one problem after 
another. I wasn't ever really happy. I was 
never once happy with the position they 
put me in and the pressure that they put 
on me as well - the things that they 
expected straight away. I think that they 
expected a lot like Kevin Schwantz. And, 
like Schwantzy had said to me, don't 
expect to be running at the front straight 
away because things have changed so 
much from when he had done that. 

From his point of view, and nearly 
everyone else's, the Honda is just such a 
superior motorcycle in the 500 class. I 
believe that the Yamaha isn't really very 
far behind the Honda, but it's still a long 
way behind. Compared to the Suzuki, 
though - the Suzuki was like miles off 
and the Yamaha was pretty close. Really 
looking at the big picture, to beat some- 
one like Mick Doohan, you need an extra- 
special Suzuki - or you need a Honda. 
When you came into it, you had made 
some pretty bold predictions. Do you 
think that may have hurt you? 

What was that, though? Because there 
seems to be a lot of confusion around on 
that. 

You told me you were going to win the 
500cc World Championship. 

Inever said I was gonna win - Гуе always 
said that I would like to. And that's 
where everyone has always gotten me 
wrong on that. I've never once said, “I’m 
going to win this" or "I'm going to win 
that.” I’ve always said I'd like to. Гуе 
always said I won't be happy unless I 
retire with three 500cc championships, 
and that still stands. 

But you want to beat Mick Doohan, 
because he's the measuring stick. 

Just because he's got number one on his 
bike. I want to beat whoever's champion. 
So, yeah, I want to beat him worse than 


anything. 








How are you going to get back there to 
beat him? What's it going to take? 

What it's going to take is to win a lot of 
races here next year and the champi- 
onship, for sure. That's definitely what 
it's going to take to get back on the world 
scene, whether it's going to be World 
Superbike or the 500. I believe to get on 
the 500 I've definitely got to be running 
up at the front next year. 

What other offers did you have this 
year? 

I had a few for World Superbike, proba- 
bly about three in World Superbike, and 
I'm not sure how many in the AMA - I 
think maybe two or three in the AMA. 
And no 500 rides got offered to me. The 
way I wanted to go was really America, 
because Гуе always liked America. I've 
enjoyed racing over here, so I thought it'd 
be a good place to come to re-establish 
myself. 

Why did you decide on the Vance & 
Hines ride? - 

Over Ferracci? 

Yes. 

Mainly because the team is based in LA 
rather than Philadelphia. The Vance & 
Hines team's always seemed to be a 
more professional outfit, and they're 
the two main reasons. Just the LA 
base and the more professional team. 
When you rode the Kawasakis, you 
always had a few things to say 
about the Ducatis. 

It's like how you sort of thought I 
said I was going to win the three 
500 titles - everybody I speak to 
says like this and that. Гуе never once 
said I’m going to win and I’ve never once 
said bad things about the Ducati. 

No, you've never said bad things, you've 
said good things about them. 

Yeah. And now it feels really good to be 
on one. I always knew, or I always felt, 
that the Ducati was a superior motorcy- 
cle. Now to be on one - it makes me feel 
really good. Now I don't have to chase so 
much within myself. Before, I used to 
have to put so much on the line to run 
with the Ducatis, with someone like 
(Troy) Corser, because he's a good rider. I 
can't really say that. I've always felt that 
it's been a lot easier for Troy on a Ducati 
than what it was, say, for me on a 
Kawasaki. And now, from running the 
Ducati, it's good for the shoe to be on the 
other foot, really, because now it's a plea- 
sure. 

I'm having just so much fun over there 
riding. The joy has really come back into 
racing for me just in the last two days. I 
haven't been on a race bike since halfway 
through the year. For a racer, that's a long 
time. Already I can come with the guy 
that won the last race of the champi- 
onship this year, (Mat) Mladin, and I can 
just run with him, no problem. It's just 
sort of a sign of things to come, really. 

The bike - it feels awesome. I've got 
probably the best support, so far, in 
America. The Italians have given me full 
factory bikes and have a couple of guys 
here from the factory checking on the 
bike as well. Terry Vance is really keen; 
he seems really excited to have me on 
board. Jimmy (Leonard) as well, the head 
technician, my crew chief, he's pumped 
as well. 

Everyone's just pumped about the 
whole thing. Everyone just seems real 
excited about the whole deal. And I’m 
probably keener than them. I haven't 
been able to sleep the last two nights 
because Гуе been so anxious to ride the 
bike. l've been waking up at 4 o'clock in 
the morning ready to go. I'm just really 
excited about next year. I think that it's 
certainly going to be a good year for me. I 
think the last few years have been pretty 
difficult, really. 








I should have really gone with Ducati 
the second year in World Superbikes. I 
stuck with Kawasaki, thinking that I 
could win with the Kawasaki, and then 
Kawasaki changed their motorcycle on 
me when we came here in December for 
the Daytona tire test. The thing was 20 
kilometers slower than the bike I'd been 
riding. I still did beat guys like Corser 


. and (John) Kocinski and that on the 


Ducatis, on far lesser machinery than 
what they had. So that made me feel real- 
ly good. Now I think it's going to be real- 
ly interesting when I hook up with the 
World Superbike guys at Laguna Seca - 
I'm looking forward to that. 

You've raced against the Ducatis and 
now you're riding one. Is it everything 
you'd thought it would be? 

Everything and more. 

What does it do so well? 

It handles like a dream and accelerates 
incredibly well. It tracks awesomely. It's 
incredible; it's indescribable, really. If I 
would have known it was this good, I tell 
you, I wouldn't have signed with Muzzy 
for that second year. I would have defi- 
nitely gone to the Ducati. 1 honestly 
believed in my heart if I would have 
gone with the Ducati that the champi- 
onship was in the bag. But I did the 
Kawasaki thing because I believed I 
could win on that. I even still did win 
four or five races in the season on a bike 
that was 20 kilometers slower than the 
other guys. 

That's something that I live with every 
day. I'm really disappointed with that 
because I believe deep in my heart that 
we could have beat Corser quite convinc- 
ingly if we were on a Ducati. We'll see on 
a Ducati. 

Did you ever think you wouldn't want 
to win on a Ducati because it wouldn't 
mean as much as winning on a Kawasa- 
ki? 

Totally. That's why I stuck with the 
Kawasaki, for sure. 

Do you think it was a mistake to think 
that way? 








Very much so. Sometimes I get a bit 
proud and don't want to sort of do some- 
thing for certain reasons, and that was 
one of them. I didn't want to win on a 
Ducati because I didn't want to look back 
on it and go, "Everyone wins on à 
Ducati." I wanted to do it on a Kawasaki. 
I believe, deep in my heart, that the 
only thing that stopped me was the 
machine. They came up with a machine 
that was 20 kilometers slower because of 
the fact that they said that the motor that I 
had - which was gear-driven instead of 
chain-driven - they said it was going to Бе! 
too expensive to sell to the private teams. 
So they went back to the old bike, which 
is the motor that caused Scott Russell to 
leave the team to go to Lucky Strike 
because it was so slow. That's the same 
bike that I had to persevere with for the 
whole championship the next year. And 
it was pretty tough. And I spent most of 
the year injured due to trying to win on 
an untested bike. 
Would you do anything differently? Do 
you regret going to Lucky Strike? 
Big time, big time, yeah. I had deep wor- 
ries about the whole outfit, because I'd 
met Garry Taylor and I knew that he 
was pretty shifty. I was very worried 
and concerned about going down that 
road, and I live with that regret every 
day. But I just turn it into determination, 
and that's why I'm the fittest I’ve ever 
been. I haven't even given myself an off- 
season this year. Normally, I have an off- 
season until Christmas and then start 
training. As soon as I got the sack, it's 
been train, train, harder, harder, fitter, 
fitter, stronger, stronger. Try and win, 
win. So, that's what I’m working at. 
These guys are showing me a lot of sup- 
port and what they want to do is win - I 
think we're on the right road at the 
moment. 
Why haven't you addressed your firing 
up to this point? I believe you issued 
one statement, or your mother issued a 





















statement, and that was it. Is there а rea- 
son you haven't addressed it other than 
that? 

Just because of the court action at the 
moment. It's going through the courts, so 
I can't really say anything about that situ- 
ation. Yeah, because of the court action. 
What court exactly is it? Do you know? 
Is it in Australia, or is it Japan, or is it in 
Britain? 

It's in Japan, but I don't know if I should 
be talking about it. 

I just heard it was in Japan, and I didn't 
know. And people don't know where 
everything stands and you can't say, 
because it's in litigation, and that's fair 
enough. Aside from that, what has been 
the public response? 

Everyone's been really positive. Every- 
one's been hoping that Suzuki sort of 
goes down over it, or Lucky Strike, Garry 
Taylor, whoever it is - they hope that they 
take a fall over it because everyone's been 
on my side. It's been surprising. I mean, 
not surprising, but I wasn't sure how peo- 
ple would take it, and everyone's been 
positive and totally on my side. They just 
want to see me win races and see me 
hopefully win championships as well. It's 
good because I didn't realize how many 
fans I had out there until this incident. 
Everywhere I’ve gone in Australia, every- 
one has said something to me about it, 
and it's been really good for myself as far 
as motivation and confidence going into 
next year. 

It's not like I've sort of been down 
over it because I didn't like the situation I 
was in so much, it was just killing me 
every day. I was just thinking, "How am I 
going to get out of this?" For it to happen 
that way is a bit of a shame. But it was so 
much release of stress and pressure off 
my back. It was like they sort of put 
handcuffs on me from the start and I 
couldn't live that way. It's been good to 
finally be able to be myself and be able to 
do my training arid catch up with my 
family. 

They wanted personal trainers around 
me, they wanted ex-riders around me try- 
ing to guide me and all this crap, and I 
just wanted to be me. I got to where I was 
because of me, not because I had 10 peo- 
ple behind helping me or pushing me 
along. It was because of me. My parents, 
they gave me support when I was young 
to get me to a certain point, and then it 
was up to me to continue. I continued 
from when I was 16 and then I was 22 
with Lucky Strike. That's like six years 
that Гуе done racing and got to that point 
by myself. I couldn't handle them trying 
to say I needed this guy, or I needed that 
guy. I just couldn't have them being 
around me all the time. And they expect- 
ed that to happen and I had to do it 
because they were the boss. 

Was it in the contract that they were to 
be around or did they set these condi- 
tions later? 

Ithink it was more or less that the condi- 
tions were set later. That was the hardest 
thing and now, like, it's really good 
because these guys, they just want me as 
me. They want me to get on the bike and 





can win races, and I know that, so we've 
just got to go through the motions and 
hopefully that'll happen next year. It's 
going to be tough to beat guys like 
(Miguel) DuHamel - he's going fast - and 
(Doug) Chandler. You know there are a 
lot of guys, and I'm not really thinking 
that I’m going to come here and walk 
away with these guys. That's why I'm 
trying to be the best that I can be. At the 
moment we're doing that and the team 
seems to be going in the right direction, 
so hopefully we'll turn it into race wins 
and hopefully the championship. -  «w

The event also marked the return of 
crowd favorite Mike Jones. 

Jones made his mark by winning Fri- 
day’s SBS Dash For Cash, Saturday’s 
125сс final, and the jump contest on both 
nights. Jones had Friday's 250ec final 
locked up, but made а major mistake on 
the big double while being pressured by 
Buddy Antunez on the final lap, and 
ejected off the bike in midflight. 

Chad Pederson and Antunez made 
their trips to the podium on Friday in the 
125 and 250cc finals, respectively. 

But the surprise winner of the week- 
end was Nielsen Enterprises' Josh 
Demuth. The 18-year-old from Ohio, who 
has been a threat all year, with several 
podium finishes, showed the veterans 
that he will be a force to be reckoned with 
throughout the series. Demuth won Sat- 
urday night's 250cc final after passing 
Antunez late in the race. 


FRIDAY 


Kawasaki of Carrollton/Sunstar's 
Grayson Goodman grabbed the lead at 
the start of the 125cc final, with Yamaha 
of Troy's Todd DeHoop and Nielsen 
Enterprises/Thor's Pederson running sec- 
ond and third. Pederson moved around 
DeHoop on the second lap for second, 
while Great Lakes Airlines/Bill's 
Pipes/Factory Connection-sponsored 
Heath Voss was busy moving into fourth. 
On lap six, Goodman elected not to dou- 
ble, and Pederson and DeHoop jumped 
by him for the top two spots. 

Voss, who happened to be the fastest 
125cc qualifier, looked comfortable on the 
narrow course and caught up to Good- 
man on the eighth of 16 laps. The 19-year- 
old from nearby Minnesota soon made 
the pass on Goodman and moved into 
third.

DeHoop tipped over on the ninth lap, 
allowing Voss into second and Goodman 
back into third. Kawasaki of Carrollton/ 
Pro Circuit's Cliff Palmer, who had been 
working his way up from a midpack 
start, was now up to fifth. 

DeHoop was back on two wheels 
quickly and was soon challenging Good* 
man for the third spot on the 10th lap; 
DeHoop decided to make the pass over 
the triple. As he landed, both riders went 
wide in the following turn and Palmer 
took advantage, diving into third. 

Pederson was in control out front by 
several seconds over Voss on the 13th lap, 
with Palmer, DeHoop and Demuth third; 
fourth and fifth. Demuth made the pass 
on DeHoop into fourth with two laps 
remaining. Antunez was soon hounding 
DeHoop as well. 

As the white flag came out, Goodman 
and privateer Jim Chester collided upon 
landing from the large double. The red- 


cross flag came out, as Goodman was 
slow in getting to his feet. Pederson, Voss 
and Palmer all rolled the double for the 
final time and then took the checkers in 
that order. 

Antunez, who had passed DeHoop for 
fourth, was now in position to pass 
Demuth, and he let it all hang out as he 
passed Demuth over the double. AII of 
his hard charging was soon put to rest, as 
he was disqualified for jumping while the 
red-cross flag was out. 

“I got a good start, and my Nielsen 
Kawasaki is working really good," win! 
ner Pederson said. "I about ended my 
night over that big double one time, but T 
pulled myself back together after that." 

“T had a lot of fun out there, and 
thanks goes out to all my sponsors and 
my new mechanic, Allen Terlecki,” run- 
ner-up Voss said. 

"It was tough," explained Palmer; 
who crossed the line third. “I had to come 
through the pack, and it was a tough 
track, so I’m happy with third." 

The 250cc final proved to be the race of

the night, as Goodman grabbed his sec- 
ond holeshot of the night, with Suzuki of 
Gastonia/FMF/Pro Action’s Jim Chester 
and Primal Impulse Suzuki/Answer/ 
Sunstar’s Charley Bogard in tow. 

FMF/SMP/Smith-supported Mike 
Jones and Tuf/Thor Honda’s Denny 
Stephenson were running fourth and 
fifth. Jones cut under Bogard in the wide 
first-turn sweeper on the second lap to 
move into third, while 125cc winner Ped- 
erson was near last in 13th. 

Bogard mistimed the triple and came 
up short, plowing into the following hay 
bales on the third lap and opening the 
door for Stephenson and Antunez to 
move into fourth and fifth. 

Goodman, Chester and Jones were at 
the head of the pack at the halfway point, 
but the aggressive Jones was closing in on 
Chester. Antunez had moved by his close 
friend Stephenson several laps earlier and 
was looking fast in fourth. 

Jones had once again picked up the 
pace and passed Chester, and was closing 
quickly on Goodman. On the 12th lap, 
Jones took an outside line and outpow- 
ered Goodman over the double, to the 
approval of the crowd. Antunez saw that 
he, too, was closing in on Goodman, and 
reeled him in on the 14th lap. 

Goodman bobbled soon thereafter and 
Chester was back into third, and all alone. 
Also riding alone was Stephenson, who 
took advantage of Goodman’s mistake 
and moved into fourth. 

The order of Jones, Antunez, Chester 
and Stephenson stayed the same for sev- 
eral laps, but as the white flag came out, 
Antunez was within striking distance of 
the leader, Jones, who was battling with 
lapped riders. 

Antunez closed to within several bike 
lengths through the rockers and had two 
turns remaining to make his move. 
Antunez also had a better drive over the 
triple and dived to the inside, pushing 
Jones to the outside and an unfamiliar 
line in the following turn. 

As Jones powered up the face of the 
double, he cross-rutted, and the Arena- 
cross star decided to bail out in midflight 
rather than crash upon landing. Jones and 
his Kawaski tumbled down the track as 
Antunez moved by to take the win. 

Chester, Stephenson and Palmer also 
moved by the battered Jones for second, 
third and fourth, but Jones picked up his 
twisted bike fast enough to cross the line 
fifth, just ahead of Jeromy Buehl. 

“I think I pressured him enough so he 
had to move out of his line,” a happy and 
confident Antunez said, “and he was in a 
place on the double where he hadn’t 


been, so I think it caught him by sur- - 


prise.” 

“Lapped riders got in my way, and 
that put Buddy on my butt,” a bummed 
Jones said. ^I tried a different line on the 





double and got caught between two ruts 
and there was no way I was going to 
make it, so I threw it away.” 

“Туе been riding this tight stuff all my 
life,” said Chester, who was proud of his 
second-place finish. “I’ve been training 
real hard and my sponsors are backing 
me 100 percent. I'd like to thank them.” 

“1 didn’t even know I got third,” a sur- 
prised Stephenson said of his first podi- 
um visit of the year. “I pulled off and my 
dad was like, "You got third,’ but Гуе got 
to quit riding like a pussy.” 


SATURDAY 


Demuth grabbed the holeshot at the 
start of the 125cc final, with Metro Power 
Sports/AXO-backed Matt Maximoff in 
second. Demuth’s holeshot was short- 
lived, though, as he bailed hard on the 
following triple, sending Maximoff and 
Pederson to the top two spots. Jones, 
Antunez and Stephenson were next in 
line. 

Pederson passed Maximoff on the 
third lap for the lead, while Demuth was 
in last after his crash. Problems then 
struck Pederson, as his clutch was fading. 
Maximoff and Jones passed Pederson, 
who was circling the track slowly while 
fiddling with his clutch adjuster. 

The next to make a mistake was Maxi- 
moff, as he apparently missed a shift. 
Jones took advantage and moved into the 
lead. Stephenson and Antunez were duel- 
ing until Antunez moved comfortably 
into third on the seventh lap. 

On the eighth lap, Antunez was on 
Maximoff's tail when Maximoff cased the 
double. Antunez plowed into the Honda 
rider upon landing, and although they 
both stayed upright, Antunez received a 
large gash in his hand. 

Maximoff slowly faded back through- 
out the next few laps as Stephenson and 
Palmer moved into third and fourth, with 
Buehl in fifth. 

As the white flag came out, Antunez 
was hounding the leader, Jones, waiting 
for any mistake. The Kawasaki rider must 
have learned his lesson the night before, 
as he rode his own race, taking his first 
win of the year. 

Antunez, Stephenson and Palmer 
crossed the line next, while Demuth 
passed Buehl on the final lap for fifth 
after his earlier crash. 

“Гуе had a couple of crashes this 
weekend, and I have some bumps and 
bruises to prove it!” Jones said after the 
race. “I’m going to go out there and show 
what I can do, and hopefully win some 
more.” 

Antunez walked directly over to the 
medics after the race to have them look at 
his badly bleeding hand. 

“I ran into the back of Maximoff and 
cut open a finger pretty badly," Antunez 
said calmly from a chair as the medics 





were working on him. "Hopefully this 
loss of blood won't mess up my energy 
on the 250." 

Apparently, Antunez saved his ener- 
gy, because he grabbed the holeshot in 
the 250cc final. R&S Kawasaki's Travis 
Hodges and Palmer were close behind. 
Palmer and Stephenson moved by 
Hodges on the third lap as Demuth was 
up to fifth. 

Demuth passed Hodges over the 
triple, then quickly passed Stephenson, 
who bobbled shortly thereafter. Demuth 
closed in on Palmer next, and he pres- 
sured the Kawasaki pilot for a lap before 
making an identical pass over the triple. 

Antunez had distanced himself from 
the pack as they were banging bars, but 
Demuth was looking strong and was 
pulling away from Palmer in third. 
Stephenson and Pederson were back in 
fourth and fifth on the seventh lap. 

After his earlier mistake, Stephenson 
moved back around Palmer into third on 
the eighth lap, while Demuth was closing 
on the leader, Antunez. Pederson was 
next to get around Palmer. He did it on 
lap 10, the halfway point of the race. 

Demuth heavily pressured Antunez 
for the next few laps as Stephenson once 
again miscued and lost several posi- 
tions. 

Antunez, who is usually stronger 
toward the end of a race, showed a sign 
of trouble on the 17th lap, as Demuth 
purely outpowered the current champ 
down the front straight and motored into 
the lead. Demuth quickly pulled away 
during the final laps, while Antunez 
hung tough in second, as Pederson and 
Palmer were closing in on the wounded 
rider. 

Demuth took his first win of the series, 


‘with Antunez a distant second. Pederson 


and Palmer crossed next for third and 
fourth, unable to pass the Suzuki rider. 
“I was riding really hard and got a lit- 


tle arm pump, just trying to keep it up," 
winner Demuth explained, "just riding 
the best I could." 

“I just got a little weak," said a tired 
Antunez. "I don't know how much blood 
I lost, but by lap 10, I knew I just couldn't 
push any harder." ©

Photos by Kyoichi Nakamura 
nova ven at a time when BMW owns 
; Land Rover and MG (and per- 
j haps, soon, even Rolls Royce), it 
p“ has come as rather a surprise that the 


current revival of Britain's most historic 
two-wheeled marque should be instigat- 
ed by and is entirely thanks to... a Ger- 
man. : 

Add to that the fact that the new Nor- 
ton 6525М street single - which former 
500cc world champion Geoff Duke (who 
won the first three of his world titles on 
Manx Nortons) rode into the Birming- 
ham Show on November 6, to make the 
public debut of a bike that revives the 
Norton name on the eve of its centenary 
year - is powered by a BMW engine, and 

you don't have to be one of the blinkered 

BritBikers for whom the world begins 

and ends at Dover to ask, "What's going 

& on?" 

Well, part of the answer is that the 
man behind this project, 42-year-old 
Joachim "Joe" Seifert, is no ordinary Teu- 
ton. Apart from his perfect command of 
the English language (obtained while he 
was a student at Southampton Universi- 
ty), Seifert has lived and breathed Nor? 
ton (and BSA, and Triumph) ever since 
starting the BritBike spares business 

(helping to underwrite his sociology 
and English university degree majors) 
which he has since built up into the 
largest, fully computerized business of 
its kind in Germany. The Norton 
importer for that country since 1990, 
he became the company’s largest 
export customer in its rotary era, sell- 
ing, for example, 23 out of the 70 F1 
Sports made at Norton's Shenstone 
factory, as well as 10 percent of the 

Classics, and sponsoring the only 

rotary racer to compete in European 
road race events. Add in the six-fig- 
ure road mileage on classic Com- 
mandos he's clocked up over the 
years, and the fact he's a star rider in 
European Vintage.races on his 1949 

“Garden Gate" Manx, and Joe 
Seifert’s credentials to resuscitate 
the Norton name are irreproachable 
- a fact underlined by-his timely 
acquisition of the rights to the Nor- 
ton trademark almost five years 
ago (see sidebar). 

Almost alone of those connect- 
ed in any way with the Norton 
company during its past decade 
of disaster (together with the fac- 
tory's former development engi- 
neer, Richard Negus, who works 
with him as a consultant), Seifert 

has consistently focused on 
bringing Norton back to the 
marketplace, if possible in time 
for the marque's centenary in 
1998. 

And now he's done it, by 
creating the first new Norton 
model in more than two 
decades with a conventional, 
reciprocating (i.e., non-rotary) 
engine. The fact that the 
prototype was designed and 
built in Britain by Tigcraft; 
the world's leading construc- 

tors of single-cylinder Super- 
mono racers, establishes the 
652SM's right to wrap itself 

in the Union Jack - that 

^Made in Britain" decal on 
the frame tubing is well-earned, just as 
an Aprilia is no less Italian because its 
engine was made in Austria, or a Tri- 
umph any less British (or a Ducati less 
Italian) because its suspension, brakes 
and various other components come 
from Japan. 
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Anyway, this isn’t the first time а 
Norton has used a non-British power- 
plant: Apart from the rotary engine, 
which was of course developed using 
German Wankel patents, the Norton that 
Rem Fowler rode to win the first-ever 
Isle of Man TT race back in 1907 was 
powered by - a French Peugeot V-twin 
engine! 

But there were other provisos 
entailed in the new Norton’s creation, 
according to Seifert. “We didn’t have 
the resources or, really either, the time 
to develop our own engine,” he says, 
“and that meant using an existing 
motor. But I felt strongly that this must 
be European, because the engine is the 
soul of a motorcycle. The MuZ Skorpi- 
on’s quite a good bike, but I think one 
reason it hasn’t been a success is the 
Japanese engine. I'd like to have built a 
twin - but the market's rather flooded 
with V-twins at present, and anyway 
Norton multis were always parallel 
twins. Begging Laverda’s pardon, this 
meant using a Yamaha motor again - so 
I decided to concentrate on building a 
single in the old Featherbed Inter mold - 
ie. a good handling chassis with a reli- 
able but sporting engine, clearly desig- 
nated for road use - so no enduro, no 
race replica, no dual-purpose thing or 

: road afterthought like BMW's Funduro 
clearly is - and enough space for rider 
and passenger, without sacrificing the 
sportbike appeal. But I didn’t want a 
retro bike, like the BSA Gold SR or all 
those Yamaha-engined specials painted 
up to look like "605 classics. It had to 
have modern performance and suspen- 
sion, with retro styling references - a bit 
like Bloor has done with the Thunder- 
bird Triumphs." : 

Enlisting Tigcraft’s Dave Pearce - 
who, among his R&D projects undertak- 
en for various manufacturers, construct- 
ed the first MuZ Skorpion prototypes - 
enabled Seifert’s design brief to be put 
into metal in the record space of under 
five months, after the Norton boss had 
inked a deal with BMW for a supply of 
the liquid-cooled F650 DOHC eight- 
valve engines built for them on an exclu- 
sive basis by Rotax. “I’d heard BMW had 
a large quantity of F650 motors that an 
Italian company had ordered from them 
but didn’t want anymore,” says Seifert 
(wonder who that can be?!). “I contacted 
their top management, who agreed to 
sell me as many engines as we needed, 
after they’d checked out my rights to the 
Norton trademark and come away satis- 
fied I had a watertight position." 

The deal allows Seifert to rebadge the 
engines as Nortons, and many will feel

that the BMW power unit not only looks 
more handsome in its 652SM (as in 
SuperMono) application than it does in 
the bike it was designed for, where it is 
semi-shrouded by the F650 bodywork - 
but that of all today's commercially built 
single-cylinder engines, this is the one 
which most resembles a modern twin- 
cam (a.k.a. “double-knocker”) Manx. 

So far, so good - but after throwing a 
towel over the poolside deck chair repre- 
sented by the Norton trademark, has Joe 
Seifert gone on to deliver a bike that 
those in the market for a no-frills sport- 
ing single, combining performance with 
practicality - let alone Norton enthusi- 
asts starved for two decades of “proper” 
four-stroke motorcycles with the historic 
badge on the tank - will want to buy? 

An invitation to join Seifert and the 
Tigcraft development team as they 
clocked up the development miles at the 
Goodwood circuit in southern England 
(followed by a solo spurt on the 6525M 
into the Sussex countryside) provided an 
opportunity to find a hands-on answer. 

After pausing to admire the clean 
styling with its silver fuel tank that says 
“Dominator” and the chromed silencers 
that shout “Commando,” hop aboard 
the new Norton and you'll discover a 
comfortable riding stance that is just the 
sporting side of upright, with an ideal

seat-to-footpeg-to-handlebar position 
that is spacious and quite comfortable, 
thanks to a seat height that, at 31.1 inch- 
es, is quite tall - in order, says Dave 
Pearce, to use the original BMW airbox. 

In spite of this, the Norton feels quite 
compact and handy. You feel a part of 
the bike rather than perched on top of it - 
but the planklike seat not only looks like 
it escaped from the BSA styling studio, 
circa 1958, it’s also too wide where it 
matters; i.e., where your inside leg mea- 
surement meets the tank. It’s just as well 
that Tigcraft had already begun work on 
a revised, more stylish version even 
before Geoff Duke rode the bike into the 
public arena at Birmingham. Apart from 
this, slight detailing of the side panels, 
and a possible switch to Paioli forks and 
shock from the CBR600-sourced Showa 
suspension fitted to the prototype, the 
100 customer versions of the new Norton 
single that Joe Seifert plans to put into 
production (and to be Made in England!) 
next April will be identical to the proto- 
type I rode. 

The 652SM’s chassis design looks like 
a modern interpretation of Norton’s 
legendary Featherbed frame, but in fact 
it's broadly similar to that of the Tigcraft 
racers that pack Supermono race grids 
around the world. The tubular-steel 
perimeter frame uses 41mm, large-diam- 








eter tubing, which doubles as an oil tank 
for the dry-sump 652cc engine, the filler 
for which is behind the steering head. 
But while the 25-degree head angle, 
95mm trail and 54.3-inch wheelbase 
deliver balanced handling that is stable 
as well as nimble, I returned to Good- 
wood from my ton-up blast along the 
Sussex country lines (well, the BMW 
instruments insist the Norton will top 
100 mph quite easily) full of smiles - and 
of nostalgia for the Way It Was. For this 
is a fun bike to ride that combines sense 
with sensibility - but it’s also very much 
the kind of sporting single I imagine 
Norton still producing today if the ^60s 
company had stayed in business. 
(Maybe I should have worn my leather 





jacket and jeans to ride it, rather than the 
Kushitanis - especially with a white scarf 
wrapped round my chin and with my 
socks tucked over some Lewis Leather 
boots!) 

As Dave Pearce underlines, the 
652SM (somebody think of a name for it, 
please: Domimono? Euronational? Send 
suggestions on a postcard to Joe Seifert) 
is a practical two-seater with sporting 
overtones, just as Nortons were back in 
the old days - even the International 
model that it really emulates, which was 
a road-going version of the Manx GP 
racer. Pearce should know: He finished 
fourth in the 1970 Senior Manx GP in the 
Isle of Man on a Manx Norton, and he 
still owns one today, which may have 
provided some inspiration in producing 
the 652SM. 

However, don’t get the idea that the 
652SM is a retro bike, because the han- 
dling and performance are those of a 
modern mono. Thumb the starter and 
you'll be surprised at the “twingle” 
exhaust note, neither as lumpy as 
another single nor as deep as a twin. 
Acceleration is lusty and long-legged: 
even the enduro-spaced gear ratios of 
the five-speed gearbox give perfor- 
mance that is - well, if not sparkling, at 
least zesty. : 

At just 348 pounds half-dry, com-

pared to the F650's 387, the Norton 
offers more zip than the BMW with 
which it shares its engine, even though 
it’s geared quite a lot higher than the 
Funduro, pulling 17/46T overall rather 
than the BMW’s 16/47. The Norton is 
hardly less quick than the more hard- 
edged, less all-arounder, fully faired 
Bimota Supermono that’s the only other 
road bike to be powered by the BMW 
motor, but it has two big advantages 
over the Italian sportbike. First, it doesn’t 
run too hot, because the KTM radiator 
Tigcraft has used does its job properly. 
Second, and above all, it doesn’t suffer 
from the awful vibration the Bimota 
delivers as soon as you rev it hard above 
5000 rpm because, says Dave Pearce, the 
engine has been mounted correctly in 
the chassis. Whatever the cause, it works 
well - en route to my ton-up trap time, I 
revved the barely run-in motor to 7000 
rpm in the gears with hardly more than 
a token tingle, helped no doubt by the 
balance weights on the ends of the quite 
high-set handlebars. And in doing so, 
you notice the Norton won't make ene- 
mies of your neighbor when you ride 
past his house on a Sunday morning as 
you leave for a ride along your favorite 
stretch of Racer Road: The exhaust note 
is distinctive, but not loud. 

The Tigcraft chassis geometry deliv- 
ers a bike that's stable yet nimble on 
country lanes, even over bumps and 
lumps and broken road surfaces. 
Though it's pretty light, it doesn't feel 
nervous or twitchy. But the Showa sus- 
pension is definitely oversprung, and 
while backing off the rebound damping 
at both ends might improve things, I 
think that to make the suspension more 
compliant, Tigcraft will need to fit softer 
springs front and rear, even with a pas- 
senger in mind - either that, or less-stiff 
Paioli suspension specifically tailored to 
the bike's needs. 

But the decision to fit only a single 
front disc is a good one, at least in solo 
use: There's lots of bite from the big sin- 
gle Brembo disc and its four-pot caliper, 
though it would be worth spending the 
extra money to have an adjustable lever, 
and I have a feeling that, two-up, you'd 
have to squeeze pretty hard to make the 
Norton stop properly. Still, the reduced 
gyroscopic effect and unsprung weight 
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of a single disc is 
surely one factor in 
the Norton’s sweet 
steering. 

In spite of the 
youth of the project, 
the new Norton feels 
taut and together, 
with a solid feel that 
says it’s production- 
ready once they dial 
in the suspension 
and sort out the seat. It feels well-made 
and durable, not the hastily concocted 
marriage of convenience of uniting a 
proprietary engine and special chassis 
that some might suspect. Clutch opera- 
tion is light, gearshift positive, warning 
lights legible, and Metzeler tires well- 
suited - especially with the skinny 
2.50/3.50-inch rim sizes Dave Pearce has 
specified. 

“People make the mistake of over-tir- 
ing their singles,” he says, “and this 
deprives the handling of much of the 
agility and lightness such bikes ought to 
have. These are the same wheel sizes as 
a Honda CB500 twin, and are ideal for a 
bike like this." 

The result is a package that's fit to 
wear the Norton badge: The legendary 
handling abilities of the Featherbed 
frame find a modern echo in the 652SM’s 
Tigcraft chassis. It's a good package. So 
now, having sent out the invitations, Joe 
Seifert must now wait to see if any cus- 
tomers will come to the party. Before he 
can put the limited edition of 100 bikes 
into production next spring ("No more 
than that,” he says, “not like some limit- 
ed-edition bikes that keep on miracu- 
lously cloning themselves!"), he needs to 
have enough orders to make doing so 
viable, at the projected retail price of 
£6,950 ($11,900), including 15 percent 
German tax. This is applicable because, 
though the bikes will be built in Britain, 
they have to be ordered and paid for in 
Germany to meet the terms of his trade- 
mark ownership - but this means he can 
then sell the bikes to British, American, 
Japanese or any other customers from 
outside the areas where he owns the 
Norton name (less 15 percent in the case 
of those from outside the European 
Union). 

“We'll be numbering the bikes from 
1898 to 1997, in honor of the Norton cen- 
tenary," says Seifert, “апа the customer 
can choose which one he wants, on a 
first-come, first-served basis. Most of the 
orders we've had so far have been in the 
1940-1965 area, which I guess reflects the 
year a lot of our customers were born. 
We're still waiting for the one who 
orders 1898!"

Norton narrative: = 
The recent past 


A Norton's latest comeback is all John Bloor's 





doing - in more ways than one. For starters, the only 
ason there's any interest in reviving the Norton name 
is because of its heritage, and the built-in esteem attached to 
such a famous make - and it was the boss of the born-again 
Triumph company who kicked off the current renaissance of 
motorcycling’s trophy marques when he bought Triumph 
from the liquidator well over a decade ago. More than $100 
million of investment later - and what's more, entirely out of 
his own pocket - Triumph’s again a world player in main- 
stream motorcycling, has moved into profit, and the British 
bike industry has been revived, with honor. 

Others have followed a similar path elsewhere. Not long 
after Bloor started his Triumph trek, the bike-mad Cas- 
tiglioni brothers bought Ducati a whisker before the run- 
down Italian state-owned company was wound up, pumped 
billions of lire into it via their Cagiva operation - and were 
rewarded with six World Superbike titles, which under- 
pinned the company's rise to its present-day prominence. 
Having then surrendered a controlling interest in the doyens 
of desmo, they're about to try repeating the same trick with 
MV Agusta. Meantime, the management buyout of Harley- 
Davidson from conglomerate AMF has produced the most 
successful turnaround of all, with the American V-twins 
becoming must-have culture-chic items around the world, 
propelling the renewed H-D company toward 200,000 units annual production. 

Other historic marques such as Laverda, Benelli, Moto Guzzi, MZ/MuZ and even Gilera 
are all at various stages of rising (like Rip van Winkel!) from their longtime slumbers, all fund- 
ed by outside entrepreneurs who recognize the inherent value of their prized trademarks, 
complete with the decades of tradition and added-value prestige they embody. 

And this leaves one famous name that has yet to fully reawaken from its slumbers: Norton. 
As it enters its centenary year (James Lansdowne Norton founded his Birmingham-based com- 
pany in 1898, originally making only frames and chains for another motorcycle manufacturer 
before building the first complete bike to bear the Norton name in 1902, known as the 'Ener- 
gette’ and powered by a French-built Clement engine), Britain's most historic marque has 
enjoyed a roller-coaster ride of late. After the collapse of the МУТ combine in the mid-70s, 
Norton became the two-wheeled epitaph to the Excessive '80s, when Reaganomics ruled and 
greed was good. Hijacked by a series of city slickers more intent on fattening their offshore 
bank accounts than promoting the long-term resurgence of one of the bike world's most his- 
toric marques, Norton became a prime target for the profiteers, starting with South African 
financier Philippe LeRoux and his cronies, who took the firm over in the mid-'80s and floated 
it on the stock market: Various fraud charges are either outstanding against or have since 
resulted in the conviction of various players in what appears to have been a giant scam. 

Norton went bust in late 1990 when the depth of this deception came to light, having pro- 
duced a few hundred rotary-powered road bikes in its Shenstone factory north of Birmingham 
during the LeRoux era - as well as a rotary racer that secured real success on the race track 
against the best superbikes from Italy and Japan. 

After the collapse, the company was taken over by its creditor banks, who started looking 
for ways to get some of their money back. In 1993, they did so by selling what remained of the 
company to Canadian wheeler-dealer Nelson Skalbania, who ran (down) what was left over 
nine months before ceding control to the Vancouver-based Aquilini family of entrepreneurs 
who (perhaps unknowingly) had underwritten Skalbania’s takeover of the company. 

Since then, Norton has languished in an increasingly desperate state of decline, the various 
people through whose hands it has passed in the past decade effectively having stripped it of 
all its assets except one: its name. 

No Norton motorcycles have been built for over four years. Some would say this was just 
as well, since whatever the inherent benefits of the rotary engine, it’s not only ever more diffi- 
cult to get it through increasingly stringent emissions tests, it also has never gained wide- 
spread acceptance in the motorcycle marketplace, especially among Norton enthusiasts, as а 
suitable engine to power a bike with a curly “N” on the tank - even after winning the 1992 Isle 
of Man Senior TT. 

The Aquilinis are either unwilling or unable to undertake the same kind of massive invest- 
ment program to develop new four-stroke engines and new motorcycles that Bloor, for exam- 
ple, has underwritten at Triumph, or the Castiglionis at Ducati and now MV. 

This leaves Norton very much up for grabs. There seems little doubt that the Aquilinis are 
open to offers for their share of the marque, which comprises the run-down parent factory and 
the rights to the Norton name in Britain and Canada only; they sold the American rights to 
US. investor Pakie Plastino a couple of years ago, since which time he’s done nothing with 
them and is equally likely to be looking to sell out. This perhaps explains why, contrary to 
expectations, the Aquilinis don’t appear to have raised any objections to Joe Seifert’s initiative 
in creating his Norton street single, and may even be quite pleased with what he has done. For 
the 652SM puts'the Norton name back into play, advertising to one and all that here is perhaps 
the most famous name on two wheels outside America, ripe for acquisition by an investor 
resourceful enough to bring it back to the marketplace. 

The only question is, who? Not John Bloor, for one: “I’ve got enough on my plate, making 
all this work out right,” the Triumph boss told me earlier this year as we chatted in his office at 
the Hinckley factory. But, in that case, in what other way did Bloor help kickstart the Norton 
revival? Let's leave it to Joe Seifert to explain how: "The only reason I ever acquired the rights 
to Norton in certain countries was because Triumph tried to shoot me down back in 1991, 
because I'd been using their old logo in my ads for my British spares business,” he says. pi 
been doing so for over 15 years, but they were quite in order to start enforcing their copyright 
in the marque. But the European Trademark and Patent Office is located about 15 minutes 
from my shop, so I rode over there to check on Triumph's registration - and while I was there, 
looked up Norton and BSA as well. That's when I found there were no registrations of any 
kind for them, which made me wonder. Since I was the Norton importer for Germany, I 
thought I better protect myself by registering the name - but then 1 called Norton in England, 
and told them what Га done. They were very pleased, told me they'd do the same in Britain - 
which, because the U.K. never signed the Madrid Treaty on intellectual property, has a differ- 
ent protection system - and asked me to register the trademarks in other countries in the name 
of Norton Deutschland, which was a joint venture between them and me.

Then, when the Canadians moved in in '93, they ceded me 100 percent control of 
Norton Deutschland, specifically including all the trademarks; I have the documents confirm- 
ing this locked up in my safe, and when BMW needed persuading that we were a proper com- 
pany for them to supply engines to, they examined them and investigated the situation, to 
their satisfaction. I don't expect to get rich out of this - but I didn't want to see the marque I 
love die a death on the eve of из 100th birthday.

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the current state of speedway motor- 

cycle racing in the United States, 
chances are you're going to run into two 
different theories. Depending upon 
whom you ask, you will either hear that 
American speedway is a shadow of its 
former . self 
and is dying a 
slow and 
painful death, 
or you might 
run into an 
optimist 
who will tell 
you that 
speedway 
is enjoying 
a  resur- 
gence  - 
albeit with a touch of 
evolution. 

With his book, “California Speedway 
‘97, author Gary Roberts definitely falls 
into the latter camp. 

The British-born Roberts certainly 
knows speedway, having enjoyed the 
sport in his home country since his 
childhood days, and continuing to fol- 
low the American scene upon moving to 
California in 1982, a time when many 
would argue that American speedway 
had reached its zenith, what with Bruce 
Penhall’s back-to-back World crowns. 
Yet Roberts wisely took a simplistic 
approach in “California Speedway '97," 
preferring to offer it as more of a fan 
guide to the uninitiated newcomer inter- 
ested in learning more about speedway. 

To that end, the book does little 
wrong. Roberts meticulously brings the 
race fan up to date on every aspect of 
the sport as it relates to today, inserting 
chapters that deal with current and past 
race tracks, practice tracks, past and pre- 
sent riders, and even admission and 
food and beer prices at the various Cali- 
fornia tracks. And he even makes men- 
tion of the resurgence of racing at 
Owego Speedway in New York - a nice 
touch. Beyond that, you will also find 
complete results of every major speed- 
way event that took place in California 
during the ‘97 season - with the excep- 
tion of the ‘97 U.S. National, and that 
was only due to press deadlines. It all 
makes for a competent speedway 
almanac, 150 pages in all, with lots of 
decent black-and-white illustrations to 
provide plenty of visual commentary on 
what is considered to be a pretty excit- 
ing sport. я 

If the book falls short in any area, it 
would have to be in Roberts’ choice of 
the riders that were profiled for the 
“California Legends” chapter of the 
book. While it is true that Sonny Nutter 
is а legend in the sport and Phil Collins 
rode well when he ventured to Califor- 
nia in the late ‘80s, it is hard to justify 
mentioning these riders over such nota- 
bles as Penhall, Mike and Steve Bast, 
Bobby Schwartz, and Kelly and Shawn 
Moran. The point is that there were 
plenty of better choices. 

That aside, however, "California 
Speedway '97" is a bargain for the $15 
asking price, as it is packed with enough 
information to provide any speedway 
fan, from newcomers to hard-cores, with 
entertaining reading. We're already 
looking forward to the 1998 edition.

awasaki’s Damon Huffman 
is the 1997 World Supercross 
Champion. 

Many had thought that, 
after the final round of the FIM World 
Supercross Series was played out at the 
Palexpo stadium in Geneva, Switzer- 
land, Kawasaki's Jeff Emig would be 
christened World Supercross champ. 
But, in a surprising chain of events, 
Emig sacrificed his would-be title to 
protest a lack of start money. The pro- 
moters of the Geneva Supercross offered 
the series points leader, Emig, start 
money; the promoters felt it was 
enough, Emig did not - so Emig did not 
race. Case closed. Other top American 
riders followed Emig’s stance. 

With Emig not riding, this left the 
series title up for grabs - namely 
between Huffman and Suzuki’s Mickael 
Pichon - and when the two main events 
were run, it was Huffman who earned 
the number-one plate. ^ 

However, the significance of the 
World Supercross Championship has 
been questioned by many of the series’ 
followers. Even the creator of the series, 
the FIM, has some serious questions - 
and perhaps even some doubts - about 
the importance of the series. Still, Huff- 
man is the man - and even he is a little 
uncomfortable with his new title. 

“You know, had Emig and the others 
competed at every round, then it would 
be great (to win the title),” Huffman 
said after riding to a conservative 4-6 
tally at the series’ finale. “Sure, it’s cool 
to be a World Champion, and I got a 
great trophy, but it is not a big deal.” 

While Huffman left Geneva with the 
title in hand, it was Chaparral Yamaha’s 
Jimmy Button who took man-of-the- 
hour honors after winning both main 
events. Button, now overflowing with 
newfound confidence, will head into the 
opening round of the AMA Supercross 
Series in California next month with a 
big win under his belt. 

With a crowd of more than 20,000, 
the Geneva Supercross was not a bad 
night for European Supercross, although 
it was without question the battle for a 
hollow World Championship that left 
many of the die-hard supercross fans 
wondering why they had paid their 
good money to witness three good 
Americans (Jeremy McGrath, Huffman 
and Button) and a handful of average 
Europeans (Pichon excluded). While 
Button, Pichon and Huffman went to 
war for the series final, riders such as 
defending AMA Supercross Champion 
Emig, Ezra Lusk, John Dowd, Kevin 
Windham and Larry Ward spent their 
evening back home in the United States. 

What about this year’s series? The 
opening round saw Emig come out 
swinging, as he had his factory Kawasa- 
ki with him, and, along with Larry 
Ward and Greg Albertyn, he took apart 
the European riders. Next up came three 
nights in Paris - the incredible Bercy 
Supercross - and again the overall went 
to Emig, with former World Supercross 
Champion McGrath making his first

appearance in the 
series - though, 
amazingly, he did 
not qualify for the 
Friday night final. 
Then followed two 
rounds in Japan, both 
won by new Honda 
signee Ezra Lusk, while 
Emig and McGrath 
floundered in the Japan- 
ese mud. 

So, with 12 finals 
(motos) completed in this 
year’s World Champi- 
onships, Emig had won 
three finals, Lusk four 
finals, and Huffman two 
finals, with McGrath, Alber- 
tyn and Jimmy Button all 
scoring one each. It was anything but a 
one-sided series, but this year’s champi- 
onships still lacked consistency. Lusk 
only competed in the four Japanese 
motos, as did other top Americans John 
Dowd, Kevin Windham and Steve Lam- 
son. McGrath, Button, Ward, Frederic 
Bolley, Yves Demaria and Albertyn 
were very selective regarding which 
races they would attend. Most of the 
time it was appearance money (or the 
lack of it) that brought McGrath, Ward 
and the others to their decision, but, in 
the end, it made for a very “thin” series. 

That brings us to Geneva, Switzer- 
land, the site of the last round of the 
series, and this time it was Emig who 
failed to get the money he felt he 
deserved. The defense of his champi- 
onship was now over - only a miracle 
would see the American Champion 
reclaim his World Championship. With 





Emig out, fel- 
low Kawasaki rider Huffman 
came into play; having contested all the 
rounds (only Huffman and Pichon did 
so), the quiet American looked to have 
the goods to take the 1997 World Super- 
cross Championship. 

The Elf-sponsored final looked likely 
to be the big chance for former World 
Champion McGrath, who - up to this 
point - was enduring the worst winter 
supercross season of his life, to nab a 
much-needed win; and, with Emig, 
Albertyn, Ward and all the other top 
Americans choosing not to compete in 
Geneva, this looked like the time and 
place for that all-important victory to 
happen. 

McGrath started the night with a win 
in his heat race, beating Pichon, Kyle 
Lewis, and French riders Cyril Porte and 
Thierry Bethys. 

“1 felt okay,” McGrath said. “It’s not 
the best I have ridden, but at least I 
might get some momentum going. After 
the bad tracks in Japan, it’s nice to have 








a hard track again. I 





feel good.” 
Pichon was not impressed with his 
own ride, either. 

“I got a terrible start, and by the time 
I got through the field, McGrath was 
gone," Pichon said. "These races are a 
little too short." 

In the second heat of the night, Chap- 
arral Yamaha's Jimmy Button proved 
too good for new Rinaldi Yamaha mem- 
ber Mickael Maschio, as well as Frederic 
Vialle, while Huffman recovered from a 
crash to finish in fifth place. 

"I'm treating this as just another 
race," Huffman admitted. "The thought 
of winning the championship, maybe, is 
a little on my mind. I crashed in a little 
rut, got crossed up and tipped over in it: 
It's a shame - I had second there for a 
while." 

Button, on the other hand, was more 
than happy with his win. 

“In practice, the bike was terrible," 
Button said. "I was five or so seconds off 
the pace, so, going into the heat, I was a 
little worried. My form hasn't been good 
in Europe, and it showed in that race." 

So, for all intents and purposes, 





McGrath and Button looked like they 
had the goods for the two finals, but 
when the riders hit turn one of the 


first final, it was Button who stood - 


alone. 

“I got a great start," Button said. 
“The gate dropped and I got my first 
shift really quick. I went into the first 
turn a little quick and Maschio got 
under me.” 

While Button did not lead, he was 
putting more pressure on leader Mas- 
chio than the 125cc grand prix rider has 
had all year. 

“Yes, 1 was leading, but Button was 
really pushing me - it was tough up 
front,” Maschio said. 

Button eventually passed Maschio 
and went on to win.. 

“I feel great," Button said. “I had а 
shoulder operation at the end of the 
American season, and for the first time 
in a long time I can really ride the bike 
fast. It’s the most confident I have ever 
felt.” 

If Maschio was finding it tough, then 
McGrath must have felt like hiding after 
another small crash left him near the 
rear of the field. 

“Damn, the front end pushed out,” 
McGrath said. “I felt really good until 
then. I don’t believe this.” 

After the crash, McGrath found him- 
self again racing guys who would not 
have stayed with him only a few years 
ago, finishing in sixth place behind Mas- 
chio and ahead of Vialle. Huffman also 
had his own problems. 

“I was one of the first guys into the 
first turn, but I had a little too much 
momentum and drifted wide,” Huffman 
said. “Then I was really in trouble. 
There was a lot of stuff going on, but I 
feel okay.” 

Pichon - the only other rider capable 
of winning the World title going into the 
race - finished in second, and main- 
tained some hope of taking the crown. 

^| had a battle with Lewis,” Pichon 
said. "He tried to hit me a few times, so 
I did not know where to pass him. He 
was really slowing me up and, by the 
time I passed him, Button was long 
gone, and with these heats only being 12 
laps, and 30 seconds to get around a lap, 
it goes very quickly." 

Lewis finished third. 

“You know, I have only ridden two 
supercrosses since February; this bike 
Гуе got is stock; I did not get any start 
money Неге and I'm beating the guys 
that did, so I'm feeling good for the next 
race," Lewis said. 

The second final was a real dogfight, 
as Pichon, McGrath and Button all 
locked bars coming out of the start. 

^Man, when is it going to end?" 
McGrath asked. “We all collided at the 
start - a lot of head-butting. Man, then I 
was dead last. I need a rest; I really need 
a rest. I don't know what happened. I 
wanted to get a roll on here, win, then 
go to the opener in America with a posi- 
tive mood, but at least I know what I 
have to do." 

Pichon was also in trouble. 

"| don’t know where McGrath was, 
but 1 got hit by Jeff Matiasevich and 
then collided with McGrath," Pichon 
said of the first-turn get-together. “We 
both just stopped, and I was nearly 
last. I guess McGrath must've been 
last.” 

Button was also in some trouble. 

“Tt was tight; Jeremy hit me and it 
was like a domino effect,” Button said. 
“Twas really in a bad position." But But- 
ton would came back. 

With all the trouble at the start, 
Lewis made his move, leading the riders 
into the first lap, then falling.

"] felt stupid. There I was in front 
and crashing ahead of everyone," Lewis 
said. “I felt like a rookie." 

Huffman was also to come across the 
fallen Lewis. 

“Lewis just washed out, and I was 
right on him," Huffman said. "When I 
crashed, my wheel got caught in his 
back wheel, and by the time I got up, I 
was last. I looked for the lead riders and 
did not see Pichon, but I was a little 
worried about the points." 

Pichon was, in fact, also at the rear of 
the pack, but was doing his best to fight 
his way through. 

^] was really going great," Pichon 
said. "In no time I had passed Button, 
but he passed me back. Then I got a lit- 
tle caught up with Maschio, and by the 
time I got him, Button was too far in 
front. I tried to catch him, but it was no 
good." 

Pichon would finish second, behind 
Button. 

Huffman finished his championship 
quest with a sixth-place ride and 
enough points to give him the World 
Supercross title.

ot only did Jeremy McGrath bring 
smiles to the title sponsor (who 
T] also happens to be his own spon- 
I sor) by winning the 250cc final 
and the Pro Shootout in the Chaparral 
Pro/Am MX Championship at Glen 
Helen Raceway, he also brought up one 
very important question in the weeks 
prior to the start of the AMA Supercross 
Series: Is McGrath back? 





It certainly looked like it on a cold and 


windy day at Glen Helen. McGrath and 
his Chaparral Yamaha stayed out of trou- 
ble to take the 250сс win and then came 
out on top of a race-long duel with 
Kawasaki-mounted Ryan Hughes to take 
home the lion’s share of the purse. Mean- 
while, Team SplitFire’s Nathan Ramsey 
took the 125cc win, while Frenchman 
Stephane Roncada was top 125cc rider in 
the Shootout - a race that featured the top 
10 from the 125 and 250cc finals, with the 
winner taking home $5000. 

While the top five point scorers from 
the 1997 AMA season were automatical- 
ly seeded into the finals, the rest had to 
qualify via heat races. The first of the 
250cc heats had Chad Pederson out 
front, followed by Tony Amaradio, Ryan 
Terlecki, Phil Lawrence and Japan’s 
Takeshi Koikeda. Lawrence moved 
around Terlecki for third while Mike 
Brown moved by Voss and Koikeda to 
take over fifth. 

Brown, who raced factory Yamahas 
in last year’s World Championship, then 
displaced both Terlecki and Lawrence 
on lap three. Then Pederson lost his 
momentum and let Amaradio, Brown 
and Lawrence get by within the first 
three corners. Amaradio and Brown 
almost touched several times coming 
from the finish-line jump to the bleach- 
er-side triple jump, but Brown was able 
to make the pass stick through the 
rhythm section. Amaradio would also

give way to both Lawrence and Peder- 
son before the race was over. 

Honda of Troy-sponsored Brown 
came away with the win, followed by 
Lawrence, Pederson, Voss, Amaradio 
and Canada’s Jason Frenette. 

Chris Wheeler pulled the holeshot 
over Casey Lytle in the first 125сс qualifi- 
er, followed by Donovan Metuhely, 
Gregg Schnell and Robbie Skaggs. Lytle 
went by Wheeler on the back side of the 
course to take over second, with Wheeler 
crashing a lap later to drop all the way 
back to 11th. Schnell passed Metuhely for 
second. Metuhely crashed shortly there- 
after, losing any hopes of getting to the 
final. Danny Smith passed Skaggs for 
third on the fourth lap, while Erick Valle- 
jo crashed while trying to do the same.

Qualifier number two had a pair of 
Kawasakis in front, with Brian Deegan 
leading Ramsey. Jeff Willoh was third, 
with Travis Preston one bike length 
behind.

Then, when he tried the outside, 
Ramsey sneaked underneath to take over 
the lead. It took half a lap for Ramsey to 
put Langdon a lap down, and Roncada 
was able to get by a tiring Reynard. Ram- 
sey held off Roncada for the win, with 
Reynard, Schnell and Metzger finishing 
third, fourth and fifth, respectively.

Hughes looked to have the holeshot 
going into the first turn of the 250сс 
main, but as the group rounded the 
mostly flat left-hander, several riders 
got tangled up - including Hughes, 
defending AMA Champion Jeff Emig, 
Pederson and Koikeda. 

“I got hit from behind I think by my 
teammate and someone else and that 
put me down towards the bleachers,” 
said Hughes later. 


Emig appeared to take the most 
abuse as he high-sided over his and 
Hughes’ bikes, going headfirst into the 
hay bales. Brown assumed the lead after 
the second corner, with McGrath right 
behind and closing. 

With Emig struggling to get his bike 
untangled from the crash, the starter 
almost went to the red flag. But just 
when McGrath got by Brown for the 
lead, Emig got going and the race con- 
tinued. Emig quickly moved aside to let 
McGrath and Brown go by just before 
the end of the third lap. 

Hughes, who remounted in 18th, was 
now quickly up to 14th and looked to be 
the fastest rider on the course. Brown 
tried to keep pace with McGrath as the 
two pulled away from Chapparal Yama- 
ha’s Jimmy Button and Lawrence, who 
were third and fourth, respectively. Tim 
Ferry, meanwhile, had worked his way 
up to fifth after a ninth-place start. 

By about the seventh lap, Brown 
started to press and make mistakes 
while trying to keep McGrath in view. 

“I tried to hang with him (McGrath) 
as much as I could, and then my arm got 
a little tight in the middle of the race," 
said Brown. 

Hughes was on a tear, making use of 
his aggressive nature through the 
whoops to outdrag the others and work 
his way up to seventh place by the 
eighth lap. 

“I tried to ride smart and find some 
good lines and just tried to pick people 
off as fast as I could,” Hughes said later. 

Amaradio was Hughes' next victim as 
they came through in front of the bleach- 
ers, and it took the factory Kawasaki star 
three more laps to catch Ferry. 

Up front, disaster almost struck in 
front of McGrath when Jason Frenette 
and Danny Ham went down in the 
right-hander after the rhythm section, 
but the multi-time champ was able to 
avoid being collected in the mishap. 
Lawrence went down on lap 15 after the 
‘finish-line jump, letting Hughes, Ferry 
and Amaradio go by. Hughes was up to 
fourth, some six seconds behind Button, 
but would ultimately run out of laps. 

McGrath took the win, followed by 
Brown, Button and Hughes. Ferry and 
Amaradio were fifth and sixth, respec- 
tively, with Lawrence recovering from 
his fall to take seventh. Cameron Taylor, 
Voss and Ryan Terlecki rounded out the 
top 10, thus qualifying for the Shootout. 


125/250cc SHOOTOUT 


Hughes once again led the charge 
into the first turn for the 125/250cc Pro 
Shootout, and this time nobody went 
down. McGrath held second, followed 
by Ferry, Button, Perolio, Brown, Voss 
and Roncada. Ferry passed McGrath on 
the camelback jump to take over second, 
while Brown and Voss went by lead 
125cc rider Perolio in the whoops. Greg 
Schnell and Ramsey were battling in 
eighth and ninth when Schnell came up 
short on the bleacher-side triple jump. 

The next time through, McGrath got 
back at Ferry on the camelback and they 
bumped trying to occupy the same 
space on the up-and-down right-hander. 
McGrath finished the pass by getting a 
better drive through the whoops. 

Button, meanwhile, went down on 
the second lap and went back to ninth, 
while Brown got off the track in the 
middle portion. That let Voss go by for 
fourth. Ramsey went down on lap three, 
slipping all the way back to 14th. 

Button, trying to get back to the lead 
pack, got block-passed by 125cc rider 
Perolio - but it was for naught, as the 
YZ250-mounted Button quickly out- 
powered Perolio's Suzuki. Р

Voss lost out to Brown over the 
triples, giving the Tennessee resident 
fourth place. Roncada and Perolio were 
having their own private battle for top 
125сс rider, but the Frenchman out- 
jumped Perolio on the triple - pointing 
back to him as if to say “goodbye.” 

Button, meanwhile, went down on 
the fifth lap and returned a lap down in 
15th. Roncada was now applying pres- 
sure and tried to outjump Voss on the 
triple in the middle of the course. Voss 
pulled ahead of Roncada on the camel- 
back jump, but that sent him wide into 
the next turn, letting Roncada slip 
underneath for fifth. 

Up front, Hughes’ lead over McGrath 
was beginning to shrink, with McGrath 
mirroring his every move. 

“I caught him (Hughes) and got right 
behind him,” McGrath said. “It’s proba- 
bly a little bit easier to be in second so 
you can watch him. I was really trying 
to relax and breathe to make sure that 
my heart rate was low, and then I made 
a charge at him." 

Lap 12 saw the lead change when 
Hughes came up short jumping on top 
of the camelback. McGrath pulled ahead 
and they touched going for the same 
line in the turn. Hughes tried to imme- 
diately pass McGrath on the following 
set of whoops, but McGrath held the 
inside line to the left-hand U-turn. 
Hughes tried to cut underneath to get to 
the next turn, but McGrath got there 
first. 

During the exchange by the leaders,

Brown got around Ferry for third on lap 
13. McGrath was leading with a four- 
second cushion over Hughes by lap 16, 
but Hughes wasn't done yet. Ferry 
moved back around Brown on lap 18, 
and at the same time Hughes got some 
luck when McGrath was forced to adjust 
his line to get around lapped rider Pero- 
lio. 

Then it was McGrath's turn to bobble 
on the camelback jump. McGrath recov- 
ered and tried to get on the inside of the 
up-and-down turn, while Hughes had 
already committed in the air for the 
same line. He came down on the right 
side of McGrath, his handlebar hitting 
McGrath's seat. 

“It was totally by accident, because I 
cased it on top of the camelback and 
then I went off the jump and went to the 
inside and he was already committed,” 
McGrath said. “It was no one’s fault, as I 
couldn’t see him and he couldn’t slow 
down.” 

When asked how much room there 
was, Hughes said: “Not that much. He 
kind of moved over while I was in the 
air and I landed on him. It wasn’t my 
fault and it wasn’t his fault. He just tried 
to get to the inside and I had a lot more 
momentum, but that’s just racing.” 

McGrath recovered and held to the 
top spot as they received the white flag. 
As McGrath and Hughes were halfway 
through the final lap, they caught Voss. 
With no flag man to indicate to Voss 
that the leaders were coming, he com- 
mitted himself into the whoops. 












McGrath stumbled on the entrance, 
allowing Hughes to pull alongside 
halfway down the section. McGrath 
again controlled the inside position on 
the left-hand U-turn while Voss got out 
of their way. Hughes again tried to cut 
underneath and outdrive McGrath to 
the final corner, but McGrath got there 
first. The Chaparral/1-800-COLLECT/ 
Fox/No Fear/Spy/Bell/Peak Perfor- 
mance/ Alpinestar/Renthal/CTI/Cyto 
max-sponsored McGrath took the check- 
ered flag, with Hughes second. Brown 
got the best of Ferry for third. 

"I rode tight and couldn't go any 
faster because I didn't know what Ferry 
was going to do, but I finally got by," 
said Brown. Fifth overall and first 125 
went to Honda of Troy's Roncada, with 
Emig coming home sixth after being 
granted a promoter's option into the 
race. 

Voss, Schnell, Perolio and Ramsey 
rounded out the top 10. eN

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MOTOCROSS 


AMA CHAPPARRAL AMATEUR 
CHAMPIONSHIP

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, DEC. 26-28 
5» eam Honda's research-and-devel- 
opment rider and rising Amateur 
star Chris Gosselaar won the gold 
medal in the 125cc Intermediate 
class during the AMA-sanctioned Ama- 
teur Championship week held at Glen 
Helen Cycle Park. 

Gosselaar joined nearly 1000 other 
competitors in what is quickly becoming 
California’s biggest AMA-sanctioned 
amateur event. “It’s controlled chaos,” 
said Steve Nellis, Glen Helen’s park 
manager. “This event has grown a lot 
from last year.” 

This year’s race format emulated the 
Florida Winter Olympics, with three dif- 
ferent race tracks and three different 
race types to challenge the competitors. 

“The first track is a Grand Prix 
course laid out over 240 acres,” Nellis 
said. “Racers have to ride for 45 minutes 
over various terrain. The second track is 
pure supercross, and the racers get to 
race over the same obstacles that the top 
pros ride on. The motocross course is 
the heart of this event, as the racers will 
ride on an all-natural-terrain racecourse 
similar to what the pros race during the 
outdoor National.” 

Most of the racers found the format 
to be an excellent concept, though the 
three-day affair was plagued by gale- 
force winds, scoring maladies and gen- 
eral disorganization. “Next year the 
event will certainly grow more, but we 
will keep the same format but polish up 
the program quite a bit. Also, we hope 
to have more factory involvement since 
this race is probably the biggest event of 
its kind during this time of the year.” 

Gosselaar was crowned king of the 
125cc Intermediate class after topping a 
talent-filled group of riders from all 
across the western United States. 

Gosselaar topped both the motocross 
and Grand Prix events but struggled to 
a disappointing sixth overall in the 
supercross event. 

“1 got stuck in the starting gate dur- 
ing the supercross race,” Gosselaar 
explained. “I was watching the guy pull 
the lever instead of watching the gate 
drop.” 

Gosselaar lodged the front wheel 
deep into the gate and struggled to get 
his front end dislodged. 

“The gate was extra tall,” said Mike 
Gosselaar Sr., Ezra Lusk’s Team Honda 
mechanic. While Gosselaar got under 
way some 35 seconds behind the lead- 
ers, Team Yamaha's Bryan McGavran 
was having a showcase performance up 
front. 

“1 opened a big lead early and 1 
didn’t even need to jump the triple,” 
McGavran said. 

While McGavran was enjoying a 
comfortable lead, Mike Young and 
Tyson Taylor were having a full-blown 
battle for second. In fact, the two riders 





exchanged the runner-up position sever- 
al times. But in the end, Taylor had the 
muscle and posted the runner-up posi- 
tion, followed by Young, Pomona Valley 
Kawasaki's Chris Neitzel and Andreau 
Labrador. 

What about Gosselaar? He charged 
from outside the top 20 to an impressive 
sixth overall, in front of Jesse Bath, Levi 
Reid, Adam Cini and Lanny Turner. 

Gosselaar had an easy time in the 
Grand Prix event and simply stole the 
show with a hands-down, runaway vic- 
tory over Mike Young and Chris Neitzel. 

Gosselaar found the tempo a bit 
faster in the motocross event and did 
some of his closest racing of the week- 
end. “Bryan McGavran holeshot the first 
motocross moto,” Gosselaar recalled, 
“but I passed him on the step down.” 

Once into the lead, he and McGavran 
waged all-out war for the next three 
laps. “I was faster on the downhill,” 
McGavran said. “I was reeling him in 
there every lap. I think I could have 
passed him there.” 

















But disaster was lurking in the back 
section of the course as McGavran did 
not come around on lap four. “My throt- 
tle cable broke and my bike stopped,” 
McGavran said. 

With McGavran out, Gosselaar 
cruised home for an easy win, while 
Sean Hamblin recorded a solid sec- 
ond. 

"This is my first real race on a 125," 
Hamblin said. “Big bikes handle a lot 
better than minis and there is a lot more 
power. They really suit my style much 
better." 

The second moto saw Andreau 
Labrador out front and leading the likes 
of Gosselar and McGavran. Labrador 
led for three laps but was passed by

both Gosselaar and McGavran just after 
the start of the fourth lap. 

McGavran became ill and dropped 
off the pace while Hamblin picked up 
the pace and moved into second place 
and began to reel in Gosselaar. "I was 
catching Gosselaar," Hamblin said. 

But just when it looked like a great 
battle was developing, Hamblin 
dropped out of sight. 

“1 was wide open around the big 
sweeper; then my back end just went to 
mush. I looked down and my rear tire 
was flat," Hamblin said. 

With Hamblin out of the picture, 
Gosselaar went on for the moto and 
overall victory in front of Labrador and 
Lanny Turner, the pair having their own 





private battle for second, with Labrador 
getting the spot at the checker flag. 

Steve Sullivan scored the overall vic- 
tory in the 250cc Intermediate class after 
winning both the motocross and Grand 
Prix events. Sulllivan battled with for- 
mer-minicycle champion Todd Camp- 
bell during the motocross event. 

“My brother hasn't raced in over 
eight years," said Jerry Campbell, a for- 
mer factory Kawasaki mechanic. 

At 32 years of age, Campbell still 
showed raw speed and true grit. "Todd 
has just graduated from the police acad- 
emy. He is in real good shape," Jerry 
Campbell said. 

In the end, though, Sullivan encoun- 
tered problems in the supercross - with 















that race being won by Jesse Bath - 
though Sullivan still earned enough 
points to score the title. 

Minicycle classes were stocked full of

Kelly Tedder earned a new level of 
his own in the 80cc Novice division after 
a convincing victory in the supercross 
round. Tedder braved gale-force winds - 
and a flooded race track that was 
watered just before the race - to post the 
victory. Tedder returned in the 
motocross event under the supervision 
of the former king of Saddleback, Ron 
Turner, and FMF engine tuner Terry 
Varner to score the first-moto win over 
Mike Alessi and Donnie Gritton. 

The second moto saw Tedder and 
A lessi get into it again, with Alessi post- 
ing the moto and overall victory after

LAUGHLIN, NV, DEC. 6 
y Davis didn’t have the best of 
| ] seasons in {һе 1997 Best in the 
Desert Silver State Series. He and 
partner Paul Krause DNFed the first two 
races before finally finishing runner-up 
in the third event. Things would change 
at the season finale, he hoped. 

And they did, as Davis made a strong 
charge at the end to capture the overall 
win at the Danny Hamel Memorial 
Laughlin U.S. Hare Scrambles Champi- 
onshp. 

Laughlin is always a popular race, 
and promoter Casey Folks easily filled 
entries up to the BLM’s limit of 200 rid- 
ers. The tight, technical course roughly 
resembled a figure eight, with a 17.5- 
mile-long first loop followed by a 22-mile 
second loop. Two of those equaled one 
lap, with the race consisting of two full 
laps. As usual, the Open Pros started 
first, followed by the 250s, and so on. 
Team Green’s Dave Ondas drew the 
front-row starting position on his KX500, 
a. bike which seemingly boded well for 
the two-time co-winner in the series - 
especially considering this year’s dusty 
conditions. Ondas, however, confessed to 
feeling a bit uncomfortable up there. 

“I really don't like starting first, 
because you don’t know where every- 
one’s at,” Ondas said. “It kind of makes it 
difficult.” 

Nonetheless, he did a superb job of 
trailblazing for most of the race. Destry 
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Abbott quickly moved up from his third- 
row start, in what would be his final race 
aboard a Vosburg Racing KTM, as he will 
ride for Team Green in '98. He latched on 
to Ondas, and the two of them freight- 
trained around, well clear of the field. 

“I do better when I start behind peo- 
ple, because I can actually read off 
them," Ondas said. "When I was up 
there (leading), I kind of would go fast, 
then I'd kind of fall asleep, you might 
say, and people would catch up to me." 

One of those "people" would be 
Abbott, of course, and he put his 360 
within roosting distance of the green 500 
and stayed there. Asked later if he was 
thinking about sitting there and waiting 
until the end to try to pass Ondas, Abbott 
replied, “That kind of was my plan, 
because I was there behind him for a 
while - almost two hours, I guess - and 
you sit there and you start thinking 
about things like that. We were having a 
great race. He's a good guy to ride with. 
We almost bumped bars a few times; we 
were going back and forth, and that's 
racing. That was really fun." 

It also impressed Davis when he 
arrived on the scene late in the race. 

“Ondas was right on Destry's butt - 
just right there," Davis said. "They were 
so close, I couldn't believe it." 

Ondas wasn't the only one to enjoy 
leading, however. His partner, Book, also 
took a shot at it, though it didn't last very 
long. 

"| started off good, but then I fell once 
early on," Book said. "Cactus got on my

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hands, and I took off again. I caught Jim 
Gray back and passed him. I caught 
Dave (Ondas) and passed him. Then I 
just couldn’t keep it together anymore. I 
just started falling and falling. Pretty 
soon, I put it on cruise mode. I just want- 
ed to finish - that’s what we needed to do 
for the championship; and I was looking 
out for that, getting Kawasaki the cham- 
pionship - so I just backed her down à 
notch and did what I had to do to finish." 

The front-runners got a surprise early 
in the race when ATK's Paul Pitts sud- 
denly appeared to be running an unoffi- 
cial fifth overall on his thumper, which 
started well after the Open bikes and 
250s. 

"А 125 Pro and I got lost,” he said. 
“We both blew a corner, and he looked to 
his right and saw the course, but it was 
the wrong way. We cut off about two 
miles.” 

The mistake cost Pitts a 15- minute 
penalty, effectively dropping him to the 
back of the pack. However, he put on а 
determined charge and regained much of 
that lost ground, finishing third in class. 

“I felt good, even though that hap- 
pened,” Pitts said. “I feel I put in a really 
good race. Everything went pretty well 
except for getting lost, and I really felt I 
could've won it today, but that's racing; 
and it happens. I sure wish there was 
another loop; I could've p taken the 
lead." 






































Also making а charge was Davis, who 
quickly moved to fourth in the 250s, 
behind Oakley Lehman on another KX, 
and KTM-mounted Nick and Russell 
Pearson. 

“I started second 250 off the line and 
went out and caught the first 250, caught 
Oakley and rode behind him the first 
loop,” Nick Pearson said. “Russ said he 
was right behind me and that Ty was 
right behind him, so all four of us were 
right behind each other. I had no idea 
who was behind me.” 

Lehman crashed and dropped out of 
the picture, leaving Nick Pearson doing 
his best to hold off Davis. That, of course, 
is easier said than done, and Pearson 
found himself unable to match Davis’ 
pace when the former motocrosser went 
by 





“I just tried to keep up with him after 
that,” Pearson said. “I tried riding my 
hardest, but it was a tough course. It was 
really demanding, апа I got a little tired 
there at the end, but I kept going as hard 
as T could." 

"I knew it was a long race,” Davis 
revealed later, “and I told (FMF's) Mike 
Hodges before the race, "You know, I’m 
going to do all my passing on the last lap. 
Just watch.’ But just getting through that 
blinding dust..." Davis shook his 
head."At Laughlin, you just can't peel off 
anywhere. There's no room for error. 
Two times I made a couple mistakes and 
went off into the cholla - full-on butt- 
pucker, hang on and hope none of those 
things touch you!” 

Despite running out of gas at the end 
of the first lap, Davis caught and passed 
INick Pearson as they headed out onto the 
short loop for the second time. He passed 
Book after that and settled in - a mistake 
that might have been costly. Davis 

ought he’d replaced Book as the over- 
all race leader. 

“Then I see this dust out there, and it’s 
still staying out there,” he recalled. “I’m 
riding more and thinking, ‘It’s getting a 
little closer, but who's out there? ГИ bet 
here's somebody else out there. I don't 
remember passing (Dave) Ondas; I don't 

emember passing Destry (Abbott).’” 

Sure enough, those two Open racers 
emained in front, forcing Davis to get 
boing before he ran out of time - and gas. 
l'he splash of gas he received at the end 
bf the short loop the second time around 
probably wasn't going to be enough, he 
hought, because he'd had cleaner air, 
idden harder and used more fuel that 
pecond time around. 
| So Davis caught up to and passed the 
[wo Open bikes, then put it on cruise for 

e few miles left to the finish. 

"I tried to pull away a little bit, but I 
was pretty much on cruise and milked it 
о the finish," he said. “I only had an 
Inch in my gas tank, so I knew they 
lidn't put enough gas in. It's a good 
hing I did cruise - otherwise I would've 
ost it." 

Davis captured his first Best in the 













Desert win of '97 in his first series ride on 
a 250. Ondas and Abbott followed him 
across the line, but Nick Pearson beat 
them on adjusted time on his 250, rele- 
gating them to fifth and third, respective- 
ly, with Russell Pearson slipping in for 
fourth on his 250. 

“1 just wanted to make sure Donnie 
(Book) and I finished so we'd get the 
championship," Ondas said, "and we 
did, so we're happy." ©

HURRICANE MILLS, TN, NOV. 16 

ETRA joined a prestigious list of 
БУТЕ races held at Loretta 

Lynn's ranch, with the running of 
the eighth round of its enduro series. 
KTM's Allen Gravitt claimed the num- 
ber-one spot with a score of 17, edging 
out Husaberg-mounted Michael Grizzle 
by a mere seven seconds on the tie- 
breaker scores, his best finish of the sea- 
son. Filling out the top three was Vet A 
rider Mitch McRee on a KTM, with a 
score of 20. 

“This was an excellent enduro,” 
Gravitt said. “The trails were good, and 
they checked you in and out - the way it 
should be. I just tried to ride hard and 
consistent all day.” 

Loretta Lynn’s ranch is located in the 
hills just outside Nashville. The course 
was roughly 65 actual trail miles and 
consisted of five sections. The terrain is 
what you would expect from this part of 
the state: rocky, hilly and root-infested. 
There were also a few new trail sections 
cut so the course would include tight 
woods. A cold front moved into the area 
a few days before the race and made for 
cooler-than-normal temperatures, which 
even dipped below freezing during the 
night and barely reached 50 during the 
day. 

With an 8 a.m. key time, it was on the 
chilly side as riders left the start and 
headed to the first woods section. The 
AA class had the SETRA regulars, and 
most of the top A riders were on hand. 
MSR-sponsored Gravitt was riding his 
usual mount, the 200 LE, and started on 
row 35. Vet A rider Mitch McRee was 
tagging along on Gravitt’s row, and 
Open A rider Michael Grizzle on his 
new Husaberg 501 started two minutes 
behind on row 37. 

Gravitt, Grizzle and McRee went 
through the first 8-mile section with a 
two-point loss. Four-stroke rider Martin 





Pruett, on row 27, lost three in the sec- 
tion. 

After a short reset, it was on to the 
next section. A going-in check at 12.4 
miles kept anyone from riding early in 
the 12-mile section. The woods were 
tough, with some new trail added, some 
of which will be used in the ISDE quali- 
fier in June. Gravitt was on the gas and 
posted the fast time and a score of 
seven. Grizzle and McRee tied, each 
with an eight-point loss. Pruett dropped 
10 points. 

"| heard Ashley Brewer (Gravitt's 
main competition in the AA class) had 
trouble and dropped an 11 or something 
in this section," Gravitt said. "After I 
heard that, I kind of backed off a notch, 
which I shouldn't have done. Then, in 
the next trail, I missed the check by a 
second or two and Michael (Grizzle) got 
me by a point." 

As Gravitt said, Brewer had his share 
of problems. 

“I just couldn't get going,” Brewer 
said. "I had an early row, and I couldn't 
see the ground for all the leaves. I 
missed a few checks by seconds." 

Brewer finished the day with a 26, 
good enough for fifth overall. 

After another reset, it was on to 
check number four, a going-in check at 
the 39.6-mile mark. The upcoming trail 
was 10 miles long and once again quite 
tough. This time Grizzle lit up the 
woods and had the fast time through, 
carding a six-point loss. Gravitt and 
McRee each dropped seven points, 
while Pruett on his four-stroke dropped 
nine. 

“I got my bike dialed in, and it was 
working perfectly," Grizzle said. "The 
bike is awesome. Riding behind Allen 
and Mitch was fun. I was trying to catch 
them in every section. It was a blast." 

^| had a lot of fun at this race," 
McRee said. "The weather was nice, and 
all I did all day was try to keep Grizzle 
from catching me. He passed me once 
all day.

motored right up on that big 
501." 

It was time to gas up and 
prepare for the second half of 
the course. Gravitt and Grizzle 
were tied with 16 points each. 
McRee was next with 17, then 
Pruett with 22. At 66.4 miles, riders 
were checked in to the start of a 16-mile 
section. The trail used was more estab- 
lished and easier than previous sections. 
The majority of riders dropped points 
on the trail, and only the fastest riders 
were able to maintain the speed aver- 
age, with Gravitt, Grizzle, McRee and 
Pruett all zeroing the section. 

At 86.4 miles, it was check-in time to 
a short 8.4-mile section. The trail was 
similar to the last one - on the easy side. 
Gravitt, Grizzle, McRee and Pruett all 
zeroed check nine. There wasn't a reset 
after the check, and riders continued on 
the trail. There were 12 miles left in the 
race, and things were getting a little 
rougher. At the final check at 106 miles, 
Gravitt and Grizzle were the fastest, los- 
ing only 11 points. McRee and Pruett 
each dropped two. 

With that, Gravitt staked his claim on 
the overall with a score of 17, just taking 
the win on tie breakers by a slim seven 
seconds over Grizzle. McRee hung on to

eigning National Enduro 
‚Champ Mike Lafferty Jr. 
Wil brought home the bacon at the 


New Jersey State Championship Hare 
Scrambles, earning the overall win 
handily and taking home a $1000 prize 
for his effort. In the process, Lafferty 
beat out a highly competitive field that 
included many top pros and rival series 
champs lured to southern Jersey by the 
sizable cash purse. Notable riders 
included GNCC competitor Dwayne 
Conner, NETRA Hare Scrambles Series 
champ Josh McLevy, local pro motor- 
crossers Lee Rostien and Jim Kapitan, 
and many top ECEA AA riders. Pro 
motocrosser and event defending 
champ Joel Dengler was relegated to pit 
duty for the day, out with a broken col- 
larbone sustained a week earlier while 
fooling around on a BMX bike. 

Despite the heady competition, Laf- 
ferty ran his own race for the entire day, 
gaining the lead by the time the riders 
entered the first woods section (less than 
a half mile out off the start) and never 
looking back. Lafferty raced his factory 
KTM to a near-seven-minute margin of 
victory over the second-place finisher - 
his brother, Richard Lafferty. 

“Tt was my kind of race - mostly fast and 
open, similar to what I’m accustomed to rac- 
ing in the Nationals," Mike Lafferty said at 
the finish. "The woods sections were plenty 
tight for me." (They were highways by Jersey 
standards.) 

Mike's plan was simple. 

"] knew I had to have the lead going 
into the woods, because some of those 
other guys would be really tough with a 





lead. I just went for it and managed to 
get around everyone and keep it 
pinned." 

Runner-up Rich Lafferty ran a good 
race to earn second-place seeding 
aboard his KTM Sportmotorcycle/ Arai 
Helmets/Moose Racing-sponsored 
KTM 250, reeling in MX jock Rostien for 
much of the race and finally overtaking 
him with two laps to go. A big crowd 
favorite while showing off considerable 
SX-style flying skills, Rostien scooted in 
nearly two minutes later to claim the 
final podium slot. Rounding out the top 
five overall, ECEA AA competitor Marc 
Grossman piloted his KX250 to fourth 
overall seeding, finishing a minute 
behind Rostien, while Pro Pilot Suspen- 
sion honcho Kapitan trailed in 90 sec- 
onds later for fifth. NETRA hare scram- 
bles hotshoe McLevy came south and 
got spanked, never running with the 
leaders im this unfamiliar terrain and 
finishing a disappointing sixth overall. 

Meteor MC promoted the event, the 
final of the nine-round ECEA Hare 
Scrambles Series, and approximately 
200 entrants signed up fór the race. The 
day's weather started out looking omi- 
nous, cool and overcast in the morning, 
but was much improved in the after- 
noon, with skies clearing. The 8-mile 
loop used for the motorcycle race was 
split nearly evenly between woods trail 
and ribboned outdoor MX track. The 
day prior, however, the club groomed 
numerous Supercross-type mega launch 
ramps into the pit sections; some expect- 
ed this to give various motocross riders 
a subtle advantage. However, that edge 
was mitigated by wet soil conditions 
throughout the course which led to 
numerous mudholes and considerable 
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Reigning National Enduro 
Champion Mike Lafferty Jr. 
proved his versatility by 
winning round nine of the 
ECEA Hare Scrambles 
Series, the New Jersey 
State Championship Hare 


rutting, tilting things back in favor of 
the woods riders. 

The race started from a large, flat, 
sandy basin located in the northeast cor- 
ner of the pits. The start divided riders 
into rows by class: Expert (A, AA, Pro) 
riders filled out the first row, followed 
by B- and Novice-class competitors. 
Racers lined up for the dead-engine start 
with their right hands held atop their 
helmets, awaiting the signal. At the 
drop of the flag, GNCC flame Conner 
got the Expert holeshot cleanly, holding 
several bike lengths before entering the 
first turn after a 100-yard sprint from 
the line. Trailing Conner was a pack of 
riders led by Rostien and the Lafferty 
brothers. 

After rounding the first turn, riders 
had about a half mile high-speed romp 
through the pits before reaching the 
woods. Mike Lafferty made his move 
here, getting the lead before entering the 
tight stuff and running away from there. 
Midway through the first lap, when first 
busting out onto the МХ test, Lafferty 
already held a lead of more than 30 sec- 
onds over Conner, while Rostien séttled 
into third, farther back yet. These posi- 
tions were held through the first three 
laps until Conner, the only rider run- 
ning close to Mike Lafferty, cut Laffer- 
ty’s lead in half on the second lap. 

However, at the end of the third lap, 
Conner let himself get tangled up with 
another bike at the scoring barrels, in 
the process snapping off his brake pedal 
flush at the mounting stud, finishing his 
day. Repairs were attempted in the pits, 
to no avail. Rostien moved up into sec- 
ond as a result of Conner’s misfortune; 
however, he was soon able to hear Rich 
Lafferty closing in. Richard spent the 











third lap reeling in Rostien, and effected 
a pass on the fourth trip around to claim 
second place. At nearly the same time, 
KX250-mounted Marc Grossman was 
forging ahead, moving from sixth to 
fourth, also taking advantage of Con- 
ner’s mechanical problems and passing 
Jim Kapitan, who was running in fifth. 

McLevy got a bad start, finding him- 
self in eighth place after one lap, and 
moved up to as high as fifth by midrace 
before fading to sixth at the finish. With 
Conner out, Mike Lafferty continued to 
build his lead, finishing six laps in about 
two hours and 15 minutes, with nearly a 
seven-minute cushion over second- 
placed Rich Lafferty. Rostien held onto 
third, and was by far the darling of the 
substantial crowd, putting on an air 
show that impressed even seasoned 
Supercross fans. 

The only other rider doing the big 
cliff jump was B-class motocrosser Bob 
Milulski, who was riding only his sec- 
ond hare scrambles ever. Grossman ran 
a steady race and was rewarded with a 
fourth-place finish, followed by Honda- 
mounted Kapitan. Honda pilots 
McLevy, Bob Bennett, Rob Aldakimov 
and Dan Sharpless filled the sixth 
through ninth slots, while Anthony 
Tomasello finished 10th overall and first 
in the Senior class. 

Payouts for top finishers were sub- 
stantial and well-distributed. Grand 
champ Mike Lafferty took home the top 
prize of $1000, while second-place fin- 
isher Richard Lafferty earned $300. The 
remainder of the purse ($2800 total) was 
split up among the top 15 overall finish 
ers. In addition to the rider payout, the 
club donated $2500 to the Stafford 
Township PBA Holiday Fund, which 
supports worthy causes, including Toys 
for Tots and meals for the homeless and 
elderly. сү

our-time Supercross Champion 

Jeremy McGrath is human, after 

all - just like us, he just wants to 
have fun. That’s why he - as well as 
many other riders from the Southern 
California area - turned out for the 
annual Christmas Grand Prix at Carls- 
bad Raceway. But, of course, McGrath 
perhaps had a bit more fun than anyone 
else, because he ran away with the Pro- 
class win, all the while riding a bor- 
rowed Yamaha YZ400F four-stroke. 
“Just for the fun of it,” he said. 

McGrath’s win, however, wasn’t a 
complete walk in the park, as fellow 
(Chaparral Yamaha rider Jimmy Button 
came out to Carlsbad with McGrath and 
gave him a run for his money on the 
track. But more on that later. 

Once a year, Racing Enterprises 
Motorsports redesigns its track layout, 
building а 6-mile (or thereabout) GP- 
style course, utilizing nearly every inch 
of the Carlsbad facility - including the 
amed motocross track, the surrounding 

illsides, and much of the quarter-mile, 
paved drag strip. This year’s event, 
owever, almost didn’t happen at all, as 
eavy rain forced the cancellation of the 
P's original race date. Luckily, event 
prganizer Frank Thomason postponed 





the race to the following weekend, and 
another large turnout of riders came out 
for a day of... well, fun. 

All the Pros ran in the first 40-minute 
race, and there were a few other well- 
known names on the line than those of 
McGrath and Button - names like Marty 
Smith, a former National MX Champi- 
on; Marty Moates, the first American 
rider to win the 500cc U.S. GP at this 
same site; Scot Harden, longtime off- 
road racer; and Tony Amaradio, a very 
fast National motocrosser. 

Button, who also managed to get his 
hands on:a YZ400F for the Christmas 
GP, grabbed the early lead over 
McGrath, and the two booming four- 
strokes led the way into the first lap. 
Smith settled into third. 

Halfway into the lap, McGrath found 
an opening and rode his Yamaha by 
Button's, and completed the first lap 
with a small lead. Surprisingly, Smith 
was matching McGrath and Button's 
pace and was a close third. 

McGrath and Button stayed close for 
a while; then the former champ started 
to break away, but Button could not do 
the same to the other former champ, 
Smith. It wasn't until late in the race that 





Smith began to tire and ever so slightly 
drop off the pace, giving Button some 
breathing room. 

But the race was all McGrath's, as he 
pulled away for the win. Button held on 
for second, followed by Smith, who was 
credited with the Vet Pro-class win. 
McGrath and Button were entered in the 
25-29 Pro class, where they went 1-2, 
respectively. Amaradio finished third, 
as well as taking first place in the 250cc 
Pro class. 

Finishing second in the Vet Pro class 
was Jeff Surwall, followed by KTM's 
Harden and Honda XR600-mounted 
Moates. Willy Musgrave took fifth, fol- 
lowed by Mike Seeley. 

The largest class of the day was the 
Vet Intermediates, and it was Roy Basin 
beating the other 26 riders to the finish 
line.

27-28 
г ts hard to retire when you are 
gg still having fun,” Ron Tichenor 
said after winning both Pro 
classes at the opening round of 
the Florida Winter AMA MX Series at 
Gatorback Cycle Park. For someone 
who keeps threatening to retire, 
Tichenor still shows the conditioning 
and speed of a youngster. 

“I was really surprised,” Tichenor 
added. “My last race was a supercross 
in Belgium and it was a disaster. I start- 
ed riding again two weeks ago. Barry 
Kern really dialed the bike in and we 
had a good day.” 

Tichenor, who always seems to get 
off to midpack starts, used patience to 
find his way to the front of all four Pro 
motos. Paul Currie and Barry Carsten 
pushed Tichenor in the 125cc class, 
while it was Keith Bowen and Currie 
who proved to be Tichenor’s main com- 
petition in the 250s. 

Nearly 700 riders turned out for the 
28th running of the Worldsports’ Flori- 
da Winter AMA Series. Riders from 28 
states and eight countries made the trip 
for the opening round. 

In the first 125сс Pro moto, Currie led 
Cory Keeney, Keith Johnson, Ernesto 
Fonseca, Jason Thomas, Ronnie Renner 
and Tichenor early in the race. But, on 
the third lap, Tichenor made his move 
and took over the lead. 

“The holeshot felt good,” Currie said, 
“but I knew Tichenor was back there. I 
jumped into the pit, got a little wide by 
the pond, had to brake and Tichenor got 
by.” 

T Tichenor managed to hold on to his 
lead throughout the race but admitted 
that he got a little tired near the end of 
the 25-lap moto.

Bowen also came up 
through the pack early on and chal- 
lenged Tichenor lap after lap. Despite 
the relentless attacks by Bowen, 
Tichenor held on for the win. 

“Keith was riding real well,” 
Tichenor said. “I knew that I had to be 
consistent to hold the lead.” 

Bowen said of the battle, “I had a bet- 
ter line after the elevator jump and 
closed up on Ronnie, but he didn’t make 
any mistakes and would never give me 
the inside line.” 

Johnson, blistered hands and all, 
rode well to take third in the moto, fol- 
lowed by Thomas. Fonseca was an early 
front-runner but was forced to drop 
back late in the race with a flat tire. 

Johnson led the start of the second 
250сс moto, but Tichenor soared into the 
lead coming out of the elevator jump for 





the first time. A few laps later, Currie 
passed Johnson for second and tried to 
reel in Tichenor - and he did. (Well, sort 
of.) 

Tichenor’s straightaway lead sud- 
denly disappeared and Currie had con- 
trol of the lead. 

“1 was setting up for the finish-line 
jump when my back tire caught a lip, 
and I found myself beside the bike try- 
ing to hang on to the throttle,” Tichenor 
said of losing the lead. “It was one of 
those things. that Hannah used to do, 
except I fell off.” 

“1 saw Tichenor eat it,” Currie said. 
"I passed him and had a good lead 
before he got going again." 

By the time Tichenor did get going 
again, Currie had ridden by and there 
wasn't enough time left for Tichenor to 
do anything about it. Currie went on to 
win, while Tichenor took second, but it 
was still good enough for Tichenor to 
take the overall win. 

Fonseca took third in the race, fol- 
lowed by Johnson and Thomas. 

In other class action, Earl May 
topped both Vet Pro motos, but not 
until managing to pass Mark Beamer 
both times. And that wasn't all: May 
was also victorious in the Over 30 A 
class, while Carsten topped the Over 25 
A division. 











Fonseca romped to a four- 
moto sweep in the 125 and

rench Super Motard factory Husq- 
Е: racer William Rubio flew 

into town, unloaded a pair of facto- 
ту scooters and proceeded to whip the 
rest of the assembled racers in a Super 
TT held at Buttonwillow Raceway Park, 
albeit without any dirt track portions of 
the track as advertised, due to wet 
weather. 

Rubio was quite wide-eyed when he 
first saw the infield off-road section that 
was later removed from the course due 
to mud. “We don’t have so much in 
France,” he said, referring to the length, 
breadth and width of the corners. “We 
sometimes race with others at some race 
tracks, but we sometimes bring dirt into 
a plaza and make our own race.” {

The idea of the race was to bring 
back the good old days of ABC-TV’s 
Superbikers of the early '80s, an event 
that pitted the best dirt trackers against 
the best road racers and the best 
motocrossers, speedway racers, et al. 
The format utilized classes similar to 
those currently run in Europe and com- 
bined them with Dual Sport, Mini, Vin- 
tage and Veterans classes. 

The first race saw the dual sport 
bikes take the track, and Don Canet took 
the win on an XR400, followed by Mark 
Cernicky in second on'an XT350 that 
was used in the movie “Clear and Pre- 
sent Danger,” complete with faux bullet 
holes that leaked gas. Joe Cannon, on his 
DR350, was all smiles with a third over 
Rich Wilson and Dan Thomson. 

Canet came back to win the Mini 
Motard class on a KX80. Danny Argano 
finished second on a KX105 and Mark 
Woodward got third on an RM80. 

A great combined Senior/ Vintage 
race showed that Dunlop’s Dennis 
Smith was still up to speed from the 
early "605, winning on a CR500 over Jack 
Baker's YZ490. Bud Riddle made it a 
good race for third on an old AFM 
scooter, an '84 Virago 750, dicing with 
Donny Howard on Marsh Runyon's 
1956 KHR 900cc Harley-Davidson (the 
same bike that Joe Leonard campaigned 
way back when). Howard ran third until 
Riddle unleashed his throttle hand on 
the long back straight to take the posi- 
tion. Dennis Pegelow and Russ Fletcher 
finished fourth and fifth, respectively. 
Howard's was the only Vintage bike, 
but what a fine vintage it was! 

Rubio's factory 600cc machine, fitted 
with 17-inch Michelin tires, was the 
class of the Middleweight Super Motard 
race, with Performance Machine's 
Roland Sands being the only rider able 
to stay close. Former 500cc National 
Motocross Champion Chuck Sun looked 
very good on a 600cc Husaberg in third, 
and he is quite adamant about this 
series taking on some new locations and 
growing. 

Rubio was expected to have a little 
bit more difficulty in the Open Super 
Motard race, with Canet riding a "Cycle 
World" project CR500 tuned by 

































































DeWayne Jones. Rob Damron took the 
early lead in the first race on the L&R 
595 Husaberg as Rubio stormed from 
the fourth row to fourth in just three 
corners. By the end of lap two, Rubio 
was in the lead and colored gone, but he 
decided to lighten up to allow Canet to 
catch back up, in order to put on a show 
for the crowd. The two put on a decent 
enough show for a few more laps until 
Rubio stretched his lead back out with 
great corner speeds, backing the bike 
into the corners dirt track-style, as he 
motored off to the uncontested win. + 

Just before the start of the second 
moto, Canet limped back to the pits | 
with a flat tire that effectively gave the 
race to Rubio. Rubio annihilated thé 
field, with Steve Smith finishing second 
overall on his sweet 900cc Ducati Mon- 
ster. Damron got high marks for his 
third overall in his first visit to the facili- 
ty. Ben Morse finished fourth over бий 
and Dennis Smith, with Donny Howard 
seventh on the Parts Unlimited TT 
whatever-sized Yamaha. Former flat 
tracker Bob Russell came in ahead of 
Roseville Honda's Paul Hart, with Brian 
Catterson finishing 10th despite a crash. 

Paul Shillito topped the Open Dual 
Sportsman division on a KTM 600, 
while Paul Hart had another good ride 
on his XR600 for second over Jay Ibold 
on a KTM 600 Duke. 

Some of the pre-race publicity 
included names such as Eddie Lawson 
and Ricky Graham. Lawson was on 
hand to view the scene, and kindly 
acquiesced to an interview after the 
races (and preceding the trophy presen- 
tations). He also signed autographs. 

Don Canet stated that Doug Chandler 
was in the process of building a KX500 
and would likely be at the next round, 
January 24-25. €N

Jungwirth jams at 
Woodland Vintage MX

WOODLAND, WA, DEC. 13 

Former professional motocrosser Randy Jung- 
wirth used his vintage-legal 1975 Bultaco 250cc 
Pursang to score an impressive double moto win 
tally to top the Over 40 Intermediate class at 
round three of an eight-race series at the Wood- 
land Motocross Park. 

Jungwirth placed himself among the top 
Expert-class finishers in the combined races to 
further his comeback after severe injuries several 
years ago. Larry Legarra, this season's most 
dominant rider, and Husky rider Dirk Murphy 
battled ahead of Jungwirth and 13 other riders 
to finalize the order in moto one. 

Murphy briefly led moto two, while Legarra 
and former National star Bob Rush gave chase. 
Legarra quickly motored around Murphy, but 
Murphy stayed within striking distance for the 
entire moto. Rush, riding a CZ 400, stayed close 
behind the leaders, followed by Jungwirth, CZ- 
rider Kenny Brynn and Bultaco-mounted Steve 
Sprague. Legarra held off all of Murphy's 
advances to net the Expert win, followed by 
Murphy (2-2), Rush (4-3) and Can-Am-mounted 
Chris Castles (3-5). 

Jungwirth laid claim to the Intermediate- 
class win with his 1-1 sweep of the class. Brynn, 
who had to work through traffic all day, clawed 
his way into contention in both motos to grab 
second overall via his 2-2 showings, ahead of 
Sprague's 3-3 finishes. Ken McCorkle (4-5) and 
Maico rider David Anderson (6-4) filled out the 
top five. Yamaha riders Darrell Kilgore and Fred 
Harber split moto wins in the Amateur portion, 
but it was the consistency of Dan Barker's 2-2 
finishes that earned the win. 

Maico rider Jay Lael took control of both of 
the Almost-Vintage Open Amateur-class motos, 
easily winning the first of two ahead of Suzuki 
RM370-mounted J.R. Neuman and Yamaha rider 
Dale Franklin. Lael overcame a third-place start 
to take the lead shortly after the start of moto 
two, then fended off Neuman's challenges to net 
the overall. 

In the Almost Vintage Expert/Intermediate 
class, Legarra put his '79 Suzuki RM400 into 
unchallengeable leads in both motos. The former 
AMA Expert Dirt Tracker won his second over- 
all win of the day in the class, ahead of Yamaha 
TT500 rider Monty Price. Maico 490-mounted 
Dale Hodson took control of the Intermediate 
class, also using 1-1 placings to best C.J. James’ 
3-2 showings.

Daniel Blair won the 125cc Pro class with a per- 
fect 1-1 moto tally at the Pre-Christmas 
Motocross at Argyll MX.

MX finale to Eberle

The fifth and final round of California Racing 
Club’s 10th annual Sponsorship Series, held at 
Los Angeles County Raceway, saw Yamaha 
rider Jimmy Eberle use a 3-1 score to top 
William Klein’s 2-2 to not only take home the 
overall for the day, but also wrap up the series 
win as well.

Prieto crowned at Homestead 
CCS Road Race finale 


HOMESTEAD, FL, DEC. 14 

For nearly 14 days and 14 nights, the rain fell on 
the usually sunny state of Florida, washing 
away William Michael Luke's reign as Florida's 
number-one rider when Fort Lauderdale's Shane 
Prieto overcame a 336-point deficit to become 
the state's leading rider at the CCS finale, held at 
Homestead Motorsports Complex. 

Prieto came ready to fight, entering his 
Kevin Blais-prepared Kawasaki 900 and Full 
Spectrum-built Suzuki 750 in a total of six class- 
es in this double-points event. When Luke 
turned out to be a no-show, the seemingly 
impossible started to look possible. However, 
Prieto would have to fight more than a soggy 
race track, as the EBC Sport Bike National 
Champion, Eric Wood, and the 1995 AMA 600cc 
Supersport Championship runner-up, Team 
Moto-Liberty rider Jamie Bowman, came out to 
race. 

Even under the overcast, gloomy skies, the 
beautiful and luxurious Homestead Motorsports 
Complex shined with its 13-turn, 2.21-mile road 
course. In this day and age of NASCAR-inspired 
oval tracks with "afterthought" infield road 
courses, this track impresses with its exciting 
and safe layout. The track is a racer's favorite, 
with covered garages for everyone and closed- 
circuit televisions for track and weather-satellite 
viewing. 

‘Much of the buzz in the garage on Saturday 
centered on the return of racing superstar Jamie 
Bowman to his home series. Jamie was tearing 
up the slightly drier racecourse during Satur- 
day's practice, leading many to believe that 
Bowman would be the man to beat on Sunday. 

The green flags dropped on Sunday along 
with the unrelenting rain, and the racing action 
was dramatic and action-packed, with all the 
racers searching for traction. 

The always spectacular Wood came and went 
in perfect fashion, winning all of the five races he 
entered, including the hotly contested $1000 
Unlimited Superbike Shootout. Bowman, without 
the aid of the full rain tires until the shootout, 
could only manage a trio of fourth-place finishes 
on his privately entered Suzuki 750. 

"Shane and Eric just had too much horse- 
power," Bowman said. "Even when I went to 
the full rain tires, they would just pull away on 
the straights." " 

This left Prieto on the EFX Graphics machine 
to win three of the six races he’d entered, which 








put him over the top in the series’ cumulative 
point standings, making him the number-one 
CCS racer for 1997. Prieto, who always has diffi- 
cult outings at Homestead, was very excited to 
pull together his championship-winning effort. 

“Homestead has always been a tough track 
for us,” Prieto said, “and this is the first time we 
have ever done well here.” 

In the end, Prieto eclipsed the top spot in the 
points by 66 points. When asked about his 1998 
plans, Shane explained: “We would like to do 
more National races next year and are looking 
closely at the Formula USA schedule. However, 
we do look forward to coming back to CCS as 
the number-one team.”

Bush bags number-one plate 
at Firebird Road Race

CHANDLER, AZ, DEC. 20-21 

First-year rookie Chris Bush took home the 
number-one plate for the CCS Southwest region 
after a solid performance during the last race of 
the season at Firebird Raceway. The 23-year-old 
racer used a 1997 Suzuki GSXR600 and GSXR750 








to garner the most points in a season after his 
archrival Jason Parker faltered. 

"I started to catch Jason in points after А.]. 
(Ammann) started turning wrenches for me," 
Bush said at the awards ceremony. "It was a 
tough season, and we spent $40,000 to $50,000 
this season, but it was all worth it." 

Second overall finisher Jason Parker held the 
points lead for most of the season, and it looked 
like Parker was going to be a shoo-in for the 
championship, but a series of miscues on Sun- 
day dashed his championship hopes. 

"It's been a rough season," Parker explained. 
“We only had two people in the pits at the start 
of the season, and they were pretty inexperi- 
enced. I crashed my 900 today when I put the 
16-inch tire on for the Sportbike class, but the 
suspension is set up for a 17." 

Parker's EX500 also ran out of gas in Light- 
weight GP, and later he gridded with a flat tire 
and only made two laps before pulling in. 
Although Parker raced all the races offered by 
CCS on Sunday, his DNFs dropped him to sec- 
ond place in points. 

Third overall in the Southwest region went 
to Peoria, Arizona, resident Rick Stratton. Strat- 
ton used a game plan devised at the start of the 
season and stuck to it until the end - with good 
results. 

"The season went just as I planned, except 1 
won more races and class championships than I 
thought I would," explained the 41-year-old 
manufacturer representative. "I believe I won 11 
classes. 1 raced seven races per weekend and 
locked up third place pretty early. So, for me, it 
was a good season. Next year I plan to do exact- 
ly the same thing, and all I want out of it is а sin- 
gle class championship." 

Although it rained heavily on Friday, the 
skies cleared up around the Phoenix area and 
weather for the double-points weekend was 
nearly ideal. The star performance of the week- 
end was turned in by Larry Locklear out of Fort 
Worth, Texas, who got a call from Grand Prix 
Kawasaki, asking if he would be interested in 
riding a 1998 ZX9R on a lark. Locklear agreed, 
and went on to prove what a good rider with a 
5004 stock bike can accomplish. Locklear's ZX9 
was box stock except for a set of Dunlop 207 
tires. Even the headlight and taillight were still 
in place. He entered and won all of the Unlimit- 
ed classes by a huge margin, and turned the 
fastest lap of the weekend at 1:11.14. Not only 
did Locklear humble the locals, but he did it 
with style. His half-mile-long wheelstands at 
over 130 mph were the talk of the pits. 

Another excellent performance was turned in 
by Mark Ledesma, who won every race entered 
except for the Unlimited GP race, where he fin- 
ished second behind the ZX9 of Locklear. N

The teammate question is of vital 
importance also to team managers. Get- 
ting the right combination of rivalry can 
spur both riders to extraordinary feats, 
though there are not so many examples 
of this in recent years. Rainey and Law- 
son may have come to something in 
1990, had the latter not been injured 
early on. 

The truth of the matter remains obvi- 
ous: The greater the champion, the less 
you'd want to have him as your team- 
mate - a fact well understood by that 
giant of the 250cc class, Max Biaggi. He 
has made a creed of consistently refus- 
ing even to have a teammate, which 
finally cost him his career with the 
Aprilia factory.
